Center Restaurant Shot Down

A group of determined Winchester 
center residents and merchants suc¬ 
cessfully banded together and prevented 
a restaurant from opening up at 547 Main 
st., formerly the MD Drug store. 

Alter listening to a series of ob¬ 
jections to the proposed restaurant, the 
Board of Selectmen voted -t-0 Monday to 
reject the license application for 
Jimmy's Restaurant in Winchester 
center. Selectman Mark Lombardi 
abstained from the voting since be is the 
realtor of 547 Mainst. 

Selectmen Alan Macdonald and 
Michael Saraco voted to reject the 
license, despite a charge from the 
restaurant applicant's attorney that 
their participation in the decision 
making would be a conflict of interest 

“I request that Selectman Michael 
Saraco and Selectman Alan Macdonald 
do not vote on this matter because it 
would he a conflict of interest since they 
both use Randall's Restaurant (on Ml. 
Vernon st.) for their political cam¬ 
paigns,” said Emidio DiLoreto, the 
Winchester attorney representing the 
Cambridge restaurant applicant. 


Demetrios Maninos Randall's 
Restaurant owner John DrnUgas who 
attended the Monday night meeting was 
one of the leading opponents of having 
the restaurant open around the corner 
from his establishment. 

On the advice of Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall, the two selectmen 
chose to dismiss DiLorctn's request. I 
find no legal prohibition for the select¬ 
men named to cast a vote." Randall 
said. 

DiLoreto disagreed and alluded to the 
possibility of a future lawsuit against the 
town. I want the record to show I do not 
agree with Town Counsel, he said 
When asked after the meeting il he 
planned to bring suit against the town. 
DiLoreto replied. "Let us say I have no 
comment at this time." 

Area tenants decried the proposed 
delicatessen-style restaurant, claiming 
the town did not need another small 
eating establishment ol that type They 
also said the building was unsafe and 
that a restaurant open late at night 
would attract "undesirables " Maninos 
had requested to he open until II pm. 
although DiLoreto said his client was 


willing to he flexible about the hours of 
operation 

The objections prompted the select¬ 
men to turn down the license request, but 
only for that particular location. "There 
is no question in my mind that the ap¬ 
plicant (who also manages Andrea's 
Pizza in Woburn) would he a credit to the 
community, but the concerns of the 
tenants are on my mind." said Mac¬ 
donald. summing up the opinion of all his 
follow hoard members except Lombardi 
"II another spot in town was available 
lor his restaurant. I'd be glad to look at 
il ." 

After the meeting DiLoreto said 
neither he nor Maninos had considered 
another location. But he told the select¬ 
men the hoard had no reason to deny the 
license for 547 Main st since the op¬ 
position was only "objecting for selfish 
reasons that violated the competitive 
American way of conducting business ' 
The people who did speak out against the 
restaurant. DiLoreto said, were a small 
number compared to the rest of the town 
residents. 

"There are 21.000 people in this town 
and they don't oppose the restaurant." 


DiLoreto claimed. "The silent majority 
wants il because the people of Win¬ 
chester want to do business in a com¬ 
petitive fashion. They would welcome 
another choice of restaurants." 

Further. DiLoreto warned the 
selectmen that the stale Appeals Court 
has ruled that "denial of licenses can not 
b e a r b i t r a r y. c a p r i c i o u s o r 
unreasonable." 

Thai warnhig did not scare Selectman 
Chairman Edward O'Connell who said 
his hoard had every right to deny the 
request 

"Implicit in the role of a licensing 
authority is the burden of making those 
decisions." O'Connell said. 

In arguing his case before the 
selectmen. DiLoreto noted that the chief 
of police, the fire chief and the building 
commissioner had all found the proposed 
restaurant conditions satisfactory. 

“This restaurant is going to he a first- 
class restaurant." DiLoreto emphasized 
throughout the meeting. "It is not a pizza 
parlor. (as area residents had claimed.)

Developer Martin Hill won t be faced 
with the unified opposition of a 
neighborhood when he comes to Town 
Meeting asking for a rezoning to build con¬ 
dominiums in the Medical Missionaries of 
Mary building of Arlington st. 

But Hill is going to get fierce opposi¬ 
tion from about half of the residents sur¬ 
rounding the property he hopes to turn into 
28 luxury condominium units, with an 
average cost of $200,000. 

At the Planning Board public hearing 
on the proposal Tuesday night, several 
residents praised Hill's plans and the way 
the local developer has worked with the 
neighborhood to fine-tune the proposal. 

But several others attacked Hill’s plan 
as a danger to the single-family residen¬ 
tial quality of the area, and wondered why 
a decision from Town Meeting had lo 
come so soon after Hill announced his 
plans. 

On one side were abullers like William 
Cummings of 4 Fernway, who said that, 
"Many of the neighbors are very much in 
favor of this, certainly the Gumming fami¬ 
ly is for it. I think this is something that 
is a positive opportunity for the Town of 
Winchester.” 

On the other side were people like 
Cummings’ neighbor, Mario Ciroli, of 18 
Fernway. "I didn’t come out of (the first 


meeting with Hill last month) feeling the 
majority of the neighbors were in favor of 
rezoning,” said Ciroli. "I think things are 
going a little fast here." 

Hill first announced his plans in an ear¬ 
ly March meeting with the Board of 
Selectmen, when he requested rezoning 
petition be placed on the spring Town 
Meeting warrant. The article may come 
up at tonight's Town Meeting isee 
separate story i. 

In the months since his announcement, 


Hill has met with the Planning Board 
twice, including the public hearing, and 
met with neighbors privately and at the 
Winchester Country Club meeting. 

Hill's attorney, former selectman 
Wade Welch, said that "oul of that i Coun¬ 
try Club i meeting, we learned a lot we 
learned that there was very much support 
from Hie residents for the rezoning. After 
we had gotten to that point, there were a 
number of questions raised about densi¬ 
ty, traffic, sewers, buffer zones, and 


neighborhood liaisons." 

Welch said that the development team 
tried to answer those questions — a traf¬ 
fic study and a sewer study were commis¬ 
sioned, and Hill and the landscape ar¬ 
chitect for the project met with neighbors 
to talk about buffer zones. 

Welch said that he tried to allay 
neighborhood worries with a covenant, 
which demands, in return for rezoning, 
that the project follow the designs shown 
to Town Meeting, and that a neighborhood 
committee be set up to work with Hill dur¬ 
ing final planning and construction. 

Architect Walter Basnight summariz¬ 
ed both the traffic and sewer reports for 
the neighbors and the Planning Board. He 
said that between eight and 11 cars would 
pull in or oul ol the condominium project 
each hour, “a negligible impact" on the 
traffic in the area. The sewer study, 
Basnight continued, showed that although 
there were sewer problems in that side of 
town, the project would not add any more 
sewage than any other use of the building. 
And, he pointed out, the town was already 
beginning to repair the sewer problems. 

Basnight also said that "in response to 
the inquiries of some of the abutters," 
plans had been drawn up to plant bushes 
and trees to hide the condominium from

Tosvn officials spent two emotional 
hours Monday arguing that. for moral 
and safety reasons. Town Meeting 
members should act against the wishes 
ol West Side neighbors and vote to spend 
$H7.i)()H to join three West Side streets 
But when it svas finally time to take 
the vote, it svas fear of incurring ad¬ 
ditional future costs to the town more 
than reasons of moral obligations and 
safety that persuaded Town Meeting 
to connect (Heard and Hilltop rds. svith 
Pilgrim dr and accept them as public 
was s The vote svas85-08. 

That means those streets ssill no 
longer he dead-end streets, much to the 
dismay ol their residents. And town 
officials will he able to improve the 
water pressure, sewerage lines and 
storm drainage since the streets svill tie 
public 

II svas not an easy decision for Town 
Meeting members to make since 
residents ol Ihe area claimed the 
proposal svould destroy the peace in their 
neighborhood and tosvn officials claimed 
the change svould benefit the people svho 
opposed il 

The neighbors objected to the con¬ 
nection although it ssill not cost them a 
penny The usual town policy is to split 
Ihe cost between the residents and the 
tosvn. Bui Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O'Connell said his hoard decided to 
waive that policy and have the tosvn pay 
the entire cost since the residents svere 
so opposed to Ihe project 

Tosvn officials claimed the street 
connection would improve the safety ol 


the area by making it easier for safely 
vehicles to get through the streets Hut 
the neighbors didn't want il 

Toss’ll officials pointed oul that it the 
streets were converted to public way s 
the neighbors would no longer he 
financially responsible for curb and road 
repairs. The neighbors still didn't scant 
it. 

And claims by officials that property 
values svould soar if the connection and 
conversion svas made still did not con¬ 
vince the neighbors They scanted to 
continue to live on dead-end streets and 
no arguments could convince them 
otherwise. 

"We don't want it." cried Nelson 
Gediman of Girard rd brandishing a 
petition before Town Meeting members 
with signatures of 87 other West Side 
residents who also opposed the plan 
"There is a lot of talk about improving 
police and fire protection, but in Hie five 
years we've lived there, there have been 
no break -ins and our security is the lies! 

"We're so secure because see live on a 
dead-end street." Gediman continued in 
a speech often interrupted by applause 
from his neighbors. "The burglars don't 
want to come there 

"We object to you destroying our 
dead-end street.'' he added "Why spend 
the money on something your neighbors 
don't want and don't need. We like the 
woods, our happy lives and the security 
and safely we have .-Ml these things sviil 
be destroyed < if the roads are con 
needed >"

hauling and disposing ol trash in tandliits 
is steadily increasing for communities 
In llic future, landlills won't he the 
wav to go. said I’eter Castanino, 
Belmont's NKSWC representative 
There's not enough room for them, and 
they cause too many environmental 
problems 

Manx landfills have been forced to 
"either upgrade or dose down.' said 
John Short sleeve, former chief of the

In addition to avoiding landfills, the 
NKSWC arrangement allows com 
munitics to avoid having to deal with 
private waste conversion plants in 
dividually. in which case the company 
would retain all profits 


"If there's no alternative place to go. 
the towns would tie at the mercy of the 
private companies," said Hichard 
Bowler. DI’W director in Arlington and 
also that town's NKSWC representative 

A private waste conversion plant 
currently operates in Saugus, and a two- 
plant operation is being built in 
Lawrence and Haverhill 

But tiie practical problem of getting 
21 New Kngland towns to act in consort 
with tiie state. UOC and each other 
almost prevented the project from 
breaking ground. 

At first, the towns and cities had a 
hard time agreeing on how much trash 
each would contribute. The problem was 
complicated when Amesbury decided to 
drop out of NKSWC Communities 
eventually agreed to he flexible about 
their waste contributions, and private 
haulers were brought in to commit one 
third of the90() tons needed per day 

"One of the problems in New Kngland 
is getting ill lawyers in HI towns to agree 
on anything," quipped Bowler. 

Another problem arose when the IBS 
ruled that NKSWC had to reduce the 
proportion of its bonds that would he tax 
exempt To make the project affordable 
for the member communities. COP 
agreed to buy some bonds itself, and to 
absorb some of the operating costs in the 
In st few years the North Andover plant 
is taking in trash and regurgitating 
electricity 

As ti stands now the project is 
linanced through $liin million in tax 
exempt bonds, and $37 million in taxable 
bonds. 

The myriad problems involved in 
making the project a reality have not 
dimmed the enthusiasm of those in¬ 
volved. The NKSWC representatives 
hope it serves as a model for regional 
cooperation. 

"It is a model." said Castanino. 
“There are not that many alternatives.”

It's been nine years since the state, a 
private company and 22 independent 
minded New Kngland towns and cities 
began discussing how to turn trash into 
profits. 

Now. after delays due to a tax ruling, 
the pullout ol oiie community and the 
reluctance of the other communities to 
commit themselves to a 20-year con¬ 
tract. the trash-tn-energy project is 
ready to begin construction ibis month 
with last week's delivery of the $107 
million in bonds needed for financing. 

Construction on the North Andover 
waste conversion plant is expected to 
begin May 27 and be completed by 
summer ltitlti. 

Depending on the cost of energy, 
municipalities could save more than 25 
percent on hauling and disposing of trash 
from the startup of the plant, according 
to Arlington, Belmont and Winchester 
representatives to the Northeast Solid 
Waste Committee INESWC). the 21 
member consortium ol communities 
backing the project 

If oil prices start increasing, its most 
state and town officials expeel them to. 
communities in ttititi would he paying Slit- 
$15 per ton for trash, as the electricity 
produced will be in demand In the event 
that prices stay low, and demand for 
electricity down, the cost would be $20 
$25 per ton, which is roughly what it 
would cost to send the trash to landfills 

After 20 years, revenues from the sale 
of electricity produced at the plant are 
expected to outstrip the cost of getting 
rid of the trash. 

In Winchester's case under the best 
scenario, a $10 per ton charge for using 
the North Andover facility plus the 
projected $ii per ton cost to haul trash to 
the facility would result in an annual cost 
of $ 254 . 00(1 for getting rid of trash, tThe 
town sends away about 13.000 tons per 
year. But to continue sending trash to a 
landfill would cost $338,000 by 1080. 
according to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux's projection of a $20 hauling and 
disposing charge for that year. 

Kven if Winchester and other towns 
must pay that higher figure to HOP Inc . 
the Chicago-based operator of tiie new

Attendance Back Down To Low Levels Of Previous Years 


Appeal Of Town Meeting Fades From 1982-83 For Members

The appeal of attending Town 
Meeting seems to have diminished Ini- 
members since last year During the 
first two sessions of the annual spring 
Town Meeting last week, the attendance 
was back down to the small numbers ol 
two years ago and before. 

Last year. Town Meeting attendance 
was higher than it had been for several 
years. But. unfortunately, the relatively 
high attendance of l!)H2 was not a portent 
for years to come. Or at least ol the at¬ 
tendance at the April 25 and 2H sessions 
Last week. 30 members did not show- 
up for the first session on April 25 Only 
159 out of 1H9 or 84 percent of the Town 
Meeting members were present 

()n April 28. there was a special Tow n 
Meeting followed by a regular Town 
Meeting Out ol the 192 members only 150 
‘or 81 percent' came to the special 
session with 36 absent < )ne more person 
showed up for the regular session at 
terwards. leaving 35 members missing 
(The number ol possible Town Meeting 


members increased from 189 to 192 
between the first and second sessions 
because three members were not sworn 
in until April 28 

That attendance record represents a 
decline from the 1982 records although it 
is consistent with the numbers ol 
previous years 

"It doesn't seem to he an abnormal 
attendance to me." said Town clerk 
Carolyn Ward I don’t think it's 


Ward pointed out that she expects the 
attendance to further deteriorate 
"Generally, attendance lines decline as 
the meetingsigbnn 

Last year. 1(14 out of 187 or 88 percent 
of the Town Meeting members, attended 
the opening night ol Town Meeting 
Twenty three were absent At the second 
night.

In 1982. only three members missed 
more Ilian one half ol the meetings and 
they had business eOmmitmenls or 
personal reasons lor their absences 
Absenteeism among members lias 
plagued Town Meeting year .-liter year 
In 11178. Ihe Rules Commidee decided to 
do somelliing about it and drafted an 
article allow ing members to expel other 
members lor excessive absences Town 
Mecling subsequently amended the town 
charter in 1978 so dial members who tail 


to attend ovei one half ol the sessions ill 
a 12 month period can he expelled by a 
two third's Town Meeting vole 

In December nl 1982.12Town Meeting 
members received letters Irom die 
Rules Committee and Town Clerk 
Carolyn Ward informing them that they 
may he subject to forfeiture of office 
during (lie 1982 spring Town Meeting 
The lellers asked for attendance 
explanations and outlined procedure of 
the forfeiture ol office by-law amend¬ 
ment The charter states that before a 
vote ol expulsion, the affected members 
must he notified about the vole before 
the Town Meeting and given a chance to 


explain the absences. 

By February 1982. only live ol those 12 
people were still under consideration for 
dismissal During March, three ol the 
five either resigned or explained their 
absences to the satisfaction of the Rules 
Committee 

The Rules Committee drafted an 
article requesting Town Meeting to expel 
the two members, but they resigned 
first. 

And since the Girl Scouts began 
selling their infamous Congo bars during 
the break on April 28. maybe for the lirst 
time ever, attendance will increase as 
the sessions goon.

An Artist

The woman who made my 
childhood dresses died recently. 

This is no tremendous event, 
I suppose, in the grand scheme of 
things, but still — 1 can’t stop 
thinking of her. 

She was a great lady. She had 
run her own little shop for years 
and years, a place no bigger than 
a coat closet, really. 

She wore a kind of smock, 
usually, with a length of measur¬ 
ing tape around her neck. She 
stood guard behind her little 
counter, with the dresses and 
bonnets and petticoats she’d 
made arrayed around her on 
racks and shelves. 

She was always working on 
something when you came in, 
hand-sewing a final loop or but¬ 
ton. fixing a bit of ribbon or em¬ 
broidery as the final touch to 
some small dress. And she'd 
glance up with a slightly fierce 
expression, almost as if annoyed 
by all the people who insisted on 
interrupting her by coming in to 
buy the dresses she made. 

I used to go into that shop — 
years ago now — back in the Fif¬ 
ties when the world was a safer 
place; when Big Brother Bob 
Emery toasted the President 
every noontime with a glass of 
milk; when finding a dime on the 
sidewalk was a really big deal. 

We'd stand on this little beat- 
up wooden platform, my sister 
and I. and try not to wiggle. It 
wasn't too hard usually; 
something in the woman’s man¬ 
ner pretty well discouraged all 
wiggling. She’d finger the fabric 
of whatever outfit we happened to 
be wearing at the time, and com¬ 
ment on the poor quality of the 
slufl they sold in the stores these 
days. 

Then she’d stretch out her 
measuring tape and tug it around 
our waistless waistlines and 
across our little-girl chests. She’d 
measure the length of our arms, 
and the small span of inches bet¬ 
ween the backs of our necks and 
our beltlines. My mother would 
offer some indications as to our 
current sizes, I remember; but 
the woman always dismissed 
them with a wave of her hand. 
"The stores don't know' anything 
about children’s sizes," she’d 
say. "I have my own system of 
sizing." 

At last she’d be through with 
us. After a discussion of fabrics 
and a final selection, we’d be told 
to return in a few weeks to pick 
up (lie finished dressds. 

When we came to do that, it 
was as if a miracle had occurred. 
Here were these creations, all 
gathers and ruffles and tucks, 
piped in slim velvet ribbon and

trimmed in white lace. 

They were Old-Fashioned Girl 
dresses, the winter line longsleev¬ 
ed, full at the shoulder and tight 
at the cuff, the waist snug and the 
skirt voluminous. I felt like the 
young Emily Dickinson in one of 
these dresses; like all four of 
Alcott’s Little Women rolled into 
one. The summer versions were 
small weightless explosions of 
organdy and dotted swiss, bou¬ 
quets in pink or lilac, pale yellow 
or mint green — all with puffed 
sleeves and tiny pearl buttons. 

She made all our fancy 
dresses back then, this lady 
did. . . . 

And the years rolled by. 

It was the 80s instead of the 
50s. I had girls of my own by then. 

And this woman made all their 
fancy dresses too. 

She stood them up on that 
same platform, these little bits of 
children. She measured them and 
she grumbled about the poor 
quality of the stuff they sell in the 
stores these days. 

She seemed less fierce to me 
then though. I didn't worry so 
much about the wiggling 
problem. 

She and 1 liked each other, 1 
think. We’d chat about this and 
that, about life, and rheumatism, 
and how little any of us really 
understands about anything. 

She called my girls little 
petunias. “Your little petunias 
will turn heads in THESE two 
dresses," she’d tell me. 

And they did. They still do. In 
their matching brown ones with 
the cream colored lace pet¬ 
ticoats, in their matching 
Christmas ones, all red with 
green satin ribbon, in their mat¬ 
ching pink summer ones, as full 
and frothy as peppermint ice 
cream sodas. . . . Wherever we 
go, people ask about these 
dresses. 

1 always meant to send her a 
picture of my girls in her dresses. 

I never did, of course, and now 
it’s too late. She lives in a place 
where the post office can’t reach 
her. She’ll never get those 
pictures. 

But it may be that, wherever 
she lives, she’s doing now what 
she did here on earth: objecting 
to the poorly fashioned and the 
slipshod; standing up for the well- 
designed and the well- 
constructed. 

A lady like this has an impact 
far greater than she ever thought 
to have, I should think. 

She was a real craftswoman. 
In her way, she was an artist.

LIQUOR (II 1246): House re¬ 
jected 90-58, a bill providing a 
mandatory sentence of 30 days in 
prison for anyone convicted of 
procuring alcoholic beverages for 
minors. It also provides a man¬ 
datory sentence of six months for 
a second offense. 

Supporters said the sentences 
will discourage this practice of 
buying for minors and help pre¬ 
vent teenage drinking and ac¬ 
cidents. Opponents said the 
legislature recently passed 
legislation increasing the penalty 
to up to six months imprison¬ 
ment. They said this new option 
should be given a chance to work 
and said mandatory sentences 
are not the answer. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay" vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes 

CREDIT CARDS (S 8): House 
approved 88-55, an amendment to 
a bill regulating finance charges 
on credit cards. The amendment 
would lower interest rates on 
credit cards to a rate of one point 
above the prime rate and also 
establish a ceiling of 12 percent. 
Currently, credit card companies 
can charge up to 18 percent. 

Supporters argued interest 
rates are declining yet these com¬ 
panies refuse to reduce their in¬ 
terest rates. They said con¬ 
sumers should no longer have to 


pay 18 percent on Mastercard, 
Visa, gas, and other charges. Op¬ 
ponents said it would be unfair 
and unsound to change interest 
rates on credit cards. They noted 
the 18 percent is only a ceiling 
and noted banks and companies 
can lower the rate themselves but 
should be protected by an 18 per¬ 
cent ceiling. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment lowering the interest 
rates. A“Nay” vote is against the 
amendment. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

VOTER REFERENDUM (S 
1910): House rejected 80-70, an 
amendment to the bill allowing a 
city council or town meeting to 
cut in half this year’s 15 percent 
property tax cut mandated by 
Proposition 24 and spread it over 
next year. The amendment would 
require a referendum vote by the 
voters to reduce the cut. 

Amendment supporters 
argued only the voters should 
have the authority to override 24 
and claimed the bill simply guts 
Prop. 24. Amendment opponents 
said these communities need 
financial flexibility and noted the 
officials who vote to override are 
elected by and answerable to the 
voters. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment requiring a referen¬ 
dum vote by the voters. A “Nay” 
vote is against the amendment. 


Saltmarsh voted yes. 

DIVORCE (H 1142): House 
approved 75-66, a bill reducing 
from six months to 30 days the 
waiting period for a divorce to 
become effective after the 
decree. 

Supporters said it is unfair to 
make couples wait six months 
when the divorce is already 
finalized and there is little or no 
chance of reconciliation. Op¬ 
ponents said there is still some 
chance of reconciliation during 
the six months and claimed the 
reduction to 30 days will en¬ 
courage divorce and turn the 
state into a divorce haven. 

A “Yea” vote is for the reduc¬ 
tion to 30 days. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

DEATH PENALTY (H 5162): 
House rejected 87-53, a bill pro¬ 
hibiting attorneys in a capital 
case from asking a prospective 
juror about any conscientious, 
religious, or other opposition to 
the death penalty. Supporters 
argued that 40 percent of the peo¬ 
ple voted against the death penal¬ 
ty in 1982 and said they should 
have representation on every 
jury of peers. Opponents said the 
bill would destroy the death 
penalty and wind up in no one 
ever being put to death in the 
state. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 


“Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

TWO THIRDS VOTE (S 1910): 
House approved 75-73, an amend¬ 
ment requiring a two-thirds vote, 
instead of a majority, of a city 
council or town meeting to over¬ 
ride 24 and spread this year’s 
mandated tax cut over two years. 

Supporters of the two-thirds 
said that such an important mat¬ 
ter should require a two-thirds 
vote and noted the stiffer require¬ 
ment will be harder to meet. Op¬ 
ponents of the two-thirds said the 
requirement essentially kills the 
bill and makes it nearly impossi¬ 
ble for city councils or town 
meetings to override 24 and h$lp 
their communities cope with 
financial problems. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment requiring a two- 
thirds vote. A “Nay” vote is 
against the amendment. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

SUPPLEMENTAL BUDGET 
(II 6074): House approved 142-1, 
a $67.4 million fiscal 1983 sup¬ 
plemental budget. Included are 
$15 million for medicaid; $50,000 
for a special commission study¬ 
ing potential television and radio 
broadcasting of House sessions; 
and $40,000 for renovations and 
improvements at the state house. 

Saltmarsh voted yes.

Ridge sts. was known as "Wright's 
Corner," so extensive were the Wright 
families land holdings here, dating from 
the early HiOOs. Philemon Wright and his 
brother fought in the American 
Revolutionalry War. On June 18, 1980, a 
bronze plaque was dedicated here by the 
National Capital Commission of Canada, 
to commemorate Philemon’s con¬ 
tributions to the development, culture 
and economy of Canada. In 1800, Wright 
established the first settlement in 
Canada’s National Capital Region, 
Ottowa. 

The Locke family, the second owners 
of the farm, and early settlers in the 
vicinity, also possessed large tracts of 
land. Their buildings today, reflect the 
high aspirations of the farmers of an 
earlier era.

Weinstein, after only 10 months as 
health director, resigned last week and 
will be taking a position as director ol the 
Infection Control Dept, at the University 
of Massachusetts Medical Hospital in 
Worcester. Weinstein held a similar 
positional Faulkner Hospital in Jamaica 
Plain before coming to Winchester. 

“It’s a good opportunity to get ad 
ministrative, research and teaching 
experience, not only in a hospital but in a 


medical school," said Weinstein in an 
interview. 

"That's not the reason I'm leaving, 
though." added Weinstein "The reason 
I'm leaving is that I was looking to 
establish residence in Winchester, and I 
found sadly and very quickly that I was 
unable to afford housing in this town." 

Weinstein said that he tell it he could

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Annual Spring Town Meeting Wrap-Up: 


Winchester residents won’t have to 
pay for fixing some water lines or for 
ising the town's sewer system, but they 
may have pay to purchase the former 
Hudson Industries gelatine factory, all 
as the result of Town Meeting action 
Thursday. 

At the second session of Town 
Meeting, members voted to accept a 
recommendation shifting the cost of 
repairing broken water lines — if the 
break is between the water main and the 
property line — from the homeowner to 
the town. 

They also voted to set up a committee 
to look into purchasing the Hudson In¬ 
dustries property on Cross st„ or at least 
the portion bordering the Aberjona 
River. 

One article Town Meeting didn’t get 
to vote on, however, was the town 
manager’s bid to institute a sewer use 
fee. That article was indefinitely post¬ 
poned. 

Two other articles didn’t get to the 
floor of Town Meeting — the citizens’ 
petitions calling for the reinstitution of 
the Winchester Cemetery Commission 
and the transfer of a former well-field 
near the Lynch School from the select¬ 
men to the School Committee. 

Town Meeting members did. 
however, get to vote on an article calling 
for a report on the Bear Hill pipeline. 
They passed the article and heard the 
report. 

Water Line Fees 

On an almost unanimous voice vote. 
Town Meeting voted to change a 20-year- 
old practice (although one that was 
never enforced until recently) to charge 
homeowners for water line repairs for 
lines coming to a property. 

Until the vote, property owners were 
charged for any repair to a line between 
the water main and the water meter. 
Town officials have pointed out that the 
law often meant a homeowner would let 


the line leak, rather than pay the cost of 
tearing up the street, or would be soaked 
with a high repair bill. 

The Town Meeting vote means that 
homeowners will now have to pay only 
for repairs between the property line and 
the water meter. Repairs in the street 
would be taken care of by the town. 

“This will provide some relief to the 
homeowner, and provide some relief to 
the town in terms of our interest in water 
conservation,” Selectmen Chairman 
Edward O’Connell told Town Meeting. 

Sewer Use Fees 

A proposal by Town Manager Thomas 
Groux to institute a sewer use charge 
was indefinitely postponed, killing the 
measure for the spring TM session at 
least, after O’Connell said that "some 
aspects of this need further review.” 

Groux has argued that the town must 
adopt some sort of sewer use charge to 
satisfy a federal Environmental 
Protection Agency requirement. The 
EPA has demanded any community 
using federal funds for sewer 
rehabilitation adopt a use charge to fund 
sewer repairs, so that the rehabilitation 
will not go to waste. 

Although Winchester does not now 
use federal funds for sewer work, it may 
in the future to pay for its $1.2 million 
sewer rehab project. And the MDC, 
which has a contract with Winchester, is 
now using federal funds to fix its Deer 
Island treatment plant. 

Groux has also argued that since 
property taxes now pay for sewer work, 
the taxpayers are subsidizing tax- 
exempt organizations such as Win¬ 
chester Hospital which use the sewer 
system. 

O'Connell said the selectmen were 
going to give the sewer use charge "very 
serious consideration” and perhaps 
bring it back before the fall Town 
Meeting. 


Factory Buy 

At the urging of Town Meeting 
member Michael Connolly (Precinct 8). 
Town Meeting voted to set up a com¬ 
mittee to investigate purchase of part of 
the former Hudson Industries gelatine 
factory property ofl Cross st. 

Connolly suggested the town pur¬ 
chase a 20-foot-wide piece of the property 
running along the Aberjona River as a 
“buffer zone"’ and also consider buying 
the well on the property which was used 
to supply water to the gelatine plant. The 
nlant burned down two years ago. 

“It's an excellent well, putting out 
two million gallons a day," said Con¬ 
nolly. "It could be used to furnish water 
for Leonard Pool, and it could also be 
used to irrigate Leonard Field. 

“I'm only asking for a committee to 
look into the purchase, and get some idea 
of what we could get it for." he con¬ 
tinued. 

Town Meeting member Charles 
Tseckares complimented Connolly on 
the suggestion, commenting, "It’s a 
forgotten piece of land, and 1 commend 
you for thinking of it. It would be a 
terrific asset to the town, if we could 
afford it." 

Selectman Chairman O'Connell 
noted, however, that the selectmen had 
looked into buying the gelatine factory 
land before, and that the cost was 
“prohibitive." 


Lynch Change 

Connolly didn’t do as well on his ar¬ 
ticle calling for a well field near the 
Lvnch School to be turned over to the 


School Committee. 

Connolly explained the four-acre 
piece of land was used by the town to 
provide extra water during World War 
II. and abandoned shortly afterwards. 
The land, he said, could be used to build a 
third soccer field at Lynch. 

But Town Moderator John Sullivan 
ruled that since the selectmen, and not 
Town Meeting, were the only ones who 
could give up the land, and since the 
School Committee, and not Town 
Meeting, were the ones who would ac¬ 
cept it. Town Meeting had no business 
voting on the matter. 

O'Connell commented, “The article is 
flawed by a lack of consultation or 
coordination with the boards involved. 
The Board of Selectmen has no intention 
of releasing the land." 

Sullivan, however, urged O'Connell to 
"look into the merits of the arguments 
presented by Mr. Connolly." 


Commission Reborn 

An article calling for the resurrection 
of the Winchester Cemetery Commission 
was indefinitely postponed at the request 
of the Wildwood Cemetery Advisory 
Board. 

Some members of that board have 
been pushing to revive the Cemetery 
Commission, abolished in the Town 
Charter changes of 1976. They have 
argued that as an advisory committee, 
they have no power to halt what they see 
as a decline in the condition of Wildwood 
Cemetery. 

But after meeting with selectmen last 
month, the advisory committee mem¬ 


bers agreed to wait until the fall Town 
Meeting for a decision, to enable both 
groups to work on the language of the 
necessary Charter change. In any case, 
no Charter change would become ef¬ 
fective unless it is passed by the voters in 
a referendum during next March’s town 
elections. 

Sullivan noted he wouldn't have 
allowed the Charter change this spring 
anyway, because the wording of the 
article was not specific enough. 


Bear Hill Pipeline 

Connolly ended up batting two-for- 
three on the night, as his article calling 
for a report on the Bear Hill Pipeline, 
which would hook up the north side of 
Winchester to the MDC water system, 
passed. 

Connolly noted that the Pipeline 
Study Committee, of which he was a 
member, recommended hooking up the 
townina 1982 report to the selectmen 

Connolly said there was recent "good 
news" about the pipeline — that if the 
town wanted it, the state would pay for it. 

"The pipeline would increase our 
water pressure on that side of town, 
reduce treatment costs since the water 
would be treated by the MDC, and 
eliminate the North Tank at the end of 
Hillcrest pkwy..” said Connolly. 

The north side of town now gets its 
water from the North Reservoir. Water 
from the reservoir is treated and then 
pumped to the North Tank. If the water 
came from the MDC, it would come from 
a water tank located on Bear Hill, at the 
end of South Border rd. 


"I have several questions I’d like to 
ask the selectmen." said Connolly "Has 
the Board of Selectmen decided to 
connect? Have the town officials com 
pletcd a water agreement with the MDC 
committing us to take water from Bear 
Hill? Has Winchester made plans to 
properly receive the water? And what 
provisions have been made for the use of 
the North Reservoir? The Acts of 1981 
forbid giving up a water supply, but it 
could be pumped into the Middle 
Reservoir." 

Connolly added that the state will put 
out bid requests for the construction of 
the Bear Hill tank on July t. and bid 
requests for pipeline construction to 
Wakefield, Stoneham and Woburn in 
August. "Winchester will be slightly 
behind that." he added. 

After Connolly's request for a report 
passed Town Meeting. Town Manager 
Groux filled the TM members in on the 
project, to some extent 

"They are questions that cannot be 
answered in any kind of detail in this 
setting," noted Groux. "But 1 will 
summarize where we sta nd 

“The Board of Selectmen is con¬ 
sidering a revised agreement with the 
MDC." he said. "It has the general 
concurrence of the Board of Selectmen 
and of the Commissioners of the MDC. 
but it has not been formally signed tiff 
“The cost has yet to be examined." 
Groux continued. "Right now. it 's not yet 
sure if it will be paid for by the MIX' or 
by our taxes. 

“The rest of the questions need to be 
answered in the future, after further 
consultation with the MDC." Groux 
concluded.

screening is a "do-it-yourself" take- 
home test to detect hidden blood in the 
stool. Sometimes this blood is the first 
warning of bowel cancer, although 
Weinstein said the blood can also be 
caused by other disorders such as 
diverticulitis, ulcers, hemorrhoids, even 
nose bleeds or recent dental work. 

The test is very simple — it requires a 
slightly restricted diet for a few days 
However, don't despair eating pop 
corn is encouraged. Pull details come 
with the test kit. 

Two years ago, when the American 
Cancer Society distributed 21.(MM) lest 
kits in Massachusetts, the results led to 
discovery of 2-t patients with bowel 
cancer in very early stages, when the 
cancer is most responsive to treatment. 
In 1982. the society would like to double 
the number of test kits distributed, ac 
cording to a spokesman for the society II 
more take the test, more will receive a 
clean bill of health from bowel cancer 
and. most importantly, those who have 
cancer will find out soon enough to gel it 
treated. 

Each person who takes the lest w ill be 
notified of the results. Those whose test 
results are positive, indicating hidden 
blood m the stool, will receive a letter 
advising them to consult their physician 

Weinstein emphasized that positive 
results do not necessarily mean the 
person has cancer. Hidden blood means 
further tests are required and should be 
done as soon as possible. 


In addition to regular tests. Weinstein 
said the best defenses against bowel 
cancer are following your physician's 
advice and knowing the warning signs ol 
cancer. 

Weinstein also pointed out that recent 
studies show that the large amounts ol 
red meat we eat may contribute to bowel 
cancer. Eating lots of fiber fruits, 
vegetables, and grains may help

Streaks were made to be broken. 

Sometimes that’s good, and 
sometimes that’s bad. 

For the Sachem lacrosse team, 
breaking a streak is usually bad because 
the Sachem lacrosse team is usually 
breaking winning streaks with in¬ 
frequent losses. When those kind of 
streaks are broken, there is much 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

Not this time. Last week, the Sachem 
stickmen broke a streak they were more 
than happy to break (and long overdue in 
breaking): a four-game losing streak.

Mario Practices 


By DAVE LEEt’O 

The first time Robert Mario 
sat on the back of a horse was 
four years ago, on one of those 
tour guide animals that takes you 
for a plodding ride along a well- 
worn trail. 

Today, Mario owns a thor¬ 
oughbred. an animal he spent a 
year training for the sport of 
dressage. He competed in a half- 
dozen events last year, placed in 
all six, and dreams of making the 
U.S. Equestrian team. 

A month ago, Mario was in¬ 
vited to spend two weeks training 
at the Temple Farms in Wads¬ 
worth, 111., where a group of 
premier riders is attempting to 
build an American version of the 
great riding schools ot Vienna 
and Spain. 

Not that Mario ever modelled 
himself after the great European 
riders. 

“1 had no ambition of being a 
show rider,” admitted Mario, the 
owner of Vision Care Opticians on 
Ml. Vernon st. “My idea was to 
get a horse, go out in the woods 
with him, anti relax. 

“Now 1 hardly do that at all — 
I’m too busy training,” added 
Mario, who spends every week¬ 
day night, and a good part of the

weekends, training his gelding 
thoroughbred at Flying Horse 
Stables in Hamilton. 

Those hours are devoted to the 
sport of dressage, where horses 
are trained in a series of 
disciplined and complex moves. 
Mario describes the sport as

“floor gymnastics for a horse.” 

Included in those "floor gym¬ 
nastics" are exercises such as the 
piaff, when the horse prances in 
place, the lavade, when it 
crouches on its hind legs, and the 
capriole, when the horse leaps 
from a standing position straight 


up in the air. “It’s an incredible 
feeling to have a 1,800-pound 
horse fly up underneath you,” 
commented Mario. 

Mario competes in eventing — 
a three-day marathon consisting 
of two days of jumping followed 
by a day of dressage. 


The jumping events are held 
on a cross-country race course, 
Mario explained. “Basically, you 
take off into the woods,” he said. 
“You have to be a little bit nuts 
to do jumping.” 

Mario was convinced to try 
dressage by his German-born in¬ 


structor. “He was intent on mak¬ 
ing me a competition rider,” 
noted Mario. “There are so few 
men riding, I think he liked the 
idea of having me compete." 

“I went through all the stages 
a rider goes through,” said 
Mario. “First I was leasing a 
horse, then 1 got a good instruc¬ 
tor, then I bought a better horse, 
then I went to a better barn.” 

After buying his horse, a big, 
17-hands-l -inch, 12-vear old 
chestnut ex-racehorse he named 
“Disco Inferno” Mario had to 
spend a year working with the 
animal before the team could go 
into competition. 

“He was junk when I got 
him,” Mario recalled. “It took a 
long, long time before he was 
ready. It took a year of strenuous, 
serious work, a year of recondi¬ 
tioning both mentally and 
physically.” 

First, Mario had to work on 
the horse’s physique, reshaping 
the animal from a racehorse to a 
show horse. 

“A racehorse runs off his front 
legs, so those are the muscles 
that are developed,” explained 
Mario "In a show horse, all

Mericantante Received 

Father John J. Moricantmito III. of 
Winchester, formerly assistant at St. 
Anthony's in Revere was received in a 
special audience by the President of 
Chile recently in the Moneda Palace in 
Santiago. 

The occasion was the presentation bv 
the Consul of Chile in Boston, Paul W ; . 
Garber, of a leatherbound copy of the 
first English translation of the political 
constitution of Chile to be published. The 
work was done by Paul and Philip 
Garber, twin consuls. 

Rev. Mericantante was host to 
Garber at Puangue. for Easter weekend, 
where a very large congregation 
crowded every available space in the 
church for the vigil on Saturday night. At 
the end of the mass, Garber was in¬ 
troduced through one of Rev. 
Mericantante’s typically merry talks 
and was met with a rising ovation and 
sustained applause, as much for the 
consul as for the happiness of the priest 
in having his friend “at home” in Chile. 

The presidential visit was carried on 
both national television networks and by 
both major newspapers. A similar visit 
was made to Raul Cardinal Silva. Ar¬ 
chbishop of Santiago, the following day. 

Rev. Mericantante and Consul 
Garber are both "honorary" in that 
neither is paid for the services which 
each renders out of genuine love and 
affection for Chile and her people. 

Rev. Mericantanle will be back in 
Boston in early June, for his “winter 
vacation," and will return for a third 
vear in mid-July.

movement is from the hind legs. 
It’s the back muscles and the 
stomach muscles that are impor¬ 
tant. Usually, all horses except 
show horses have no back 
muscles. 

“Plus, working with a thor¬ 
oughbred is very hard, because of 
their temperament,” continued 
Mario. “You can get a horse off 
the track cheap, but it takes real 
patience to train it. 1 really 
recommend this to anyone who 
wants to learn patience.” 

And to anyone who really 
wants a workout. To teach a 
horse unfamiliar with dressage 
all the moves, the 150-pound rider 
must pull the UH)0-pound horse 
where it’s supposed to go. 

“Physically, it’s the most 
gruelling thing I’ve ever done in 
my life,” said Mario. “You have 
to use what body weight you have 
to coerce the horse into position. 
A top show horse is trained to 
such a level that it is sensitive to 
shifts in weight of three or four 
ounces. With a green horse, it 
takes about 10 or 20 pounds." 

The conditioning was not all 
on the horse’s part. 

“It involves muscles from 
here to there,” said Mario, poin¬ 
ting to the top of his head and the 
tip of his boot. “You have to he 
relaxed, yet you have to have 
total control over your position. 
That’s a hard combination to 
achieve.” 

Mario eventually mastered 
the combination, and mastered it 
well. He began eventing last sum¬ 
mer, and placed in the top six in 
every one of the eight competi¬ 
tions he entered. 

He became so proficient at 


dressage, in fact, that lie was in¬ 
vited to become a riding disciple 
at Temple Farms, a classical 
riding academy set up by the 
owners of Temple Steel. 

Temple Farms is run by mas¬ 
ter rider Karl Mikolka, who 
taught al the Spanish Hiding 
Academy for 14 years and trained 
under the best European instruc¬ 
tors. The stable’s horses, the 
compact, muscular, white-gray 
Lippizaners, have already at¬ 
tracted attention — President 
Ronald Reagan’s Lippizaner 
came from Temple Farms, and a 
group of Temple horsemen rode 
in Reagan’s inaugural parade. 

“They are attempting to build 
a Vienna — an American Hiding 
Academy," said Mario. “A Vien¬ 
na is a good breed of Lippizaner 
horses, the proper facilities — 
buildings, stables, arenas — and 
the support staff to run it. 

"They are looking for disci¬ 
ples to give up everything to ride 
and train and build," continued 
Mario. “If there are any good 
riders around who want to go out 
and work, it’s worth it. It’s a 
chance to learn classical 
equestrian art.’’ That chance, 
“something you couldn’t find in 
any other spot in the country,” 
appealed to Mario, so last month 
lie spent two-and-a-half weeks at 
Temple Farms, training green 
horses and practicing his techni¬ 
que on some of the finest 
dressage horses in the world. 

“I rode one Lippizaner, he was 
25 years old and trained in Vien¬ 


na," recalled Mario. “There was 
incredible spirit in that animal. 
He just had so much energy 
directed, confident, competitive, 
.lust like you’d find in a person.” 

At the end of the fortnight, 
Mario was offered a chance to 
ride those confident, competitive 
horses six days a week, year- 
round. 

He turned it down. “They of¬ 
fered me a discipleship, hut I told 
them 1 have a business in Win¬ 
chester that 1 like," explained 
Mario. "You would have to live 
like a ballet dancer in poverty, 
doing it for the sake of art." 

But the experience set Mario 
to thinking about becoming a 
serious competition rider, lie has 
dreams of making the U.S. 
Equestrian Team, hut wonders 
whether it is worth the time and 
effort it would take “training and 
riding, riding and training." 

The team members are 
chosen yearly to compete in such 
events as the Pan-American 
Games scheduled for August. 
Joining the team would mean giv¬ 
ing up at least a summer to do 
nothing but ride. 

“I have a business, and my 
business comes first,” said 
Mario. “This (riding) is a hobby 
When it gets to be work, I’ll quit " 

Despite that sentiment, Mario 
may still be representing the U.S. 
on horseback. 

After all, he’s changed his 
mind before. When he started 
riding, all he wanted to do was go 
for a canter in the woods.

selectmen she would prefer to see that 
the vacant store occupied by stores of a 
higher quality.

"People aren't used to seeing buildings 
up there, and we’re going to maintain that 
screening," said Basnighl. 

In some cases, said Basnighl, the 
developers would tear up part of the ex¬ 
isting driveway, so that trees could he 
planted to block the driveway from 
neighbors' view. The parking areas would 
be lowered slightly, he added, so lights 
would not shine off the property. 

Welch took over to answer what he said 
were "the two biggest questions why 
rezone now and why 28 units?” 

Welch explained that because the pro¬ 
perty was zoned as a conservancy district 
f for non-profit organizations), the proper¬ 
ty was valuable to religious orders, 
private schoiols, or nursing home 
operators. As a result, the asking price for 
the property was SI million. 

"I didn't realize how attractive the pro¬ 
perty is to non-residential users — that's 
why I thought at first the price was too 
high," said Welch. 

"And that s why we feel the time to do 
(the rezoning) is now," continued Welch, 
explaining that Hill's option on the proper¬ 
ty runs out in June, and if neighbors want 
a residential projeet to go into the Medical 
Missionaries, they and Hill must have the 
rezoning at this Town Meeting. 

The $1 million price was also the 
reason for the 28 units, Welch continued. 

“Twenty-eight is the minimum number 
of units we can put up there and still pay 
the asking price," said Welch. "We cheek¬ 
ed with the broker, to see if he was in¬ 
terested in going to 2-t units, and he said 
'No way’. 

"You have to consider the quality of the 
work we’re planning and I stand on the 
quality of work Walt Basnighl did on the 
Wyman School,” continued Welch. "No 
one can do that kind of work on a million 
dollar piece of property and have the 


amenities we're talking about at less than 
28 units." 

Some residents bought Welch's 
arguments, some didn't 

William Speers, of 2 Fernway gave a 
guarded endorsement of the project. " 1 
would personally rather see 18 or 20 units, 
but I am personally convinced they can't 
have fewer with thtat asking price,” said 
Speers. "I am told there is a firm offer 
from another religious group equal to the 
price or better.” 

Ciroli, on the other hand, said “I see 
this as a case of the tail wagging the dog. 
Why are we letting an asking price of a 
million dollars make us hurry this thing 
through?" 

In the same way, the neighbors took' 
different views of how the project would 
affect their lives. 

"I would like to say that Martin Hill 
and his associates have been very good as 
far as my problems — looking over the 
driveway and sketching out solutions," 
said Edward Barlow of 11 Arlington st. "If 
this works out, as an alternative to some 
other things that could go in there, it's not 
too bad." 

Kurt Jones of 19 Arlington st. said that 
he, too. thought Hill had come up with "an 
impressive plan, a beautiful job of fitting 
it into the facility.” 

But Jones took a less optimistic view 
of the plan than Barlow did. 

"Into one of the nicest residential areas 
in town, you say byou want to jam 7 houses 
per acre in there," said Jones. "To put this 
in perspective — in the half mile between 
the Arlington town line and Everett ave. 
there are 28 houses. This would double 
that. Going up Arlington st., there are 29 
houses. 

"This changes the character of the 
neighborhood,” said Jones. 

The arguments from both sides will 
resume soon, when Town Meeting takes 
up the rezoning proposal.

The trees in the Town Forest 
got some new neighbors on Arbor 
Day last Saturday. Winchester 
residents began what town tree 
lovers hope will become an an¬ 
nual event on Arbor Day. They 
bought trees and planted them in 
the 28-acre Brooks-Parkhurst 
Town Forest. 

Town Forest Committee 
Chairman Peter Torres coor¬ 
dinated “Arbor Day ‘83” to re¬ 
juvenate the condition of the 
Town Forest and to encourage 
residents to celebrate Arbor Day 
each year. 

And judging from the en¬ 
thusiastic response of the 
residents and town employees 
who participated in the Arbor 
Day celebration, it will become 
an annual town tradition. 

About 30 new trees were 
planted in a section of the Town 
Forest near North Gateway. The 
trees were bought at a discount 
price from Mahoney’s Rocky 
Ledge on Cambridge st. They 
were purchased as part of a 
scheme to renew the forest. The 
tree planting event was devised 
by Torres and Winchester Star 
General Manager Joseph E. 
Bergeron. The two arranged to 
enlist the help of town employees 
through Public Works Director 
Dominic Serratore and the help of 
local Boy Scouts. 

After selecting and purchas¬ 
ing their discounted trees at 
Mahoney’s, residents were of¬ 
fered a chance to plant them 
themselves with the help of Boy 
Scouts, Torres and DPW 
Forestry Dept, employees Eric 
Gallagher and Jim Johnson. 

“The area that we planted in 
is going to be a model for the rest 
of the forest,” Torres said. 
“Especially when we finish all 


the work we are planning to do 
there.” 

That additional work includes 
thinning out of unwanted trees, 
pruning some of the large trees 
and clearing out brush. Tad 
Cooper of West Chardon rd. will 
be doing most of the work as bis 
Boy Scout community service 
Eagle Scout project. 

Ever since the Town Forest 
was purchased for $20,000 in 1941 
from the Brooks family, it has 
been enjoyed by many joggers, 
bird watchers, cross-country 
skiiers and other nature lovers. 
But the health of the trees has 
deteriorated a great deal since 
that time due to lack of pruning, 
maintenance and forest 
management. 

In addition to brush clearing, 
tree removal, and pruning, the 
Town Forest needs additional 
trees so it can be restored to its 
maximum potential as a habitat 
that will attract birds and 
animals, according to Torres, a 
practicing Massachusetts cer¬ 
tified arborist. 

The tree-loving people who 
bought trees are: Brian Meyer;

TITLE 

SEARCH 

Once a bank has been 
selected and the financing 
approved for the purchase 
of real estate, a title search 
must be made. This is nor¬ 
mally done by counsel 
selected by the bank. 

Because of the unusual 
nature of real estate, in¬ 
terests and obligations con¬ 
nected with the property 
may last for a long time. For 
this reason, a title examina¬ 
tion generally involves trac¬ 
ing the changes in the title 
to the property back 50 or 
60 years or more. 


Any unreleased claim of 
a prior owner, or an heir or 
creditor of a prior owner, is 
known as a "detect" in the 
title. If any defects are 
revealed, the financing may 
be withdrawn, or the seller 
may be required to remove 
the defect. 

Once the title search is 
completed, the examiner 
submits an abstract (an an¬ 
notated summary) to your 
attorney who then deter¬ 
mines whether further ac¬ 
tion is required to remove 
any defects or whether the 
title is clear. If the seller can 
meet his obligation to 
deliver a clear title, a clos¬ 
ing date is scheduled and 
the process is complete

That argument did convince several 
Town Meeting members. "If these 
people want their fire engines to come 
late, why can't we do it for them'.’" asked 
one member. “Why push benefits on them 
that they don't want?" 

WANT?" 

But town officials had a reason. Town 
Counsel Douglas Handall pointed mil 
that if the plan was rejected and West 
Side residents suffered injury or 
properly damage and could prove it was 
because safety vehicles could not easily 
reach them, the town could be sued 

“The town can be liable for lip to 
$100,000 per claim," Handall said, noting 
that the state changed the liability laws 
in 1978, placing more responsibility on 
the towns "A dangerous condition litis 
been identified by a number of sources 
and irrespective of the cost, we're 
obliged to pay to make sure there is not 
an area of town which would impede 
safety officials from doing their jobs." 

In addition to that reason, town of¬ 
ficials said the residents had no right to 
ask to continue to live on dead-end 
streets. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciurcia said that 
designs for street layouts dating back 35 
years have those three roads connected. 
He said requests to keep the streets 
dead-ended violated subdivision control 
laws which were enacted lo protect Un¬ 
safely of residents by street layouts. 

"There were definite plans laid out to 
connect the utilities and the roads." 
Ciareia said. "The requirement by the 
neighbors to keep the streets dead- 
ended. in my opinion, is totally inap¬ 
propriate and adverse to the rules and 
regulations and policies of the town. 

"Everybody wants to live on a dead¬ 
end street and there are some streets 
specifically designed to be dead-end 
streets," Ciareia continued. "But if you 
want to live on a dead-end street, you 
should buy on one. 

"1 look at this situation as similar to 
someone buying a house across the 
street from a vacant lot." he added. 
"You enjoy it, your kids play on it. you 
watch the birds on it, but someday, 
someone is going to build on it. 

The Finance Committee was opposed 
to the street connection allhough 
members had originally voted in favor ol 
it Iasi month. 

"We don’t have as much money in the 
budget as we bad thought we had t since 
the selectmen decided against a sewer- 
use fee), so we tried to cull out items we 
thought did not need doing or could In¬ 
put off without incurring future costs," 
said FinCom Chairman Eli Bortman to 


explain why his hoard switched 
positions. 

"The people who would most benefit 
from the change don't want it done, so 
there is the question of when should a 
town contribute public funds for a 
project that increases the values for a 
few people, especially when those few 
people don't even want it." 

But Selectman O’Connell countered 
that Bortman s logic was taking the easy 
way out 

"It would have been much easier for 
us to oppose the connection knowing the 
vast majority of the neighbors oppose 
it." O'Connell said, explaining the- 
reason his board unanimously endorsed 
the proposal. "We felt we had a moral 
obligation to bring this to you people 
(Town Meeting) — the court of last 
appeal. 

"We're not looking at this as a 
financial issue, but as one of the safety of 
the people." O'Connell continued. "Not 
only the safety of the residents, but of the 
town employees who do not always have 
a choice of when they go there. 
Sometime down the road, someone's 
home, life and safety will be in peril 

"I really feel for the security of our 
town employees." he added. "It would be 
easier for us to walk away from this but I 
don't think that’s the caliber you want 
from your town." 

Neighbors, however, argued that 
those claims of hazardous conditions 
were exaggerated "The area has been 
like that for It) to 15 years and it's fine," 
said James Fallon ol Bigelow ave.. a 
West Side resident and Town Meeting 
member. "Why don't you leave it alone? 
I've had to call the police department a 
few times and I've gotten prompt 
response There is no need to be con¬ 
cerned about safety there.” 

But Town Meeting member Charles 
Tseckares said that if concern for safety 
was not enough to convince Town 
Meeting lo pass the proposal, concern for 
potential liability to town officials 
should. "If we vote against this, we 
might very well be putting certain Town 
officials in a liable position he said. 
‘‘They’re already being sued on another 
project." 

Planning Board member Clarence 
Borggaard, one of the officials being 
sued for $1 million by two Winchester 
residents, vouched for that argument. 
Planning Board members are each being 
sued $1 million by Jack and Sarah Moss 
for refusing to approve a development 
plan in the Carriage Hill area because 
(lie project would only have one access.

Town Moderator John Sullivan added 
some humor to what was fast becoming a 
long, heated debate To Borggaard’s 
statement, Sullivan said "Yes and 
you're probably the only one here who 
can afford it." Sullivan then ended the 
debate and called for a vote and the 
article passed by 17 votes.

But the rest of Town Meeting fell 
there was. indeed, something wrong with 
the downtown streetlights 

"One of the things I've noticed as I 
walked downtown over the last 2 n years 
is tlie deterioration they are small 
details, but they add up." said Town 
Meeting member Daniel Chane 

“One of the worst details are those 
concrete posts that belong on Houle !i:t 
and not in our center." he said. 

Town Meeting member Otto Schaffer 
disputed Saraco's comment that there 
was no need for new lights in a center 
opened during the day 

"Nobody has spoken lo what those 
poles tthe concrete ones) look like all 
day long." said Schaffer. "1 was shocked 
when they picked those Doles as the 
previous speaker said, they belong on 
Route 93. Those poles look terrible from 
the time the sun rises to the time the sun 
sets." 

Sixty-four Town Meeting members 
fell there should be as many of the 
concrete poles replaced as possible. 

The 64 voted in favor of a motion 
made by members Wade Welch and Joint 
Twomey to spend the originally 
requested $340,000 on lights, rather than 
the $250,000 recommended by the Fin¬ 
Com 

"I. too. want the town lo go first 
class." said Twomey. who seconded 
Welch's motion. "Let's do it right." 

"If we make a commitment, make it 
for excellence," added Welch. 

Town Meeting didn't go for Welch’s 
definition of excellence — they voted 
down the motion 80-04. But a minute 
later, the TM members did go for as 
much beauty downtown as they felt they 
could afford.

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The Winchester Rug Caper 

Solved In A Month, It Took Years To Get Rid Of The Rugs

It only took Winchester police about 
four weeks in 1976 to bust a ring ol 
professional Oriental rug thieves and 
recover more than a quarter of a million 
dollars worth of Oriental rugs stolen 
from Winchester and other surrounding 
towns during one of the worst waves ol 
housebreaks to plague the area 

After housebreak victims from 
Winchester and from as far away as New 
Hampshire and the Rhode Island border 
had identified their stolen property. 30 
rugs still remained unclaimed. 

Over the next seven years, it has cost 
police more time and money to dispose of 
those 30 unclaimed rugs than it took to 
solve the case and send the crooks to jail. 

Questions about legal ownership of 
the rugs dragged the town into several 
lawsuits. During that time, the rugs were 
running up a large storage bill in the 


basement of the Boodakian Hug Gallery 
on Main st.. where police had asked for 
them to be stored. Last week, the case 
was finally resolved and the town is 
$5,000 poorer than it was when it 
recovered the rugs in 1976 on account of 
the storage bill. 

“We were prepared to auction off the 
rugs back in 1978 and pay off our bill to 
Boodakian (which was about $1,000 at 
that time) but the case got bogged down 


in court because of all the civil suits 
subsequently filed." said Police t'hiel 
John McHugh 

The person largely responsible for 
extending the case was a Boston rug 
dealer who owned a store where about 90 
rugs were confiscated by police and 


identified as stolen. Fifteen of the 30 
unclaimed rugs had been taken from bis 
Boston store 

That dealer claimed be did not know 
the rugs were stolen when he bought 
them, according to Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall The dealer sued the 
town for the 15 rugs and filed several 
lawsuits against the town. McHugh and 
each of the officers involved in the ease 
for loss of income stemming from their 
confiscation of the rugs. 

The other 15 rugs had been seized 
from the Framingham home ol Albert 


Mostardi during a midnight police raid 
Mostardi was the key figure in the rug 
ring and was convicted on several counts 
ol receiving stolen property Mostardi's 
lawyer. Kevin Curry, filed a suit for 
possession ol the 15 unclaimed rugs

Police And Fire Station Renovation Approved

The Police Chief and the Fire Chief 
spent 45 minutes Monday trying to 
convince Town Meeting members that 
they are operating their departments 
under cramped, hazardous conditions at 
the 69-year-old Mt. Vernon st. facilities 
By the time the slide show and 
speeches were over. Town Meeting 
members were convinced. 

"How much more time can we wait to 


correct those abominable conditions?" 
cried Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell when the emotional presen¬ 
tation ended. “The conditions are sub¬ 
standard. The town of Winchester should 
hang its head in shame for allowing the 
conditions to exist." 

Town Meeting members did not 
immediately bow their heads in unison 
after that statement, but they did almost 
unanimously leap out of their seats to 


approve a $175,000 motion to pay ar¬ 
chitects to design a plan to rehabilitate 
and expand present safety departments. 
The vote was 139-3. 

The money will be r- ed to redesign 
and expand the builcungs at a cost of 
about $1.6 million to the town. The two- 
story addition will be 75 feet long, 50 feet 
wide and provide 7.600 square feet That 
addition will reduce the number of 
parking spaces behind the police station 


by about 20. but Police Chief John 
McHugh noted that public lot is only 50 
percent utilized 

An architect will be selected by June 
6, according to members of the Public 
Safety Building Study Committee who 
drafted the motion to upgrade the 
facilities.

TM Takes On $27M Pension Liability

For years, town officials have warned 
that dire financial consequences would 
plague the budget unless something were 
done about the skyrocketing pension 
liability now approaching $27 million. 

Monday night. Town Meeting 
members finally took the first step 
toward assuming responsibility for that 
growing $26,852,000 debt. They ap¬ 
propriated $250,000 to establish a fund to 
pay off pension benefits to town em¬ 
ployees 

That means for the first time. Win¬ 
chester will begin to prefund its pension 
obligations instead of working under the 


"pay-as-you-go" system town officials 
have been using for years. 

First steps are usually difficult to 
take, and the move to establish the 
pension fund was no exception. The 
motion passed on a voice vote after Town 
Meeting debated for an hour about what 
would be the correct amount to start off 
the fund and when would the correct 
right time to make the appropriation. 

By the end of the debate, Town 
Meeting members defeated a motion to 
indefinitely postpone the article and two 
motions to reduce the Finance Com¬ 
mittee recommendation of $250,000. 

The final motion for $250,000 was 


amended by Town Meeting member Dr 
Roger Bauman to request that the Board 
of Selectmen present a report to Town 
Meeting members two weeks before the 
next annual session about the status of 
the liability. Bauman's amendment, 
which passed by a voice vole, also 
requires the selectmen to limit their 
report to 10 pages

Convent Condos Receive Death

A 3-1 vote has probably ended 
developer Martin Hill’s dream of turning 
the Medical Missionaries of Mary 
property into 28 condominiums.

May Hi. the Win¬ 
chester High Drug and Alcohol 
Program, in conjunction with the 
Student Union, will sponsor a program 
for parents on the dangers of allowing 
teens to drink and drive. The meeting 
will be held from 7:HO to 9:HO p m in the 
Social Studies area of the school. 

The meeting was set up by WHS 
teacher Tom Walsh, who heads the Drug 
and Alcohol Program at the school; 
librarian Nancy Atkins, who is the staff 
liaison to the Student Union; (Student 
Union president Karen Buckley and 
WHS seniors Kindra Brown and Dan 
Pereniek. 


"We re trying to do away with the 
pre-prom party where alcohol is ser¬ 
ved." said Walsh. "It happens a lot 

"I think that the attitude of parents is 
that it’s a one-time deal, the kids are all 
dressed up. and an accident is not going 
to happen to our kid." said Walsh. 
"Which is the same attitude the kids 
have." 

That's a dangerous attitude to take, 
and one which is very, very wrong. 
Alcohol-related accidents do happen to 
people's kids, and with alarming 


frequency. 
Teenage< 


lage drivers were involved in 26.6 
percent of the alcohol-related fatal ac¬ 
cidents in Massachusetts during 1982. 
according to the state Registry of Motor 
Vehicles. 

Teenage drivers are involved in one 
out of every five accidents, according to 
the National Center for Statistics and 
Analysis. In 1980, 9.0(H) teens were killed 
in auto accidents according to the center. 

Winchester parents shouldn't say 
those teenage drivers "wouldn't be our 
children" either. A survey of Winchester 
High students last October showed 86 
percent of seniors responding said they 
drink, and 27 percent said they drink and 
drive. 


Those organizing the parents' night 
hope to bring those kinds of statistics 
home to parents, as well as letting them 
know the legal consequences of giv ing 
students drinks before driving The 
organizers will also explain the high 
school’s new policy against allowing 
students who have been drinking to go to 
the prom, and offer alternatives to a pre¬ 
prom party where alcohol is served 
One point the speakers at the forum 
will stress is that under recent state 
legislation, an adult who allows a minor 
to drink is responsible if that minor is 
later involved in an accident 

"The parents could be sued, or they 
could be brought up on criminal charges 
of contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor or possibly manslaughter." said 
Walsh. Explaining the new law will be 
Winchester resident Charles Pereniek. 
the magistrate for the Concord District 
Court, and Winchester Police Sgl James 


Pierce. 

High school administrators will also 
explain a new policy designed to prevent 
students from drinking before the prom 
"We will deny admittance to the prom 
to any student who has been drinking 
said Walsh. "This year, we re having 
both students and parents sign a contract 
the students'staling that it they drink, 
they could be sent home and even denied 
graduation, the parents' saying the same 
thing, and Including a phone number 
they can be reached at so we can say 
'Come and get your kid 

"We also want to give parents 
alternative ideas pro prom parties 
where alcohol is not served, providing 
transportation loand from the prom, and 
having something afterwards ot a 
supervised nature, rather than allowing 
the kids to go off and do their own tiling. " 
said Walsh

The cloud of losing their jolts now 
hangs over Hit Winchester teachers, hut 
the cloud will probably pass by sum¬ 
mer's end. 

The School Committee added to the 
list of teachers being considered for lay¬ 
offs when they sent notices to 1H tenured 
teachers last week. 

Another 25 first-, second- and third- 
year teachers received similar lay-off 
notices, required by contract and state 
law, last month. 

But the notices only mean the 
teachers are being considered for lay¬ 
offs. According to school officials, the 
number of teachers cut next year will 
probably be much less. 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas told Town Meeting last 
week that there will actually be 6.3 
positions cut from the 170.9 position now 
at the schools. 

That 3.6 percent staff reduction will 
come as a result of a projected 2.5 per¬ 
cent decline in the number of Winchester 
students, from H.H47 this year to 3,265 
next year. 

School Personnel Director Alexander 
Tennant explained that a cut of 6.3 
positions doesn't necessarily translate 
into 6.3 teachers being cut. Many of the 
first-, second- and third-year teachers 
work only part time, lie said, and so 


would be counted as only part ol a 
position 

But in any case, the actual number ol 
teachers cut will be far below the Hit 
notified by the School Committee 

"The probability is, and one ot the 
reasons we want to soft -pedal this, is that 
most of the teachers will be rehired. " 
said Tennant. "Only a very few will lose 
their jobs 

"We’ll be able to rehire teachers as 
external funds crane in (many of the 
school's specialists are paid through 
state funds), and as teachers resign or 
retire," said Tennant 

"The staff will certainly not be 
reduced by the numbers we have on the 
lay-off notices," added Tennant 

The tenured teachers addl'd to those 
numbers last week were elementary 
teachers Edna Aecardo and Mary 
Brooks, social studies teachers Kleanor 
Agranat and Pamela Brooks, science 
teachers Margaret Burnham and Bruce 
Hall, physical education teacher 
Leonard Merullo, reading teacher 
Miriam Held, industrial arts teacher 
Charles Corley, WIN program 
specialists Lurna Phillips and Judy 
Levin-Churns. Chapter I specialist Linda 
Popp and special education teacher 
Sarah S Henning, who is on a leave ol 
absence.

in Iwo weeks, the School Committee 
hopes to have picked the people who will 
chose a new superintended for Win¬ 
chester's schools. 

On Friday. "Help Wanted" notices 
will lie posted in public offices, sent out 
lo the schools, and forwarded lo Hie local 
newspapers, asking for volunteers for 
the superintendent search committee. 

The committee will have the task of 
finding an educator to replace Supt. 
William MacDonald, who is retiring next 
October after 12 years of running the 
Winchester School system. 

Anyone interested in joining the hunt 
should be available through the summer. 
School Committee members warned 
Tuesday, and should be willing to 
Commit nearly a year lo the task. 

The School Committee hopes to find a 
new superintendent by next December, 
hut School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
sumer Papas noted that “one thing this 
committee lias been very clear on. we 
are not going to rush the process.” 

The School Committee is bending 
over backwards not In define what kind 
of people il wants on the search com¬ 
mittee. despile comments from parents 
that defining Ihe membership would 
define what kind of superintendent the 
committee is looking for. 

One parent, Klisabelh Sayre of 
Sheffield rd . said parents wanted lo 
know what types of people would be on 
the search' committee, so they would 
know if flic committee would be looking 
for Ihe kind of superintendent they 
wanted. 

Now. said Sayre, “We really don't 
know what your criteria is." 

School Committee member .Mary 


Jean Weylman took Sayre's side, stating 
that "Ihe parents want to know what 
kind of committee we want .” 

"I hear comments about what kind of 
committee it should be already, said 
Weylman. "One person stopped me 
todav. and said there should be a 
financial type. Another fell there should 
be people from different geographical 
areas in town. Another said there should 
be someone from education, and 
somebody from personnel." 

"As a committee. I don't think we 
should shirk that (naming the types of 
people wanted for the committee)." 
concluded Weylman. "We should gel 
some kind of handle on it so these kinds 
of questions can he answered." 

But the rest of the committee chose 
not to define the types of members they 
would want for the search committee. 

"If we want a diverse committee, we 
can't set criteria.” commented Papas. 

The committee instead chose to let 
citizens decide if they would be right for 
the search committee, and then will pick 
seven people from among the applicants. 

To give citizens an idea of whether or 
not they should be on the committee, the 
"Help Wanted” notice will include a 
description of Ihe search committee's 
tasks, and the type of superintendent the 
School Committee is seeking. 

There will also be application forms 
available, although School Committee 
members noted it was not mandatory lo 
fill in the form. Some members 
suggested a resume be sent along with 
the application. 

The deadline for applying to join the 
search committee is May 25. The 
committee will be chosen on June 7.

Budget Items Spark Little Debate 

TM Spends Money At The Rate Of 
$103,555 Per Minute At Budget Session 


By DAVE LEECO 

Town Meeting spent money at the 
rate of $103,555 per minute Thursday 
night, and only about 30 of those minutes 
were spent arguing over the budget 
figures. 

During the first budget session of the 
spring Town Meeting, members ap¬ 
proved the Finance Committee 
recommendations for 41 separate budget 
items, changed only one, and wound up 
endorsing the spending of $17,604,435. 

The $10,206,054 school budget, 
representing 43 percent of the total town 
spending, passed in 12 minutes with only 
a few quick questions on current 
enrollment and staff figures, in contrast 
to years past when school spending was 
hotly debated. 

The only change to the Finance 
Committee recommendations came on 
the Board of Assessors' budget, which 


was increased by $2.ooo to enable the 
hoard to print copies of the list of 
property values after next year's 
assessment update, and make that list 
available to the citizens. 

A host of other budget articles passed 
with no more comment from Town 
Meeting members than voting "Aye." 

Town Meeting got through, and ap¬ 
proved, the budgets for every town depart¬ 
ment but the DPW's Buildings Dept., ap¬ 
proved money for the Recreation Dept and 
Council on Youth to open a Youth Center 
in McCall Jr. High, and gave the select¬ 
men $3,475 to purchase new chairs and a 
table for their Town Hall meeting room. 
Town Hall meeting room. 

The only debate came over the Fire 
Dept, budget, after Town Meeting 
member Vincent Carroll moved to have 
$35,000 pol hack in the budget so the town 


TM Closes Wedge Pond 
Without Realizing It 


Without even realizing it. Town 
Meeting voted to close Wedge Pond 
beach this summer, leaving the town 
with only one swimming are. 

. Without a murmur of comment, Town 
Meeting members voted in a $191,082 
Recreation Dept, budget Thursday 
which did not include money to run 
Wedge Pond beach. 

The final page of the six-page Ree. 
Dept, budget explanation noted that 
"The only reduction in the Recreation 
Program is to consolidate the two 
beaches into a single facility. The small 
use of each and relative closeness makes 
it much more sensible to focus the town's 
limited resources on one beach will) a 
better guard-to-swimmer ratio.” 

But some Town Meeting members 
didn’t notice the paragraph, and an hour 
after the budget was voted in, they 
started wondering what happened to the 
beach. 


When the budget for the Department 
of Public Works Grounds Dept, came up. 
one Town Meeting member asked if it 
included money to keep Wedge Pond 
open. 

Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O'Connell explained the beach had been 
cut in the Recreation budget, and added 
that unhealthy water and a lack of at¬ 
tendance were to blame. 

O'Connell noted that during the past 
two springs, heavy rains had caused 
sewage overflows into Wedge Pond, 
causing a health hazard and the closing 
of the beach last year. 

The attendance at both Wedge Pond 
and Leonard Reaches had been dropping 
off, continued O’Connell, and had 
"dropped considerably going into 
August. 

“We determined that we would be bel¬ 
ter off concentrating our resources at 
Leonard Beach," O’Connell concluded.

could purchase a new ambulance. The 
Finance Committee cut the $40,000 for 
the new ambulance budget two weeks 
ago. and substituted $5,000 to repair the 
ambulance the town now owns 

Carroll (Precinct 2). told his fellow 
Town Meeting members that "this is a 
tired ambulance." 

"It brings to mind when I told Town 
Meeting 17 years ago the ambulance we 
had then was getting tired." said Carroll. 
"Sure enough, the ambulance broke 
down and we had to go out and hire an 
ambulance This ambulance we have 
now will he retired to a junk yard before 
we have time to act next year." 

Carroll came prepared with a list of 
15 items needing repair on the am¬ 
bulance, including replacement of the 
suspension, the electrical throttle and six 
tires, and the repair of the air- 
conditioning, wheel wells, cabinets, 
battery charger and the ambulanee-to- 
hospital radio. 

Worst of all. said Carroll. "This 
ambulance is suffering from a cancer 
belter known in the business as body 
rot.” 

Finance Committee chairman Eli 
Bortman said his committee was "quite 
aware that the ambulance is in tough 
shape" when it cut the $35,000 
although "i! was not our impression that 
it was in quite that had shape.” 

The reason the money was cut. ex¬ 
plained Bortman. was that the town 


might he gelling rid of its Fire Dept, run 
ambulance service altogether 

Bortman noted that the Fire Dept. 
Manpower Study Committee, set up by 
the selectmen six months ago to check 
into Fire Chief Robert McKIhinnoy's 
claims he needed more men. thought 
getting rid of the ambulance was one 
way lo free up firemen for lire fighting 
If that suggestion was I ol lowed, 
continued Bortman. (he town would hire 
a private ambulance service "at no cost 
to the town." and gel rid ol il> am 
bulance. 

"II doesn't make sense lo go out and 
spend $40,000 on an ambulance u lien we 
have someone studying getting out ol the 
ambulance business." said Rorlman 
A new ambulance might he pur 
chased next year. Rorlman noted, since 
the idea of getting rid ol the ambulance 
was only being debated, not settled 
Selectmen Chairman Edward oConnell 
commented that "the selectmen are not 
unanimous in their view of Ibis, hut we 
believe we have an obligation lo studs 
it "

Coping With Ritual

There's a certain amount of 
iiu>\ itable repetition in our lives, 
and 1 can't quite figure out how 1 
feel about it. 

Some repetition, of course, is 
vcr\ comforting, the dependabil¬ 
ity ol the sunrise, for example, 
and the first hot swallow of morn¬ 
ing coffee. 

It's lovely to find the news¬ 
paper on the doorstep rain or 
lime, blizzard or heat wave. And 
though it’s not as lovely, it's nice 
too. to find that the mail has ar¬ 
rived every day. just as the 
Postal Service promises it will, 
with the bills, and the fliers 
advertising crabgrass-control 
formulas, and the You-May- 
1 lave-Already-Won-A-Mi 11 ion- 
1 )ollars announcements. 

Some of t hose daily rituals are 
nice, some are downright 
pleasurable. 

1 like taking a shower every 
morning I never step into one 
. ithout thinking what a swell in- 
venlion showers are, how relax¬ 
ing and stimulating both, how 
cleansing in every sort of way. 

I like making beds too. Though 
1 know it's time to start hounding 
my children into shouldering that 
responsibility, I must admit I still 
make all the beds around here. It 


pleases me to straighten the 
covers and pull the spread taut; 
to leave a square corner where I 
found a rumpled lump. An un¬ 
made bed is an affront to the eye; 
it's a mess. But in (50 to 90 
seconds, you can take that eye¬ 
sore and make it look terrific: 
smooth it out and tuck it in and 
otherwise bring it into alignment 
with the universal laws of order 
and harmony. 

So many rituals, many of life’s 
repetitions I welcome. They 
make me feel anchored and safe. 
They make me feel as though the 
world is fixed in its orbit — held 
firmly, suspended in space by the 
arm of a very strong Grownup. 

But then there are other 
rituals that are not so nice, tasks 
that need repeating every day, 
ones that represent, in my book at 
least, tedium with a capital T. 

Clearing the table is one of 
these tasks. When I’m through 
eating, I want to get up and walk 
away from the whole mess, the 
way our prehistoric ancestors no 
doubt did; they went off for a 
wallow in the water hole after 
eating, leaving the greasy joints 
for crows and jackals, or other 
creatures further down on the 
evolutionary ladder. I’d just as 
soon throw the whole thing away 
when I’m through eating: the

crusts of bread, the plates, the 
chicken bones, the forks. I’d like 
to sweep it all right into the trash 
and be done with it. 

But no. Instead I dutifully 
clear. I pile the silver here, and 
the china there. I mail the gar¬ 
bage off in one direction and the 
leftovers off in another. How 
many little poultry limbs have I 
cast into how many green plastic 
body bags, I wonder. I shudder to 
think. 

Shaving is pretty dull too, to 
speak the truth. It’s bad for guys 
because they have to look at 
themselves in the mirror while 
they twist their mouths around 
and make all those funny faces. 
But it's bad for women too. I’ve 
shaved my legs 5,000 times, I bet, 
and I’ve never had any fun with 
it at all. 

It’s not only dull, but it's dif¬ 
ficult too. You’ve got to put your 
leg up in the sink to do it properly. 
You look like a lawn ornament on 
one foot like that — a big pink 
featherless flamingo, half 
covered over in shaving cream. 
You see those little hairs coming 
up each time and you want to say 
to them, “What is it with you 
guys? Don’t you EVER give up? 
Why can't I shave you off and be 
done with you — once and for 


all?’’ Talk about tiresome! 

Ah, but then the comfort side 
of the ritual equation tips the 
scales, in another instance let’s 
say, and the tedium is forgotten. 

There is much to be said in 
praise of ritual I guess, in praise 
of the rhythm of habitual 
behavior that syncopates our 
lives. When Buddhists perform 
the repetition of simple domestic 
tasks, they regard it as a way to 
achieve a meditative state, a way 
to tune in to the humming truths 
of the cosmos. Instead of finding 
themselves numbered and bored 
by the performance of their daily 
chores, they’ve figured out a way 
to use them to heighten their 
awareness, and to See Life more 
clearly. 

1 wish 1 could figure out how 
to do that. I’m going to try it next 
time I have one foot in the sink; 
next time the lamb chop bones 
and I are doing our evening 
minuet over to the garbage. 

I’m going to be looking for the 
Oversoul in the midst of all that 
grease. 

It beats a wallow in the water- 
hole all to hell, anyway.

Study Suggests In-Depth Look At Housing Authority, Re-Institution Of LMV Observer Corps And Updating Procedures

UtTcnlly. I lie League of Women Voters 
presented ils study unit on the Office of 
Selectmen m Winchester Attended by 
over In members and guests, the unit 
Incused on Ihis office and its relationship 
to and responsibilities under the Town 
Charleroi 107.T 

The purpose of this unit was lo explore 
the current perceptions ol the office by 
both officials and townspeople, to in- 
\e ligate the effect ol the Charter and to 
look at the consistency ol opinions or 
pnlie> on similar subjects through the 
years 

The Office of Selectmen has existed in 
Winchester since its early days as 
Uaterlieid, and later, Woburn It has 
changed in character, scope and 
responsibility several times over those 
scores of years In the early days it was 
pari ol the Selectmen's duties to see that 
people went to church, behaved them¬ 
selves and brought up their children 
properly One can imagine the broad 
delinitions as to what was proper! At the 
lime ol incorporation in 1H5U, the 
■ par at ion ol church and slate had been 


accomplished and the Selectmen's duties 
were secular in nature but still subject In 
broad definition and interpretation. 

The LWV study group employed a 
selectmen’s questionnaire, extensive 
inlervicws with past and present select 
men. (from both Winchester and three 
area towns with similar forms of 
government hut no Charter) research ol 
the entire selectmen's minutes from 1075 
and examination of trends 

The Selectmen's questionnaire, 
submitted lo 15 past and present office 
holders indicated that the Town Manager 
Selectmen form of government enjoys 
tremendous support among this group 
who cited such benefits as administrative 
expertise, streamlined budgeting 
processes, dcpoliticizing ol department 
head appointments and stability 

Only two respondents expressed 
concern with "loss of power" for the 
Board and concern for a Town Manager 
becoming “dictatorial." 

Most Selectmen, especially those with 
legal training, fell policy making was 
their most important function. Speeilic 
questions regarding the appointments 


process regarding voluntary boards and 
commissions indicated that the process as 
stipulated is entirely adequate, but 
perusal of the notes indicate the actual 
application of the process is spotty at 
best 

The committee reviewed the minutes 
from selectmen meetings looking for 
trends in three areas: volunteer boards 
appointments, relationshilp lo the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority and evidence 
ol policy making by the board. The ap¬ 
pointments process calls for posting of 
vacancies, interviews and review of the 
Talent Hank" file which is kepi in the 
selectmen's office at Town Hal! 

The minutes indicate spotty adherence 
In the process at best and these who at¬ 
tended the anils suggest public notice of 
vacancies, maintentanee of the Talent 
Hank file al the Town Clerk's office, a 
continual updating process of that file and 
recommendations by current members of 
a commission should be taken into ac¬ 
count 

The Winchester Housing Authority 
WIIA w;ts selected for review in terms 
nl its relationship to Hie Hoard ol Select¬ 


men because the policy-making area was 
identified as a major responsibility and 
because the league recently finished a 
detailed report on housing in Winchester. 
The WIIA, our only totally autonomous 
public service agency under town 
auspices, is first mentioned in Hie 
Selectmen's notes in late 1975 when the 
selectmen reported their concern over the 
town having no Housing Assistance plan 
meeting federal requirements. 

Numerous delays are noted and only 
housing for the elderly shows sign ol 
implementation. The Town Manager is 
noted as requesting action in these areas 
as slate and federal funding for several 
projects would be jeopardized. In 1977 and 
1979. there is increasing evidence of lack 
ol cooperation where housing statements 
and goals are concerned. II is clear from 
the tone on the minutes covering 1975 to 
1983 that the relationship between the 
selectmen and the WIIA has not been 
productive. 

Investigation of the policy-making 
aspects of the selectmen's job indicated 
that while policy is their staled objective, 
it seems nol to be broad based policy to he 


implemented by others, hut rather in¬ 
dividual policies on individual issues 
While the board obviously makes 
decisions on a variety ol issues. I hare is no 
broad-based policy which can he readily 
identified by the use of Hie minutes. The 
policy seems to he in the area ol im¬ 
plementing the Charier and HyLaws. 

Selectmen and administrators in lite 
three other towns used for comparison 
expressed unanimous respect for the 
excellence ol our town's administration, 
especially the budgeting process and the 
depoliliei/ing of departmental ap 
pninlmcnts. Both our town manager and 
town counsel enjoy a great deal of 
respect. Our town counsel is the only one 
of four interviewed who spends lime at 
virtually every selectmen's meeting and 
Town Meeting. Our selectmen, however, 
receive no guidance or legal in 
treprelation from counsel without it 
specific request. 

All those interviewed in and outside 
Winchester agreed that despite any 
number of perceived drawbacks. Town 
Meeting is an important and successful 
adjunct to government and one of I he few 


viable public forums with avery direct 
relationship to a town's operation which 
should be preserved at all costs 

Those officials in towns without a 
Charter at the present lime envy Win¬ 
chester lite obvious improvements it 
enjoys in government, but selectmen in 
particular were loath lo oversee such a 
change in their own towns expressing a 
fear of diminished power, while ad¬ 
ministrative personnel hoped their towns 
would opt for a Charier and Town 
Manager the sooner the heller. 

Conclusions drawn from the in¬ 
formation given through this study in¬ 
clude a further study it) depth of the 
Winchester Housing Authority, rein- 
stitution of lite LWV observer corps and 
recommendation of updated procedures 
regarding the voluntary hoards ap¬ 
pointments process League members 
will follow up uti till these suggestions and 
also expresses ils gratitude lo the people 
who both participated in the study and 
attended the units

PREVAILING WAGE 111 824) 

House rejected 128-19, a bill 
which would have given cities 
and towns the option of comply¬ 
ing with the prevailing wage law. 
That 70-year old statute requires 
communities to pay trade union 
wages, even though they may 
receive lower bids, on all public 
construction contracts as well as 
jobs like snow plowing, street 
cleaning and rubbish collection. 

Proponents of the local option 
bill maintained that, in times of 
dwindling financial resources, 
cities and towns should he 
allowed lo save labor costs 
thereby allowing them to put 
more police and firefighters back 
to work. 

Opponents argued the bill is 
anti-labor. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
prevailing wage law option bill. A 
"Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh voted no. 

POLICE TRAINEES (II 5027) 

House voted 80-64, keeping 
alive a bill to have municipalities 
reimbursed for the training of 
transferred police officers. Under 
terms of the proposal, if a regular 
police officer is transferred prior

to completion of 36 months of con¬ 
tinuous service, the community 
to which the officer transferred 
would have to reimburse the first 
municipality for the remaining 
training costs. 

Proponents said that training 
is an expensive proposition and 
the bill is fair. 

Opponents said passage of 
such a bill would create a bad 
precedent because of the high 
number of employees who 
transfer from one community to 
another. Earlier, the House had 
rejected the bill but reconsidered 
that action to keep the measure 
alive. 

A “Yea” vote is for the reim¬ 
bursement bill. A “Nay" is 
against the bill. 

Rep Saltmarsh voted yes 

AUTO INSURANCE (II 1235) 
— The House initially approved 
71-68, a bill requiring the in¬ 
surance commissioner to use a 
minimum standard in projecting 
investment income of companies 
before setting auto insurance 
rates. The bill was given initial 
approval over the objections of 
the Insurance Committee which 
had recommended it be killed. 

Proponents argued that com¬ 
panies misrepresent their invest¬ 
ment income in order to make 
their case for higher rates and 


that consumers last year may 
have spent $20 million more than 
necessary for their car 
insurance. 

Opponents said the insurance 
commissioner is now using such 
a standard on his own and the bill 
should nol unnecessarily man¬ 
date such action. They said a suit 
on the matter is now pending 
before the State Supreme Judic¬ 
ial Court and the Legislature 
should nol act until the court has 
made a decision. 

A “Yea" vote is for the invest¬ 
ment income standard bill. A 
"Nay” vote is against the bill. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted no. 

RELIGIOUS SCHOOLS (II 
5491) — The House rejected 
108-34, a bill calling for a study of 
government regulation ol relig¬ 
ious schools. The bill would have 
created a special commission to 
study ways to eliminate the 
regulation of religious schools 
which do not receive local, state 
or federal assistance. 

Proponents said that, for 
many of such schools, there are 
unnecessary conflicts between 
education regulations and 
religious beliefs. 

The Education Committee had 
recommended the bill be killed 
saying it was unnecessary to 
create such a study group. 

A “Yea” vote is in favor of the 


study bill. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted yes. 

THE SENATE. "Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” records local senators’ 
votes on one key roll call from the 
week of May 2-6. 

MENTAL PATIENTS (S 806) 
— Senate approved 20-17, a bill 
requiring that three psychiatrists 
certify that a mentally ill person 
is ready for release from an in¬ 
stitution and would "not create a 
likelihood of serious harm” 
before that person could be 
released. The bill was given 
preliminary approval over the 
objections of the I luman Services 
Committee which had recom¬ 
mended it be rejected. 

Proponents argued that the 
state’s current problem with the 
homeless is the result of the clos¬ 
ing of mental health facilities and 
the premature release of many 
patients. 

()pponents maintained there is 
not enough money in the Mental 
Health Department's budget to 
require that three doctors certify 
each patient for release. 

A "Yea” vote is for the release 
certification bill. A "Nay" vote is 
against the bill.

Police Explorer Group 
To Fingerprint Kids 


Winchester children will soon have a 
chance to be fingerprinted without 
having to break the law. At the EnKa Fair 
and at Town Day on June U. the Win¬ 
chester Police Explorer Post No. 8 will 
be conducting a project called "Identi- 
Kid." Elementary school-age children 
can be fingerprinted in the presence of 
their parents by Explorers under police 
supervision. 

'‘The fingerprints will be given to the 
parents to hold in a safe place in case the 
prints are needed in the future." ex¬ 
plained Sgt. James Pierce who leads the 
Explorers, a group of youths interested 
in criminal justice. 

The Police Department will not keep 
any record of the fingerprints. "We want 
to make it clear that none of the prints 
will be held by the Police Department," 
Pierce stressed. 


“We will not keep the prints," agreed 
Det. Lt. Joseph Pcrritano who will be 
working with Pierce and the Explorers 
on the project. “Hopefully, we will never 
need the prints, but in the event that it 
would become necessary, it would be 
very helpful to us if the parents had 
them. They iparents) should take the 
prints and store them in a safe deposit 
box. 

"I think it’s necessary for every 
parent to have a permanent record of 
this type and we encourage parents to 
take part in this," Perritano added. 

"We will print the kids in the presence 
of their parents and give them a card and 
that will be the end of it." Pierce said. 
"The EnKa Society is very enthusiastic 
about the program and so is the Police 
Department."

position of joining Hie police force." he 
said. "Mr Boodakian rendered an in¬ 
valuable service to the town by iden¬ 
tifying and appraising the rugs and by 
storing them. 

"The Winchester Police did a 
tremendous job to apprehend the 
criminals," Randall added. "It was a 
very difficult case - especially since the 
(rug thieves) were stealing things that 
authorities in law enforcement knew 
nothing about as far as appraising." 

Seven years ago, Winchester police 
were spending their days and nights like 
heroes in a cops and robbers thriller; 
speeding through Greater Boston area in 
hot pursuit of Oriental rug theft suspects, 
inconspicuously trailing those same 
suspects to locations where they would 
exchange stolen goods, and staking out 
apartments and garages at all hours of 
the night, armed with search warrants 
and tips from informers. 

In November of 1976. after only four 
weeks of harrowing detective work, 
police in Winchester and surrounding 
towns busted a ring of professional 
Oriental rug thieves who had stymied 
authorities for months and who were 
blamed for countless housebreaks in 
town. 

"Thousands and thousands of dollars 
worth of Oriental rugs were stolen from 
around here," McHugh recalled. "The 
police station back then was loaded up 
with Oriental rugs. They were cleaning 
us out — emptying houses from top to 
bottom. Stealing very, very valuable 
Oriental rugs. Some were ex¬ 
traordinarily big some over .it) feet 
long. 

"These people had a big ring going." 
McHugh added "Oriental rugs were a 
lucrative item back then. During the 
period prior to the arrest of the thieves, 
we experienced a great number of 
housebreaks involving the theft of 
Oriental rugs." 

One of those housebreaks turned up a 
clue which triggered the successful 
investigation. On Oct. 17. 1976. a 

Ledgewood rd. home was broken into A 
neighbor gave police the registration 
number of a suspicious car that he had 
seen driving back and forth on 
Ledgewood rd during the time the break 
wits believed to have happened. 

Former Winchester Police Lt. James 
Haggerty now retired got on the 
case and although one of the digits was 
off. Haggerty traced the car to a Cam¬ 
bridge woman. 

Armed with a warrant. Haggerty 
confronted the woman who said her 
Malden boyfriend bad lent out the car 
Along with Belmont and Malden police. 
Haggerty questioned the boyfriend who 
said he rented the car to two men in 
exchange for $50 and a set of tires.

Haggerty subsequent l> went to tlu 
Framingham house and found that on ! 
one was home lie peered through a 
window where a shade uas hallway 
drawn and saw (tnental rugs piled up on 
tlie floor. 

"Then he (Haggerty) had enough 
information to gel a search warrant 
Pierce explained “With the help ol 

Framingham detectives, we obi;.■<! a 

warrant at midnight to search the home 
and to search two garages which were 
rented out to Mostardi 

Police from many surrounding towns 
staked out the home at about I a m but 
no one was at home They entered 
through an unlocked side window and 
found a number of rugs 

"We staked the place out and I mind 
rugs piled all over the place Pierce 
recalled.“He was living there but it was 
basically a storage place " 

While they were looking over the 
rugs, a green Volvo pulled into the 
driveway "He i driver) Saw the ligl 
in the bouse and the 'unmarked cai 
parked around the driveway and lie look 
off," Pierce recalled "We started 
chasing him and we observed two plastic 
hags fly out of the car. We later deter 
mined that they e nlained cocaine 

"We chased him up route n but he 
was going so fast, we lost him Pierce 
added "He pulled into an apartment 
complex and left the car and ran into Hie 
woods.” 

Officer Frank Tranchita drove his 
pickup to (’uncord st and It rug wert 
loaded onto the truck and carted to the 
Winchester Police Station 

The next night, the same oll'icers 
went to the two Framingham garages 
and recovered several stolen rims, cars 
and a stolen motorcycle, I’iei re said 
Police obtained warrants to search 
two Boston rug galleries and confiscated 
more rugs A total of 94 rugs were taken 
to Winchester Those rugs were laid out 
across the gymnasium floor ol McCall 
Junior High School and people Irom 
across the state travelled to Winchester 
to claim their property 

Mostardi was arrested on Nov 17. 

1976. He was subsequently imprisoned on 
a series of charges for receiving stolen 
property The charges were to be sen ed 
concurrently Mostardi has since served 
all his time, according to Pierce 

Last week, the unclaimed rugs Irom 
Boodakian s storage room were 
distributed as specified by the court 
order 

"This was a long, drawn-out coin 
plicated case and it's finally over." 
McHugh commented. "The town now 
has to pay the bill to Boodakian Where 
that money will come from. I don't 
know 


Haggerty subsequently arrested 
Richard Wolfe and John Cuiyanovich. 
both in their early 2()s from Cambridge. 

From an informant, police learned 
the names of three other men who were 
all allegedly involved in an Oriental rug 
theft ring. 

"In fact, we lost a drug case against 
one of the men because we would not 
reveal the source of our confidential 
information," Pierce recalled. 

Pierce said that Haggerty learned 


that the men would break into two houses 
a night, steal Oriental rugs and sell them 
to a man named A1 (who police later 
learned was Mostardi > whom they would 
meet at a Boston street corner. The men 
told police that Al drove a green Volvo. 

Wolfe and Cuiyanovich took police on 
a tour through Winchester and pointed 
out numerous houses that had been 
broken into. Police surmised the men 
were responsible for about GO percent of 
the breaks that had plagued the town 


since May 1 ol that year In addition, the 
men said they were involved with breaks 
in Belmont, Natick, Lincoln. Weston, 
Wayland and Dover, 

The men agreed to participate in a 
set-up which police hoped would lead to 
Al. Police obtained a rug from the 
Boodakian Gallery and gave it to one of 
the arrested men who arranged to meet 
Al at the corner of Mass. Ave. and 
Newbury st. at 7 p.m. on Nov. :t. 197G. 

By 6:30 that night, police from 


Winchester and surrounding towns were 
waiting on Mass. ave. for the transaction 
to take place. 

They saw Mostardi take the rug and 
the chase began. "The set-up tailed in 
that Mostardi got away from us because 
he was going too fast, but it was suc¬ 
cessful because we found out who he was 
from that," Pierce explained. "LI 
Haggerty learned that Albert .1 
Mostardi bad a home on Concord st in 
Framingham."

Dietary Questions Can Be Answered In Minutes 

Dial-A-Tech Will Help Patients On Diets

Former Winchester Hospital patients 
who are uncertain about the best way to 
prepare meals that mod their individual 
dietary requirements can have their 
questions answered by a new service ol 
I he hospital 

Under the Dial-A-Tech Program, 
recently initiated by the hospital's 
Nutrition Services, the hospital's diet 
technicians are available by telephone 
from 2 to :t p.m. weekdays to provide 
mlormation to former patients who have 
been prescribed special nutritional 
regimens to I allow after they go home 
from (he hospital 

"Our diet technicians have followed 
tlie progress ol these patients during 
their stay at the hospital." said Fran 
Lawrence, chief dietitian of Winchester 
Hospital's Nutrition Services "This is an 
opportunity for former patients or their 
family members to call someone who is 
lamiliar with the patients' particular 
nutritional needs. 


"We want our patients to be able to 
continue theirspeeia! diets at home." the 
dietitian added. "A therapeutic diet can 
be tricky — there are special tilings one 
needs to prepare, or people might not 
know whether or not certain things can 
be included in their diet This way. they 
can call and ask. ‘Can I eat this'.’ Can I 
buy that?"’ 

When a patient who has been 
following a special diet at Winchester 
Hospital is discharged, the diet 
technician who has been monitoring the 
patient's diet gives the patient a Dial-A- 
Tech telephone number (729-9000. Fxt 
2571. the hours of the nutritional in¬ 
formation service and the type of diet 
that has been prescribed for the patient 
by his or her physician. There is no 
charge for the Dial-A-Tech service. 

The hospital's Nutrition Services 
keeps a file of patients' special dietary- 
needs so that when a former patient or 
family member calls with a question, the 
information on that patient's diet is 


readily available. "We also can use that 
as background information when 
someone is readmitted to the hospital." 
Lawrence said. 

Some -to percent of patients in Win¬ 
chester Hospital at any given time have 
special dietary needs for conditions 
ranging from diabetes to gastroin¬ 
testinal disease to cardiac conditions. 
Lawrence noted "The diet technicians 
have invested so much time and energy 
to help these patients get on their feet 
nutritionally when they're here that we 
don't want them to lose ground when 
they go home That's why we encourage 
them tocall for information." she said 

In addition to the new Dial-A-Tech 
Program for former patients. Win¬ 
chester Hospital's Nutrition Services 
provides one-on-one dietary counseling 
through an outpatient nutrition clinic 
The nutrition clinic is available free-of- 
charge to people who have been referred 
to the clinic by their physician.

Winchester Architect’s Firm Helps Save 
Historic Landmark From Wrecker’s Ball 


BEFORE AND AFTER — The firm of Architect Charles Tseckares of Highland 
ave. was recently awarded a citation for design of the Academy Building in 
Fall River. Childs Bertman Tseckares and Casendino Inc. (CBT) won the design 
award in the Boston Society of Architects' 1903 Boston Exports Award Pro¬ 
gram. Tseckares and his associate designed the S3.6 million elderly hous¬ 
ing project. Built in 1876 during Fall River’s heyday as a textile center, the 
former Academy of Music was threatened with demolition prior to renova¬ 


tion by CBT. Long the cornerstone of the city's commercial district, the 
Academy Building once again is a vital element in the Fall River streetscape, 
thanks to Tseckares. The reno.ation of the Academy Fall River's first 
designated national historic landmark, has also provided the impetus for over 
SI 5 million in additional public and private monies for the reconstruction of 
the downtown area.

Ten citizens will decide the future of 
Winchester High School's athletics 
program — a program faced with the 
loss of half its potential players in the 
next to years, a program receiving 
less and less funding each year. 

They will decide if sports must be cut 
and. if so. what games will no longer be 
played. 

Last week, the School Committee 
appointed its Task Force on Athletics, a 
group charged with finding a solution for 
the athletic program problems of the 
twin spectres of declining enrollment 
and a reduced budget 

Declining enrollment is tIn* biggesl 
problem facing the Task Force. The 
number of Winchester High students, 
and therefore potential athletes, will 
drop from 1.2(in next year to 70(1 by 1992 
"The big question is. if we go to a high 
school of 700. what sports will we be able 
to keep," pointed nut School Committee 
member Mary Jean Weylman after the 
School Committee decided to form the 
Task Force in March "There's a certain 
point where you need a certain num¬ 
ber.. going out to be competitive." 

There is also the problem of continual 
cuts to the athletics budget. In review ing 
next year's budget, the Finance Com¬ 
mittee cut Sin.ooo from the School 


Committee's $224,000 athletics request, 
simply because the number of students 
had declined. 

The Task Force will include two 
Winchester High student athletes 
Brian Carroll ol Grayson rd . w ho played 
on this year's football and baseball team, 
and Michelle Powers of Meriden rd.. a 
member or the Sachemette soccer, 
basketball and softball teams. 

Also on the committee will be the 
director ol Tulls University's Athletics 
Dept .

to renegotiate. He got a flat-out no — 
they said they had an institutional buyer 
offering at or near a million.” 

Unless that buyer fails to come 
through with the offer, said Welch. 
“What’s the sense of renegotiating?" 

If the institutional buyer doesn’t come 
through, said Welch, the developers 
might try to bargain for a lower pur¬ 
chase price, enabling them to build 
fewer units. 

"If it's still on the market in a month 
or two, it might be wise to go back and 
renegotiate," said Welch. "It is a nice 
spot for condos, Marty put a lot of work 
into the project, and Walt's (architect 
Walt Basnight) plans are lovely." 

As for the Planning Board, it will wait 
for Hill to come back to them before 
taking any further action on the plans. 
The review they say they didn't have 
time to accomplish will otherwise never 
be done. 

"As far as I’m concerned, the 
developer should make the next move if 
he wants to start the process again," 
said Lindmark. 

"The ball is back in their court,” said 
Crandall. "I expect that this time, they'll 
get their groundwork done way in ad¬ 
vance.”

15 High st 
It was made possible by a gill from 
KnKa Society, and the Winchester 
Historical Society is anxious to make 
them available to the many old-house 
owners in Winchester which has some 
2.500 pro 1917 built homes. 

This being National Preservation 
Week, there is a special display of old- 
house renovation books, pamphlets, and 
magazines in the Archival ( enter which 


is open Wednesdays from 1-4 p.m. and 
Thursdays 7-9 p.m. They may be 
checked out for home use 

Some of the titles are: "What Style is 
It”" "The Old House Book of Kitchens 
and Dining Rooms." "Century of Color, 
Exterior Decoration for American 
Buildings, 1820-1920." "Old House 
Journal Catalog, a where--to-bu.v it guide 
for the pre 1930 house." and back files of 
The Old House Journal which feature 
advice and step-by-step instructions on 
such topics as paint stripping, window 
repairs, and fixing old floors. 

Also at the Archival Center are the 
volumes containing the documentation 
of the Winchester Survey of Historic 
Buildings so owners can look up their 
houses and find out some of its historical 
background.

should go with the FinCom recom¬ 
mendation of $250,000 or the selectmen's 
$125,000 amendment to that motion. 

Both boards cited the actuarial 
valuation report to back up their figures. 

The report states that if $125,000 were 
set aside annually, it would take :50 years 
before the liability was paid off and the 
fund could accumulate interest at the 
same rate that the liability increases. 

The report also notes that if $791,000 
were set aside each year, it would only 
take the town 1:5 years to be in a position 
to fund the liability. 

"There is not a very serious 
disag reement between the selectmen 
and the Finance Committee,” noted 
FinCom Chairman Eli Bortman. whose 
board drafted the motion requesting 
$250,000 to prefund the liability "An 
obligation hangs over our heads that 
needs to be addressed. 

"The Finance Committee suggests 
$250,000 because we look at this as a 
more significant approach to an enor¬ 
mous liability." Bortman continued. 
"That would be one percent of the $21 
million that is hanging over us." 

"We think that if we make a 
significant contribution now. it will be 
easier to ask for a contribution next year 
because we will have made a significant 
first step." Bortman added. 

"We’re not committing ourselves to a 
fixed figure each year." Selectmen 
Chairman Edward O’Connell said 
"We re just getting it off the ground at a 
level consistent with the Wyatt (ac¬ 
tuarial report > recommendation.” 

That argument infuriated FinCom 
member Robert Ericson. "The previous 
speaker (O'Connelli led you to believe 
there is a great deal of credence to the 
$125,000 figure," Ericson shouted. "If 


you Want to split the difference between 
their minimum recommendation 
($125.0001 and their maximum 
($791 .oooi. I would suggest that $250,000- 
is a lot closer than $125,000." 

Bortman noted that the FinCom was 
not suggesting an annual appropriation 
of $250,000 — only an initial one. 

Ahearn pointed out that a larger 
appropriation would make the town 
more aware of its real financial com¬ 
mitments. 

"I fully endorse the $250,000 each year 
because it would be all too easy for us to 
offer employees benefits unless we 
really know what il will cost." he said. 

"I think the $250,000 adds more of a 
burden to the taxpayers than is 
necessary.” Groux said. “It's making up 
for past sins, but it may not be necessary 
to make up for them that rapidly." 

That argument led to a series of 
suggestions for lengthening the time 
period for repenting. 

Town Meeting member Sally Kincaid 
complained that the members had not 
even had a chance to look at the ac¬ 
tuarial report. She suggested that before 
money was appropriated, members 
should have been able to study the 
report. 

Bauman subsequently amended the 
motion for $250.0(X) to include the 
stipulation for the selectmen’s report. 
Although that amendment passed, some 
members found it hard to believe they 
would ever actually see the report. 

"We just spent $3,500 for a study that 
we can't get. so how does the previous 
speaker expect to get one for free?" 
asked Town Meeting member John 
Looney. 

For once, the notoriously funny 
moderator. John Sullivan, was upstaged.

mittee Chairman Paul Amieo at the 
beginning of his group's Town Meeting 
presentation Monday. The study com¬ 
mittee is comprised of the police and (ire 
chiefs as well as local engineers and 
architects. 

“Our committee is now in favor of 
utilizing the existing site and any other 
site would be opposed to by this com 
mittee," Amicosaid. 

A few Town Meeting members, 
however, were opposed to the renovation 
plans and suggested that the town wait 
until it could find a suitable site on which 
to build new safety facilities. 

"I believe we do need a new police 
and fire complex, but the town must 
consider the feasibility of other sites," 
said Town Meeting member Wade 
Welch. “The current complex is the last 
chance downtown for low-cost elderly 
housing. That building could be the 
cornerstone of economic development 

"It would be a perfect site for con¬ 
dominiums for elderly housing." Welch 
continued. 

Town Meeting member Clarence 
Borggaardsuggested the Fire Dept, take 
over the entire Mt Vernon st. facility 
and the Police Dept could move 
someplace else, claiming there would 
not be enough room for both of them at 
the present site 

"It's not a police station, it's a rabbit 
warren,” Borggaard said. "It's a 
mistake to put the police and lire station 
in one building There is nol enough room 
for the combination. 

“The Fire Dept, should take the 
present quarters because they need (o be 
centrally located and we can pul the 
police station anywhere. I would like that 
considered." 

But Town Meeting members decided 
that tlie safety personnel had spent 
enough time in cramped quarters and it 
was time to do something about it. 

Some members even suggested 
raising the appropriation. 

"I would suggest that the proposed 
addition of 7,500 square feet does not look 
like enough space," said Town Meeting 
member Gay Kenney. “And if il isn’t, 
then the architectural fees will be 
greater, so I would wonder if it would be 
advisable for us lo budget more money 
at this time.” 

Study committee members said, 
however, that the $175,000 would be 
sufficient. 

There were numberouS reasons to 
explain why the current police and fire 
facilities are not sufficient for the needs 
and safety of police and lire personnel. 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney 
pointed out that he lacked smoke tower 
facilities, classroom area lo train 
firefighters, storage space, bathroom 
facilities for women and space to repair 
the fire apparatus. 


In addition to the lack of facilities, 
McElhinney noted many problems with 
the existing building. 

"The heating system is in dire need of 
being redistributed." he said. "During 
the winter, it's difficult to maintain a 55 
degree temperature on the apparatus 
floor. 

McElhinney also pointed out 
deficiencies in the lighting system, the 
steel beams carrying the weight of the 
repair room floor and the floor itself. 

“We have major building code 
violations," McElhinney said. “Each 
time the apparatus is started up. carbon 
monoxide fills the floor of the building. 

"We have no facilities for the han¬ 
dicapped and no second means of egress 
from the second floor," he continued. 
“There is no ventilation system and the 
plumbing is deteriorating." And wiring 
is dangerously exposed all over the 
building.” 

The situation is not better at the 
police station 

McHugh showed Town Meeting 
members slides to illustrate the "gross 
shortage of space" throughout the police 
station which he said "contributes to an 
absence of privacy, distraction, wasted 
time and a perception of 
disorganization." 

To the horror of Town Meeting 
members. McHugh noted that every inch 
of available space in the bathrooms and 
prisoner cells is used to file records and 
store weapons, ammunition and other 
police paraphernalia. 

"We use every single bit of space we 
can put our hands on." McHugh said. 

tie also listed a number of building 
code violations including exposed wires, 
poor ventilation, leaky roofs and floors, 
and overloaded circuits. 

"We have only eight circuits for the 
entire building," he complained. "One 
circuit serves the entire second floor " 

McHugh said his facility needs to be 
modernized so it can handle all the police 
work. Among the facilities he said the 
station lacks are a juvenile detention area 
as mandated by state law; a central 
records system with adequate storage 
capability, a firing range; an equipped 
exercise room with showers and lockers; 
public toilets; and an equipped com¬ 
munications center. 

McHugh also said he needs a finger¬ 
print and photography lab. lecture and 
conference rooms, facilities for female 
police officers, and a fenced-in parking 
and gasoline storage area. 

"Our vehicles are gassed on a public 
way now which is bound to cause ac¬ 
cidents," lie noted. “And every time the 
fire apparatus are started, we inherit 
their fumes." 

The new facility may not have all those 
specifications, but it will definietly be an 
improvement over the outdated present 
facility.

signor Lyons was recently honored by all 
townspeople with a "Monsignor Lyons 
Day." which is a tribute to his concern 
for all people within his jurisdiction. 

Monsignor Lyons was born in Rox- 
hury on Sept. 25. 1906. He grew up in 
Roslindale and graduated from 
Mechanic Arts High School in the back 
bay A 1927 graduate of boston College, 
he studied at St. John’s Seminary in 
brighton and was ordained by Cardinal 
William O'Connell at Holy Cross 
Cathedral on June 2.1933. 

His first assignment was as assistant 
at Sacred Heart Church in Watertown, 
which was followed by several years' 
service at St. Ann’s Church in Somer¬ 
ville During World War II he served as a 
Navy chaplain for four years with the 
Seabees in the South Pacific. After the 
war. he was named assistant at St. 
Joseph’s Church in Boston, and then 
served in the same capacity several 
years later at St. Elizabeth's in Milton. 

Monsignor Lyons was appointed 
administrator of Our Lady of Assump¬ 
tion in Marshfield in 1957, and later 
administrator of Our Lady of Good 
Voyage Chapel on Boston's waterfront. 
From there he became administrator of 
St. Vincent's Church in South boston in 
1958and then its parish priest in 1960. 

That same year he was elevated to 
Domestic Prelate with the title Right 
Reverend Monsignor. In 1966 he was 
named pastor of the newly formed St. 
Eulalia's Church, a position he held for 
10 years. He was succeeded in that 
position by current pastor Rev. James 
Haddad Following the mass on May 15. 
a reception will beheld in Manion Hail.

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Robert White’s Musical Interests Run The Gamut 

Spanning Musical Centuries 


By PAUL VAN OSDOL 

Robert White’s musical per¬ 
sonality seems schizophrenic. 

On the one hand the Johnson 
rd. resident directs the Universi¬ 
ty of Lowell’s Consortium Artis 

Lstar V.I.pJ 

Musicae, one of only a handful of 
troupes nationwide that bring 
medieval music to the stage. 

Vet White’s musical prowess 
leaps five centuries up the road, 
into the foggy area of 20th- 
century non-tonal theory. 

And in between the medieval 
and the modern, he is musical 
director at the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church. 

Despite his multiple interests, 
there is no song and dance to 
White’s attitude. 

“I’m a general practitioner,” 
he says. “I refuse to put my 
career in one direction.” 

Perhaps White’s most unique 
direction is with the Consortium, 
which he founded 10 years ago. 
He conducts four medieval 
musicals every year. The most 
recent production was a May Day 
celebration based on the legend of 
King Arthur. 




SPANNING THE MUSICAL CEN¬ 
TURIES — Robert White of Johnson 
rd. is interested in music from the 
17th century organ music he plays at 
the First Congregational Church to 


the atonal 20th century music he’s 
writing his doctoral thesis on. But 
those interests come out at their most 
flamboyant when White directs a 
band acting out a 1590s musical. 


“King Arthur’s Court Party” 
whimsically explored 10th- 
century merrymaking in Arthur¬ 
ian villages. It featured White 
and his cast decked out in full 
renaissance regalia, complete 
with authentic medieval 
instruments. 

“It was the first medieval 
musical comedy,” says White. 
“It’s a celebration of the way in 
which May Day was celebrated in 
history. The whole thing is an il¬ 
lusion. It’s a play within a play. 


a group of people in 1590 acting 
out history.” 

But there’s more to this and 
other Consortium productions 
than merely Gregorian chanting 
around the Maypole. 

“It's an actual historical 
event,” he says. “We do 
research, and build the script 
around a central historical occa¬ 
sion. The script is based on 
various types of renaissance 
music and renaissance dancing.” 

The Consortium's renaissance 


drama is unique. Many groups 
sing early music, but White says 
less than six across the country 
are matching the music with a 
dramatic script. 

White founded the Consortium 
with the belief that medieval 
music, like medieval languages, 
should not be allowed to die 

“I had a sense that history had 
a right to be alive," he says. 
“Rather than have it pedantical 
ly presented, I felt it should ap¬ 


peal to all the senses. We had to 
get out there, get our hands dirty, 
and see our people today creating 
the miracle of history. There’s no 
reason why we can't enjoy the 
past exactly as when it was the 
present 

White does not pretend to be a 
musical monolith. The produc¬ 
tions are as much the work of his 
students as himself. 

"1 try to treat it in such a way 


that we govern ourselves, we get 
the job done and we enjoy it,” he 
says. “Music and art offered in 
that spirit come through. Its not 
through external duress, but 
through pressure exerted by the 
individual conscience.” 

Students’ appreciation of 
White’s direction is evident. Last 
spring, when he was hospitalized 
midway through rehearsals. Con¬ 
sortium students produced the 
show themselves and dedicated it 
to White. And enthusiasm for the 
Consortium spills over academic 
boundaries, as it now has an 
alumni branch. 

That kind of self-direction is 
precisely what he wants his 
students to take. 

“Teaching that gets ’em out — 
that severs the cord, puts them on 
their own, releases them to be as 
creative as they can. That’s what 
excites me,” says White. 

There is no room for renais¬ 
sance bacchanalia at First Con¬ 
gregational, but White has no 
trouble separating the secular 
from the sacred. 

“It's low-keyed at the 
church," he says. “We use a wide 
range of music, but most of it is 
not that unconventional.” 

Directing the choir is a labor

of love for White, but for more 
than the obvious spiritual 
reasons. Like many of the 
legends of indigenous American 
music, White s roots are in 
church music. 

“I’ve been in church music all 
my life.” he says. “I don’t 
remember when I couldn’t read 
music. I was a pianist in church 
when 1 was a boy.” 

White has been a fixture at 
First Congregational since 1949. 
But directing the choir has hard¬ 
ly become routine to him. 

“There’s the challenge of 
meaningfully presenting it each 
week.” he says. “You have a 
responsibility each time you're 
up there to deliver the goods." 

In addition to leading his 
musical disciples on the stage 
and in the church, White is a bur¬ 
rowing academic. He recently 
completed his doctoral thesis at 
Boston University’s School of 
Music. 

White has devised a system of 
reading non-tonal music, which

he describes as a 20th-century 
style used by "hundreds’’ of com¬ 
posers. Despite its name, it does 
have a tone, he explains, but 
lacks a tonal center. 

“Most people who prepare 
choral music have had to learn it 
by rote.” he says. "1 thought (hat 
an unprofessional way to go about 
it. 

"We're looking at a century 
that’s 83 years old," he continues. 
"But pedagogic-ally, we have ap¬ 
proached it musically with 19th- 
century methods. That’s 
astonishing.” 

In effect. White has taken a 
system that he says “was being 
learned by poking notes on a 
piano,” and translated it onto 
paper. He intends to take that 
paper — his thesis — and put it in¬ 
to plain English for a textbook on 
20th-century music. 

But Robert White doesn’t have 
to write a book to prove that he’s 
more than just a Winchester 
Yankee in King Arthur’s Court.

Before rental advertisements ap¬ 
peared Iasi week in the The Boston Globe 
and the New England Real Estate 
Journal, the Reuse Committee had 
already heard from 20 groups interested 
in taking space in the school. 

Bui according io committee chair¬ 
man Charles Tseckares, all 20 were 
rejected or hacked off when they heard 
the terms of Ihe lease. 

The real problem with trying to rent 
the Mystic School. Tseckares explained 
to the School Committee last week, was 
that there were simply too many terms. 

First. the use must coincide with Ihe 
neighbors' ideas of what should go in the 
school Second, the School Committee 
wants a five-year lease, enough rent to 
cover expenses plus, and control of the 
building. Third, to keep that control the 
zoning can’t be changed, limiting what 
can go in the school. 

"We’re still trying to identify those 
uses which do a variety of tilings lit 
into a five-year lease, fit into the existing 
zone."said Tseckares. 


For example, several non-profit 
groups have asked for space in the 
building, something that would fit into 
the zoning and could possibly fit in with 
what Ihe School Committee had in mind 
when members decided lo control the 
building. That decision came because 
School Committee members wanted to 
make sure one of the few community- 
owned available spaces left would 
benefit the community. 

II would be simple lo lit several 
groups into the school. Tseckares noted. 
"The building layout is pretty sym¬ 
pathetic with multiple use." said 
Tseckares “Thai’s a positive note 
some buildings don’t layout lhal way " 
Bui most of the non-profit groups the 
Reuse Committee has spoken to couldn't 
afford the rent for the building, ac¬ 
cording to Tseckares. 

Another possible reuse of the school 
was quashed by the condition ol Ihe live- 
year-lease. said Tseckares 

"There was a church group which 
wants lo build a church, but realizes il 
would lake a couple years lo do so." said 
Tseckares "Bui because of the five- 
year-lease. they determined not lodo il 
Which is a pity, because they really Id 
from the zoning point of view."

will he redone, and Ihe Barents’ Asmi is 
kicking in $1,000 to purchase a timber 
play structure for the younger kids 
“Hopefully, this is going to turn into 
something really nice." said Donna 
Landry, president ol Ihe Barents' Assn.

Dogs Running Loose

It’s the time ol year \i lien people start 
noticing dogs stray dogs, harking 
dogs, and messes on the lawn 

People are calling The Star, the dog 
officer, and the police, fed up with their 
neighbors ignoring the leash law. with 
dogs running loose, and with being 
unable to gel through to someone who'll 
take action Most of them asked to 
remain anonymous 

“My husband was attacked in our 
driveway." said one woman. "Dogs 
come in our yard and hark at us I keep 
my dog leashed all the time But all these 
other dogs are running around.” 

"I just reported a dug last week." 
added another woman. "The dog roams 
freely constantly. My 3-year-old is 
terrified. The dog’s not vicious, hut lie’s 
always there. He lives in our yard lie’s 
always digging il up " 

According lo Winchester laws, 
residents shouldn’t have these problems. 
In BIT2. al the urging ol Vincent Carroll, 
the Town Meeting passed a leash law. il 
was an uphill fight." said Carroll, "but il 
was worth it 

The law prohibits barking, biting, and 
stray dogs. Violation penalties are $20 
for ("lie lirst offense. $30 for the second, 
and $40 for the third and successive 
violations. 

Despile those penalties, pel owners 
still lei dogs run loose. One indication of 
lhal is the number ol calls to the dog 
officer. Last year, there were a total of 
2.:ir>o complaint calls about dogs in 
Winchester, although there were only 
l.tioo dogs licensed. 

By contrast; in Arlington there were 
only 1.537 calls for a total ol 2.400 
licensed dogs. In Lexington in 1981 < the 
most recent year in which there was a 
lull lime dog officer throughout tlie yean 
there were 1.027 complaint calls lor 2,808 
dogs registered. 

The person responsible for catching 
dogs is Dog Officer Dominic < Nick > 
Molea. Some angry citizens, led op with 
finding (logs in their gardens and hack 
yards, lay the blame with Molea They

TM Can’t Decide On Whether 


To Slice Assessors’ Salaries

Even the Paul Newman movie on 
television this evening should not keep 
people away from the 7:30 session ol 
Town Meeting 

Top on the Town Meeting agenda is 
round two of the debate on whether to 
reduce or eliminate the salaries of 
Winchester’s three elected assessors 

And judging from the heated hour of 
discussion the subject sparked Monday 
at Town Meeting, tonight’s session is 
bound to feature all the elements found 
in a good movie drama, suspense and 
comedy. 

Before Town Meeting finally voted 
70-03 Monday to postpone the decision on 
the salaries, Assessors Chairman 
Werner Carlson had threatened to resign 
if his pay were lowered. Selectman 
Michael Saraco had claimed il was 
unfair to pay some elected officials while 
others served for free, and TM members 
had offered several amendments in an 
unsuccessful attempt to reach a 
decision 


Saraco and Carlson could have won 
Oscars for their Monday night per- 
formances and the entire Town Meeting 
could have been filmed for the ('mines 
festival in France. 

II was not a comfortable topic- for 
Town Meeting members to discuss 
Especially since the people whose 
stipends were under consideration wen- 
sitting in the room. 

The issue was introduced by Town 
Meeting member Noreen Arcari who 
moved to reduce the salaries of the three 
elected assessors by 75 percent 

Presently, chairman Carlson is paid 
$(1,500 while assessors George Andersen 
and Sherman Josephson are each paid 
$4,500 Arcari suggested reducing 
Carlson’s salary to $1,030 and the other 
two to $1.130 

Arcari made the motion on hetiall ol 
the Assessment Review Committee a 
group formed by Town Meeting Iasi year 
In siml> real estate assessments and the 
process by which they were reached 

That committee had made a previous 


motion at the first session of the annual 
spring Town Meeting to hire a full lime 
assessor Town Meeting approved lhal 
motion April 25 The full-time assessor 
will he paid between $21,404 to $29,042 

"With the loll tone person working 
with the assessors, this board should lie 
considered in the same way as the 
select men and School Committee are." 
Arcari said "Those elected people are 
not paid and this motion will save the 
town $11,004 It will reduce each ol their 
salaries by three-fourths." 

Arcari said she wanted lo cut the 
salaries lo a number she said was 
similar lo amounts paid by surrounding 
towns She also claimed the reduction 
would inspire Ihe Board of Assessors to 
quickly select the full-time assessor, 
which has been made their respon¬ 
sibility 

Arcari’s motion prompted an 
amendment to only reduce the salaries 
by hall, one lo eliminate them altogether

Town Going Into Real Estate 
— May Buy Woburn Loop

Winchester is going into the real 
estate business, as Town Meeting ap 
proved spending $125,000 to purchase the 
abandoned Woburn Loop. 

Arguments that buying Ihe railroad 
hoop would cost the town too much 
money and give it little o( value in return 
almost convinced Town Meeting to kill 
the purchase Iasi week 

Bui Ihe arguments fell short of 
winning as TM approved $125,000 to 
purchase the I 9-mile stretch of tracks 
from Skillings rd lo the Woburn line. 

The money lo buy the loop, appraised 
by the MBTA at a $ 100 . 01)0 value, had 
been cut out ol next year’s budget by the 
Finance Committee, but the Board of 
Selectmen requested Town Meeting 
consider the purchase anyway 

The selectmen’s move paid off. but 


barely, as Town Meeting went along with 
the purchase by a 07-02 majority 

That barest majority ol Town 
Meeting members went along with 
selectmen. [Manning Board members 
and a state representative who told them 
that the only way lo ensure the loop was 
developed properly was to buy it 

"We have some concerns over what 
would happen il the Woburn Loop 
became the property ol someone other 
than the town." said Selectmen Chair 
mun Edward O’Connell "Some areas ol 
the right-of-way i might become 
eyesores, some others dumping grounds 
"The town lias had problems in the 
past with policing common areas that 
are not in the town’s jurisdie lion." 
warned O’Connell "The Winchester 
railroad station lor example we had 
some personal difficulties with not 


maintaining it. hot it was not under our 
control 

Blanning Board Chairman Harry 
landmark III noted that the town bad 
some control through zoning over

Margaret 
Russell, Palsy Schlaijker, Lucy Peck, 
and Betsy and Dick Sampson. 

“We felt we needed a broader view in 
determining Ihe direction of Ihe 
program" said Nichols, "and we are 
delighted lo have the help of this group. 
As the program grows and develops we 
want lo be sure we reflect the needs and 
interests of Ihe community and we are 
always interested in comments and 
suggestions." 

The Winchester Music Program has 
grown in two-and-a-half years from a 
pilot of 30 students and three teachers to 
175 students and 21 teachers. Private 
lessons and ensembles are held after 
school at McCall Junior High School 
under the sponsorship of ihe McCall 
Parent Assn, and through it cooperative 
arrangement with the Belmont Music 
•School. 

Plans tire underway for the coming 
year, according to Nichols, and additions 
to Ihe offerings will include Musicianship 
classes and longer teaching days lo 
accomodate interested adults.

To Idea Of Restaurant 


With Liquor License

The Board of Selectmen gave their 
initial encouragement to the 
establishment of a restaurant on 
Thompson st.. which would be licensed to 
serve alcohol But chairman Edward 
O'Connell noted that encouragement is 
not the same thing as approval, and said 
the residents of Winchester would have 
to be heard from. 

O'Connell told Fred Oram of Wild¬ 
wood st that the board would not stand 
in his way as far as exploring the 
possibility of locating a restaurant in the 
Locatelli Building. But O’Connell added 
that no promises had been made. 

"1 think we would do well to en¬ 
courage you in your efforts, but at the 
same time I would tell you that we are 
not placing ourselves under any 
obligation." he said 

Oram — who has not yet begun 
negotiations to rent the property — told 
selectmen that he was planning a 
restaurant with a seating capacity of 120- 
125 people He said that, in addition, 
there would be outdoor seating for 20-25 
more in the Winchester Terrace cour- 


Oram said that the restaurant would 
be built around the philosophy that 
"anyone in town can come in and be 
comfortable." 

“A person would be able to order full 
dinners, like steak and veal." he said 
"But at the same time, a family would be 
able to come in for what we call 'tun 
food’ — tacos, nachos. that sort of 
thing " 

Oram's proposed restaurant would 
also include a semi-open kitchen area, 
which he called a “grill room." He said 
this area would seat about 20. and would 
include a small bar. 

"it would be pretty casual, kind of 
like what used to be called a 'men's 
grill."' Oram explained. "You would 
come in. sit at a bar, and see anything 
from a burger to a steak being grilled 

He said that this part of the 
restaurant would be set off from the 
other sections. 

"It would be Ideal for people who are 
single and casually dressed," Oram said. 
"This way. they could eat and drink 
without having to sit in the dining room, 
where they might not be as com¬ 


fortable." 

He said the restaurant would 
therefore be similar to one on Newbury 
st in Boston run by the Magic Fan 
Company, where Oram works as a 
district manager However, the 
operation would be his own. he said. 

“I'm putting my own money on the 
line, so you know I'm going to be 
careful . " he added 

O'Connell cautioned Oram that 
selectmen in the past have discouraged 
bars in restaurants as such, and that 
while he could not speak for the rest of 
the board, that was still his personal 
view 

"As a rule, I advocate ‘no bar.' What I 
sav does not necessarily go for my 
colleagues here," he said, "but I myself 
have not been moved from that position 
Selectman John Williams agreed with 
O'Connell. "I have yet to he persuaded 
that a bar is proper." he said 
"Especially in a family restaurant 
Oram replied that he had discussed 
similar concerns with the Back Bay 
Association in Boston before setting up 
the Newbury si operation He said that 


the other areas would address those 
concerns. 

"Since families would mainly be 
dining in the dining rooms, it's unlikely 
that they would be in proximity to people 
who wanted to dine in the grill area. ’ he 
said 

Oram said he would be glad to talk 
with residents near the proposed site, as 
well as other merchants in the area lie 
added that he feels confident he will 
receive their approval 

"A busy, but well-organized 
restaurant will be good for trade." lie 
said 

O'Connell advised Oram that the 
selectmen would make sure that town 
residents are as well informed as 
possible about any such proposed 
restaurant. 

Selectman Alan Macdonald said that 
Oram's idea has merit, but would have to 
lie explored with the help of the town 
Further discussion would make it clear d 
such a restaurant is in fact good for 
Winchester, he said. 

"You have to he open minded in 
either direction." he said

The stalled Swanton st project will 
take to the road again during the first 
week of June. 

According to Hep Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh Jr., the yawning cavity under 
the temporary pedestrian bridge will be 
completely filled in next month and a 
new extension of the roadway will be 
constructed. 

Saltmarsh pointed out that the cost of 
the project will be $232,832, the amount of 
the low bid submitted by G. Conway He 
contrasted this amount to the $928,875.50 
that had been originally awarded to the 
Sutton Corp. for the construction of a 
replacement bridge for the shaky 
existing structure. The bridge bad been 


rated as the 94th worst in the stale 

Saltmarsh. who took action to have 
the bridge replacement project can¬ 
celled after he learned the B & M 
Railroad planned to abandon the Woburn 
Loop, pointed out that the difference in 
cost was close to $700,000 less for an 
extension of the street than for a new 
bridge that would have entailed 
thousands of dollars in future main¬ 
tenance costs. 

"Although I regret the delay and 
inconvenience caused to residents of the 
neighborhood while this problem was 
being resolved. I can assure them that 
when the work — which involves the 
widening and reconstruction of the in¬ 


tersection of Main and Swanton sis now 
signal lights, sidewalks and attractive 
landscaping has been completed, a 
hazardous eyesore will be transformed 
to an attractive street juncture that will 
no longer present a hazard to their 
personal safety or to the springs in their 
vehicles." lie said "It will also add 
greatly to the asthetic value of the town 
"If government is to become cost- 
effective." he continued, "it is necessary 
to avoid or cancel unnecessary con¬ 
struction projects that become obsolete 
before they are completed. In Hus case, 
we received information in time to 
prevent a drain on the taxpayers that

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Laws Lure Police And 
Firemen To Retire Early 




Police Log 


The present stale compensation laws 
make retirement due to job-related 
injuries attractive to policemen and 
I iremen. according to town officials 

In their budget report to Town 
Meeting members, the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. Town Manager and Board of 
Retirement members noted that state 
statutes are most liberal in granting 
benefits to these two classes (police and 
firemen) of public employees. 

The report states that benefits for 
safety officials has become a substantial 
cost to Winchester as well as to other 
towns "Amendments to state statutes 
will eventually need to be adopted to 
bring these costs under control and to 


reduce the benefits so that it is not so 
attractive for them to find job-related 
injuries as it is now." the budget report 
states. 

Town Meeting approved a $15.0011 
request for employee benefits to safely 
officials That request was made by the 
Retirement Board and approved by both 
the Town Manager and the Finance 
Committee. 

When policemen or firemen are in¬ 
jured on the job. they receive their 
regular pay for an unlimited time period 
Other town employees who are injured 
on the job can only remain on the payroll 
for a limited period of time and they are 
paid less than their full salary

Basketball Courts At Ginn 
Field To Be Repaired

Local athletes should stop working to 
perfect their tennis backhand and start 
practicing their lay upshots. 

Town Meeting Monday night over¬ 
whelmingly approved a motion to repair 
the basketball courts at Ginn Field for 
$5,000. But seconds later, members also 
almost unanimously defeated a motion 
to fix up the tennis courts at Manchester 
Field for $28,000. Both motions were 
decided by voice votes. 

It was the second time during the 
annual spring Town Meeting that 
members were asked to weight the 
importance of repairing athletic 
facilities against conserving the budget. 

A motion to repair both the tennis and 
basketball courts was defeated May 12 
by Town Meeting members following 
lengthy, emotional debate. That vote 
was 78-58. 

Despite speeches from sports lovers 
last week chiding the town for allowing 
the tennis courts to deteriorate to their 
shabby state. Town Meeting members 
were reluctant to spend any of the tight 
budget for repairs. 

But Town Meeting member Leslie 
French requested reconsideration of the 
motion, claiming the proposal to fix up 
the basketball courts was swallowed up 
by the larger monetary request for the 
tennis courts and therefore defeated 
without proper debate. 

French requested the two be 
separated and after about 15 minutes of 
debate, the $5,000 motion to repair the 
basketball courts passed on a voice vote. 
Only a handful of "nays” could be heard. 

French pointed out that many dif-

"I voted against the $33,000 last 
Thursday (to repair both the tennis and 
basketball courts) but when the Mystic 
School closes it will eliminate the only 
basketball court in that area of town, so I 
now fully support the amendment to 
repair the basketball courts." 

Town Meeting Member Mary Jean 
Weylman, a strong proponent last week 
of the full motion to repair both courts, 
said that in addition to voting to repair 
the basketball courts, the town should 
seriously consider future maintenance 


work for other athletic facilities. 

“There is a task force on athletics 
which is working on long-range views of 
our athletic situation," Weylman said. 
“We've let our fields deteriorate. After 
we received the task force report, this 
Town Meeting should appoint a com¬ 
mittee to look at the town needs. 

“We should step up to maintain our 
athletic facilities," Weylman stressed, 
urging her fellow Town Meeting 
Members to support the $5,000 motion. 

Several other Town Meeting mem¬ 
bers also spoke out in favor of repairing 
deteriorating athletic facilities. 

“I’m not in favor of repairing the 
basketball courts because I happen to he 
6-foot-five and enjoy the game." claimed 
Town Meeting member Lane McGovern, 
stooping down to reach the microphone 
at the podium. "But the town created the 
court and then allowed it to slip into 
disrepair.” 

"A first-class town like Winchester 
should have a first-class basketball 
court." French said. 

Next year. Winchester will have an 
impressive hoops court added to its list 
of assets. But the tennis courts will 
continue to remain below top condition.

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TM Grapples With Rising Employee Benefits 

Retirement Benefits Chomp 
Away At Budget With Speed 


Town To Find New Funding Plan 
For Worker’s Compensation Benefits 


By SUSAN SCIINKCK 

Once again, town employee 
retirement benefits will consume one of 
the biggest pieces of next year's budget. 
At the annual spring Town Meeting, 
members approved a motion to pay 
$1,325,899 for pensions to Winchester's 
retired employees. 

The motion, recommended by tbe 
Finance Committee, was approved on a 
voice vote. The figure is a fill percent 
increase from the $b: 1(»,559 spent for those 
costs two years ago. 

But this may be one of the last times 
Town Meeting members will have to 
appropriate such a large percentage of 
the budget for pensions. 

In addition to voting to pay this year's 
pension obligations. Town Meeting 
members budgeted S250.00U to start an 
account which can eventually fund the 
growing pension liability. 

Town Meeting members also ap¬ 
propriated $237,574 for pensions to 
widows of deceased employees. 

Although there is no law requiring the 
town to pay pensions to widows of former 
employees. Town Meeting members 
voted to do so many years ago. 

Each year, the Board of Retirement 
estimates an amount which must be paid 
to that account. Benefits are provided for 
service, accidental and ordinary 
disability. Veterans receive pensions 
through this account as an alternative to 
contributory retirement systenj benefits. 

According to a recent actuarial study 
of the pension liability, the growing 
liability had reached about $27 million by 
Jan. l, 1983. 

If $250,000 is budgeted each year to 
pre-fund the liability the debt win 
become controllable in about 15 years, 
according to the actuarial report com¬ 
pleted by the Wyatt Co. 

Town Officials have warned Town 
Meeting members this year and in 
previous years that about 10 percent of 
the budget would have to be ap¬ 
propriated for pension obligations in the 


near future unless the fund was 
established. 

The debt will become controllable if a 
fund is started because at some point in 
the future i15 years if $250,000 is 
budgeted annually) the interest from the 
fund will grow at tbe same rate as the 
liability. 

The town's decision to prefund its 
pension liability will reverse the current 
“pay-as-you-go” system whereby Town 
Meeting members appropriate the an¬ 
nual amount required to meet the 
obligations incurred during that year 

The Board of Retirement administers 
the town's retirement plan. The plan 
covers all town employees except school 
personnel who are covered by the 
teachers’ retirement system Town 
employees pay between five and seven 
percent of their salaries - depending on 
when they were hired toward their 
pensions. That money is kept in a 
separate fund, but it does not come close 
to the total amount of the pensions. 

About 530 employees are covered by 
the plan. Of that number, about 300 are 
retired and receive annual benefits. This 
year. 2-t percent of tbe budget — the 


$1.325,899 appropriation — was needed to 
fund their pensions. The actuarial report 
predicts that amount will escalate to -to 
percent unless a fund is started. 

The spring Town Meeting decision to 
start pre-funding the pension liability 
was the recommendation of all town 
officials. 

That move was also consistent with 
actions taken by many surrounding 
communities. According to a recent 
survey conducted by Town Manager 
Thomas Groux. most comparable 
communities have been making 
significant annual contributions toward 
a pension fund for the last three to four 
years. 

The Town Meeting decision to ap¬ 
propriate $250.0(H) to pre-fund the pension 
this year does not necessarily mean that 
similar contributions will follow each 
year. 

Next year. Town Meeting may decide 
on a different amount Town Meeting 
members also requested the selectmen 
to bring them a report next spring on the 
status of the liability along with a 
recommendation for an appropriation to 
the fund.

And at this stage ot the investigation, 
a newly established, non-profit state 
organization created lor communities is 
the insurance group which most appeals 
to town officials 

Town officials were not yet ready to 
ask the members ot the spring Town 
Meeting to approve coverage by the 
Massachusetts Interlocal Insurance 
Association iMIAA). but they were 
ready to update members on the in¬ 
creasing compensation costs hist week. 

During the annual meeting, members 
approved a $205,904 request for worker's 
compensation That amount, which is 
determined each year, pass employee 
benefits The town has always been sell 
insured for worker's compensation. 
Members of tbe town Insurance

Committee told Town Meeting members 
they would like more time to study the 
situation before recommending that the 
town join MIAA. 

Regardless of whether town officials 
decide on a recommendation about 
MIAA or any other group, they are 
convinced the town should replace the 
current self-insurance system 

That system does not allow officials to 
budget in advance for compensation 
benefits. In fiscal 1982 (July I. 1981. to 
June 30. 1982) the town spent $220,570 lot- 
worker's compensation. Last year, the 
town spent $16(5,001). 

Early this year, representatives from 
the MIAA came before the Board of 
Selectmen to point out advantages the 
town would receive if it joined the MIAA 


plan The MIAA reps said the town could 
even out the costs of worker's com¬ 
pensation from year to year by joining 
the state plaq. thereby making budget 
planning easier. 

In addition. MIAA representatives 
noted the town would receive the benefits 
of tin active and professional claims 
administration system operated by 
people who are not acquainted with 
victims of accidents and would not 
therefore feel obligated to rule in their 
favor 

Under the MIAA plan, safety experts 
visit the working conditions in the town 
and recommend changes to prevent 
accidents 

If the town did join the MIAA. 
worker's compensation costs would 
increase during the first few years 
because the town would still be 
responsible for cases submitted before 
the switch. In addition to that respon¬ 
sibility. ttie town would be required to 
pay its insurance premium in advance. 

But as the benefits for those old 
claims were exhausted, the town would 
pay less and less. MIAA spokesmen 
claimed. 


Medical Insurance Takes Big Bite From Budget

Medical insurance costs are con¬ 
suming too much of tlie town budget and 
officials do not see an easy solution to the 
expensive problem. 

Insurance costs reached a total of 
$720,140 this year compared to $430,280 
spent in fiscal 1982 (July 1. 1982. to June 
30.1982). 

Town Meeting approved the $720,000 
appropriation, but not without a fight 
Members also approved a motion to 
direct the selectmen to seek competitive 
bids for group insurance. 

The selectmen and other town of¬ 


ficials. however, said they have been 
unsuccessful in the past with attempts to 
solicit bids. 

"In the past, the town has sought bids 
but they were not always received." said 
Selectmen Chairman Edward O'Connell. 

"The last time we went out to bids, we 
sent information to numerous insurers 
but we only got one bid." agreed Town 
Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano. 

Finance Committee Chairman Eli 
Bortman noted that the lack of interest 
from insurance companies has left the 
town in a bad position. 


"They have sought bids and have had 
nothing forthcoming," Bortman noted. 
“We (FinCom ' don't see any real answer 
to rising health care costs " 

Faggiano pointed out that the dismal 
medical insurance financial situation is 
not a unique problem to Winchester. 

"The problem of rising medical in¬ 
surance costs is a nationwide problem." 
Faggiano said “We have expended a 
considerable amount of time looking at 
possible ways to reduce this type of in¬ 
crease. It's a problem that no one has an 
answer to." 


lie blamed the rising costs on in¬ 
flation. changes in the method of paying 
out medicaid benefits and lengthy 
hospital confinements. 

"We have so many teaching hospitals 
in the area that the number ot days an 
individual is in a hospital here is 
significantly higher than it is in other 
places," Faggiano said "So the bottom 
line is that hospital costs in 
Massachusetts are higher. 

"Our labor groups require that we 
meet the present level of benefits given 
by Blue Cross and Blue Shield so that it is 


difficult for us to obtain bids with our 
specifications "If we wanted to start 
giving out less benefits, that would have 
to he negotiated." 

About 8(H) people are covered by the 
town insurance plan which provides life 
and medical coverage. 

Benefit levels are established by the 
Board of Selectmen according to a 
statutory employee consultation 
process 

The town pays 50 percent of ttie 
premium costs for (his insurance and the 
employee pays the balance.

TM Spends $600K On Town Renovations 


To Fix Water, Sewer, Stations, DPW Tools 


Town Meeting drained half-a-million 
dollars from one of the town's savings 
accounts last week to pay for repairs to 
the town's traffic lights, sewer system, 
water system and for new Dept, ol 
Public Works equipment. 

All of the money will come from the 
Stabilization Fund, a bank account 
which has not been used for several 
years and contained $1,072,000 before 
Thursday night. 

But Town Meeting chose to spend the 
money from the account, rather than 
forego the various repairs or take the 
money out of taxes. 

On Thursday, Town Meeting ap¬ 
proved spending $10,000 for new traffic 
controls, $110,000 for water system 
cleaning and lining, $110,000 to buttress 
the face of the North Dam. and $150,000 
to continue rehabilitating the town’s 
sewer system. 

At an earlier session. Town Meeting 
members approved $175,000 be spent 
from the Stabilization Fund to pay for 
the architects’s plans for the new police 
and fire station, and on Monday, they 
approved spending $124,000 from the 
fund for new I)FW equipment. 

However, at the same Monday 
meeting, they decided to go hack on their 
earlier decision to rebuild the North 
Dam, cutting out the $110,000 and 
chosing to wait to do the work. 

Town Meeting member Michael 
Connolly noted that if the town waits 
until the Bear Hill pipeline project is 
completed, it can switch from using 
reservoir water to using MDC water 
from the pipeline, drain the reservoir, 
and do a better job fixing the dam. The 
pipeline project is only under con¬ 
sideration, however. 

Both Connolly and Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Eli Bortman noted the 
reason for repairing the dam — that it 
would fail in the event of an earthquake 

wasn't strong enough to warrant 
spending the money this year. "The 
dam probably does need work, and it 
should be done some time in the future, 
probably sometime within the next 7(H) 
years,” said Bortman. "This is definitely 
in the category of something we can 
postpone.” 

Water Supt. Richard Warrington said 
the dam definitely needs work, com¬ 
menting that if the earthquake that hit 
New Hampshire last year struck within 
two miles of the dam, "It would be wiped 
out, no question about it." 


But Town Meeting members weren’t 
worried about an earthquake in the next 
fiscal year, and voted 42-104 against the 
expenditure. 

That left them spending for the traffic 
lights — mainly for repairs to lights such 
as those on Skillings rd. and Washington 
st.. which have been breaking down 
regularly over the past month — the 
water system cleaning and lining and the 
sewer repairs, both on-going main¬ 
tenance programs. 

That left the Stabilization Fund with 
$496,000, after spending $576,000 FI) 

Town Meeting members tired to cut 
$173,900 from that total by cutting out 
some of the money for sewer 
rehabilitation and DI’W equipment, but 
both cuts were turned down by Town 
Meeting. 

The move to cut $73,900 from the DPW 
budget came from Gay Singer Kenney, 
who said a plow and frame for one of the 
DPW trucks and a new front end loader 
weren't needed. 

But Town Meeting member Vincent 
Carroll responded that "If she had 
looked at the equipment, she would not 
have made that motion. The vehicle in 
question is tired." 

And Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O'Connell noted that "I guess we 
wouldn't have any Picassos hanging in 
our buildings if we had taken away his 
paint brush. The DPW does good work 
but they need equipment . " 

Town Meeting agreed, and voted 2-142 
against the motion to cut. and voted in 
the money on a voice vote. 

There was another motion to knock 
$100,000 from the spending — Town 
Meeting member Michael Connolly 
asked that the figure be cut from the 
sewer rehabilitation money. 

Connolly explained that the $150.(lot) in 
sewer repairs money was to fix three 
pumping stations on Wincrest dr.. 
Thornberry rd. and Woodside ave. 

Connolly said pumping stations were 
low on the priority list when the town 
began its 10-year, $1.2 million sewer 
rehab program last year, and that at 
least two could hold out another year. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux ex¬ 
plained that the town had changed its 
work schedule for the rehabilitation 
projects, because there was now a 
chance of getting 90 percent of the work 
paid for by the federal government. 

But it will take a year before the town 
is ready to request federal aid, Groux ex¬ 


plained, so in the meantime he wanted to 
do projects that wouldn't qualify for the 
aid — like replacing pumps. 

Both Groux and Warrington said 
frequent pump failures during heavy 
rain storms cause sewage to flow into 
streets and peoples' basements, posing a 
health hazard. Warrington noted that 
each of the three pumps had failed a 
dozen times last year. 

The Board of Selectmen, who had 
endorsed the original $150,000 figure, 
changed their minds in the middle of the 
debate and voted 4-1 in favor of the cut. 
That vote brought an indignant outburst 
from Town Meeting member Mary 
Pronski, who said the selectmen had 


"pulled the rug out from under the Town 
Manager and the town employees." 

But the Finance Committee stuck 
with their recommendation of spending 
$150,000. FinCom Chairman Bortman 
said his committee really didn’t care 
what the money was spent on, just so the 
town kept up its level of spending on 
sewer rehabilitation. It wouldn't do any 
good for Town Meeting to put off spen¬ 
ding the money, Bortman argued, since 
the pumps would have to be replaced 
soon. 

Connolly’s motion failed on a voice 
vote, and the Town Meeting members 
approved the $150,000 item by a 128-11 
margin, 


TM Budgets Big Bucks 


To Maintain Schools 


This year. Town Meeting was asked 
to budget the largest amount ever for 
school building maintenance. 

During the spring Town Meeting 
members budgeted $470,462 for school 
building maintenance. The motion, 
submitted by the Finance Committee, 
was approved on a voice vote. 

Two years ago. Town Meeting spent 
$379,027 to maintain and repair the 
buildings. Last year $426,368 was 
budgeted for that account. 

Although this year’s $470,462 was a 
record number in terms of size, it was 
even less than the amount requested by 
the School Committee. 


The bulk of the funds will go toward 
school building maintenance which is the 
responsibility of the Department of 
Public Works (DPW). That amount will 
only cover repair and maintenance of the 
structures. It does not include custodial 
work or cleaning and energy for the 
school buildings since those costs are 
included in the school budget 

The Buildings Dept, of the DPW is in 
charge of care and maintenance of all 
town and school buildings. That 
responsibility covers the structures 
occupied by the DPW. Town Hall, the 
transfer station, train stations and rental 
properties. 


Unemployment Costs 


High, Down From 1982 


About two years ago. unemployment 
expenses were taking over a large chunk 
of the town budget because of school 
closings and layoffs. 

Since 1982. that expense dropped 
sharply and has remained relatively 
stable. Town Meeting last week ap¬ 
proved a request for $36,660 to reimburse 
the state for unemployment benefits 
incurred over the last year. 

That figure was an increase over the 
$21,660 spent last year. But it was a 


marked decrease from the $89,369 the 
town had to spend in fiscal 1982 (Julv 1. 
1981, to June 30,1982). 

In 1976, the federal government ex¬ 
tended unemployment compensation 
responsibility to state and local gover¬ 
nment employees. State governments 
became liable for unemployment costs 
beginning in 1978. 

Each month, the state Division of 
Employment Security bills the town for 
any claims incurred.

Tony Fisher (seated) 
Mary Klug"' dealmg w,,h bo,h parish and prlva,e Problems involving Philip Coonley, his wife, Maggie Russell, and 


Senator Kraus Claims Well-Intended 
Child Abuse Bill Can’t Work

State Sen, Richard A. Kraus said he is 
opposed to House Bill (>(>49. which under 
one of its provisions would require 
reporting suspected child abuse cases to 
district attorneys by the Department of 
Social Services when a child is admitted 
to an intensive care unit of a hospital. 

According to Kraus, the intent of the 
bill is well-meaning. However, he feels 
that this aspect of the hill which requires 
mandatory reporting to district at¬ 
torneys based on decisions made by 
hospital personnel will cause some 
parents or other guardians not to take 
badly abused children to hospitals. 

The result, said Kraus, is that. 
"Children will unnecessarily die. I say 
unnecessarily because this provision is 
not eseential to the prime thrust of the 
bill and can be deleted without impairing 
the intent of the bill " 

Kraus explained, "All of us. I believe, 
want three things to happen in cases of 
child abuse. First and most important, 
the child should get medical attention if 
necessary. Second, the case should be 
reported to those authorities who can 
help. Third, steps should be taken to see 
that the abuse is not repeated." 

He continued. "In Massachusetts, the 
first step has never been under serious 


question. And. in 1973 as a result of hard 
work on the part of a number of 
legislators including Senators Backman 
and Bulger, laws were passed which 
have increased the number of reported 
cases from virtually zero to several 
thousand per year. On this aspect, we 
have one of the best records of any state. 
But the third step has been frustrating." 

"We established a department 
(Department of Social Services) to deal 
with it but did not give it enough funding 
or personnel. Now we cry out in anger 
that it is not getting the job done." 

"This bill is a gamble," Kraus said. 
"Its sponsors know that its passage is 
likely to reduce the number of cases of 
child abuse that get reported at all. But 
they are hoping that of those which do 
get reported, more will result in the child 
abuse being stopped. That gamble is just 
as well carried out and the results 
assessed based on five of the six 
provisions which require reports to 
District Attorneys. There is no need to 
add the sixth provision which is the only 
one which uses decisions by hospital 
staff to trigger reports to the DAs." 

Kraus explained, "When I first saw a 
draft of this bill, 1 worried that the 
hospital-related provision might en¬ 


danger children. So I checked with to 
people including a child advocate, a 
social worker, an MD. a nurse, a district 
attorney, a probation officer — all people 
acquainted with the behavior of child 
abusers. Every single one believed that 
this provision would result in children 
who need to be, not being taken to the 
hospital and hence that some will die." 

Kraus added, "The system is being 
stepped up right now. The Department of 
Social Services is under court order to 
increase its staff. Ten out of the 10 people 
I called for advice on this bill agreed that 
this bill is jeopardiziing the lives of 
children. And. I have no intention of 
sitting back and accepting this bill. I feel 
a great sense of responsibility to stand 
up for the lives of these children." 

The bill, including the hospital related 
provision, was given House approval on 
a voice vote without debate, is currently 
in Senate Ways and Means and is ex¬ 
pected to come before the Senate later 
this month. 

Kraus concluded, "1 cannot sit back 
and accept this bill as it stands. If we do 
not delete the hospital-related provision, 
children will die and it will be our fault. I 
will do everything I can to delete that 
provision."

Winchester Needs A Job-Search

One day last week I boarded 
the train at Winchester center 
heading for Boston. 1 was wear¬ 
ing my best business suit, shirt 
and tie. While walking down the 
aisle I heard a man say of me, 
“He looks like he's got money." 
1 laughed to myself and thought 
“It’s only a disguise." 

1 was on my way to a job inter¬ 
view carrying enough cash to buy 
the round trip ticket and a cup of 
coffee. The almost penniless con¬ 
dition of my finances reflected 
the fact that I am unemployed. 
Living in our town on unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, borrowed money 
and savings does not make for a 
wealthy man. 


What this town needs is a job- 
search club for people to share 
contacts and frustrations while 
looking for a new job. Perhaps 
many folks in Winchester feel 
there isn't a need for such a club 
in our town since there are so few 
unemployed people. Yet, there 
are people who struggle with be¬ 
ing unemployed and living in 
Winchester. 

Howard Chase at the Veterans 
Office in the Town Hall said that 
in the month of March, 949 people 
received unemployment benefits 
in our toum. There surely must be 
other unemployed people who do 
not receive benefits who could be 
added to that number. Perhaps 
there are 1,000 Winchester 


residents without gainful employ¬ 
ment. This estimate must be on 
the conservative side. 

A teacher and town resident 
said he isn't surprised at the high 
number of unemployed people 
here. He said “most of the people 
here are in middle management 
positions and are the first to go 
when the economy is in poor 
shape. 

“Charles Murphy at the 
Department of Employment 
Security agreed saying that about 
60 percent of the unemployed in 
Winchester were in middle 
management positions. 

Being unemployed takes a toll 
on feelings and self-esteem. A 
59-year-old unemployed resident

who has held middle manage¬ 
ment positions said “you can’t let 
yourself get discouraged” in the 
job search. He feels his age and 
years of experience hinder his 
search and welcomes the idea of 
a job club. 

Unemployment in Winchester 
effects all of us economically 
through loss of income and social¬ 
ly with discouragement and 
frustration. This important social 
problem can be helped in part by 
a job club. If you are unemployed 
and like the idea of a job club, 
contact me.

The Memory Of Love, Not Medicine, That Kept Her Alive

The woman in the next bed 
was old. She was old and she was 
sick. 

1 realized, looking at her from 
my own oversized crib, how 
minor the defect was that had 
brought me into the hospital; how 
insignificant the crimp in my cus¬ 
tomary good health, especially in 
comparison to hers. 

Here I was, listening to 
classical music and changing my 
nightgowns and worrying about 
whether or not I could find 
someone to wash my hair for me. 

The woman in the next bed 
entertained no such worries. 

She lay there day and night, 
sleeping sometimes, but wakeful 
too. She stared straight ahead. 
Except for some occasional faint 
whimpering, she never spoke. In 
the whole week I was her room¬ 
mate: not a single syllable. 

She was a big woman, tall and 
heavy-boned. She looked like the 


kind of woman who had stoked 
the furnace for 50 winters’ worth 
of frosty mornings, who had put 
up her own preserves, who had 
laundered a thousand shirts with 
washboard and wringer. Though 
white and wrinkle-free, her skin 
wore bruises or something akin to 
bruises — large purple blotches 
beneath the surface, as if her 
blood has spilled like grape juice, 
over-running the veins and stain¬ 
ing the marble flesh that tented 
it. 

Her name was Maggie. 

Oh, she was Mrs. So-and-So at 
times. But when the nurses came 
in to rouse her for meals, when 
the physical therapists arrived to 
urge her toward motion, they 
would all call her Maggie. 

They meant no disrespect, I 
think. From what I understand, 
health-care people often use the 
given name to penetrate a cloudy 
mind. It was believed in this case, 
1 guess, that whatever Maggie 


might be hiding behind those va¬ 
cant eyes, she was more likely to 
emerge if coaxed out by the name 
used for her by friends, when she 
was a girl, maybe, in what year 
— 1890? 1895? In the landmark 
year of 1900? 

It didn't work, of course. She 
never answered them. 

They'd come in every day and 
shout at her. “Maggie! Good 
morning! Wave to me, Maggie!" 
And then they'd lapse into con¬ 
versational parentheses with 
each other: “Did you go for cof¬ 
fee yet?” “We're getting nowhere 
here." Then again, “MAGGIE! 
Give me a nice big wave, Maggie. 
Can you wave bye-bye for me?” 

Maggie never did wave, as 
you can imagine. 

She never ate either. They 
spooned the food into her and she 
pushed it back out again. Rice 
pudding and mashed potatoes: 
they didn’t interest her in the 
least. 


Once I recall her doctor’s 
coming in, a small man he was, 
and bearded, who did his share of 
shouting too: “Maggie, this is 
Doctor X! Can you see me? I’ll be 
gone for the weekend, Maggie, 
but I’ll be back on Monday.” The 
old woman just looked at him. His 
goings and comings were a mat¬ 
ter of complete indifference to 
her. 

She was far far away, beyond 
the reach of them all. 

Until her family came in, that 
is. 

They’d come in every night, 
those people, a man and a 
woman, Maggie’s boy, himself a 
boy no longer but a resident of 
High Middle Age. He and his wife 
came in every night. 

They loved that old woman. 
They didn’t call her Maggie; they 
called her Mom. 

They didn’t shout at her 
either. 

“Mom! ” her son would begin. 


“How are you, Mom?” “Come 
home with us,” he’d say, “and 
make some beans for supper. It’s 
Saturday night, Mom. You know 
Mary here can’t make baked 
beans the way you do. What do 
you say, Mom?" 

She didn’t say much, I admit. 
Nothing that the casual observer 
would notice, anyway. 

But her boy could tell she 
heard him; her children knew. 

“Look,” they’d say one to the 
other. “Look, she’s starting to 
smile. She knows us! Oh, she’s 
GOOD today. She’s wonderful. 
Hello, Mom! She’s waving! See? 
Look at her fingers.” 

It’d break your heart to hear 
them. 

It nearly broke mine in the 
next bed. 60 years this woman’s 
junior, with my Bach and my 
bathrobes and my blow-dryer. 

There lived in that couple’s 
voices so much of celebration, so 
much of love.

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Hetters To The Editor 
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School Superintendent Search Committee Selection Process Will Go A Long Way Toward Determining Success Of Search 


K 1)1 TOR OK TIIK STAR: 

(Kditor’s noli*: Tin- following letter was 
sent In School Committee Chairman 
Constance I’apas, and forwarded for 
publication in The Star.) 

Dear Ms. Papas: 

There can be no more important 
responsibility during your tenure as 
chairwoman than the conduct of the 
superintendent selection process. That 
process goes beyond the selection of a 
final candidate. It demands a rigorous 
policy review of the goals and objectives 
of public education in Winchester. It 
demands continued review and analysis 
of shifting student populations at various 


grade levels and their impact on sta! 
ring, budgets, and curriculum. It 
demands planning in general for the 
major issues which will confront our new 
superintendent. 

When Mr. MacDonald became 
superintendent, such issues were not as 
readily apparent. Schools were on 
ponding, budgets growing. We were still 
in the boom years of public education. As 
we came to realize till too quickly, 
however, the perspective of those years 
was naive and harmful. During these 
past 12 years, the quality of education, al 
least by standardized measures, has 
been eroding; staffs have been reduced 
and morale damaged; schools have been 


closed; and many curriculum 
modifications have been the result of 
reactive decisions rather than part of a 
defined strategy to revitalize our 
educational process. 

We can ill afford to begin the next 12 
years naively. At the very least, there 
are two prerequisites for selecting the 
new superintendent. The first is that the 
School Committee must elicit a vigorous 
discussion of educational objectives and 
priorities for the next several years a 
discussion among till segments of the 
community, including parent groups, 
teachers and administrators, and other 
town members Following these 
discussions, you must develop broad 


policy guidelines within which the new 
superintendent can perform effectively. 

Secondly, as part of the screening 
process, the candidates for the 
superintendency must bo acquainted 
with the community issues and ob¬ 
jectives that have been discussed, and 
ultimately the final candidates should he 
selected on the basis of their projected 
ability to deal with those issues and 
promote those objectives. 

The selection process is as important 
as the ultimate selection. 

We urge you, therefore, to select 
members of the screening committee 
with the following in mind: 

That members should be aware of 


major problems facing the school 
system and able to present them clearly 
to the candidates; 

— That members should represent 
various perspectives on those problems 
and educational issues, including the 
perspectives of the school teachers and 
staff who are most conversant with the 
issues on a day to day basis; and 

— That academic and professional 
credentials are far less important in this 
process than are involvement, com¬ 
munication skills, and personal com¬ 
mitment to maintaining the highest 
standards of quality education that are 
possible for this town. 


If the process is managed suc¬ 
cessfully, we will find a capable 
superintendent who can be successful 
because he-she will come to the job with 
a sense of the community and its 
educational objectives and constraints, 
and a firm understanding of the job 
requirements. We should offer our new 
superintendent nothing less than this, 
and demand nothing less of ourselves.

Beacon Hill Roll Call 


ABORTION (S 1955): House 
approved 95-57 an order calling 
for a constitutional convention to 
consider a constitutional amend¬ 
ment stating “the legislature 
may regulate or prohibit abortion 
and may regulate or prohibit 
private or public funding of abor¬ 
tion or the provision of service or 
facilities thereof.” 

Supporters argued the amend¬ 
ment is pro-life and will allow the 
legislature to eventually enact 
the toughest anti-abortion laws in 
the nation. They said it would 
allow the legislature to constitu¬ 
tionally pass a state law pro¬ 
hibiting state funding of all 
medicaid abortions deemed 
necessary to save a mother’s life 
or health, which are currently 
allowed. 

Opponents said it will result in 
deaths of women who cannot af¬ 


ford abortions and argued it 
discriminates against the poor. 
They said it was poorly drafted 
and open to many interpreta¬ 
tions. The convention was never 
convened and now the amend¬ 
ment must be approved by next 
year’s legislature before it can go 
on the ballot in 1984. 

A “Yea” vote is calling the 
convention and putting the 
amendment on the agenda. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

CABLE TV (H 2320): House 
rejected 116-23 a bill giving cable 
television companies a "reason¬ 
able expectation of a 10-year 
renewal of its contract with a 
community following a public 
hearing for the sole purpose of 
reviewing the company’s perfor¬ 
mance, current qualifications 
and future plans.” 


Supporters argued the bill was 
fair and protects a company from 
being thrown out of a community 
for no particular reason after it 
makes a large initial investment 
of wiring. They claimed the bill 
does not require communities to 
grant renewals. 

Opponents said the bill is anti¬ 
consumer and is simply special 
interest legislation for the cable 
industry. They said it takes away 
powers of local communities to 
renew contracts and said it could 
result in companies going to court 
to get license renewals. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay" vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

INSURANCE (S 848): The 
Senate 20-16 refused to reconsider 
its earlier defeat of a bill requir¬ 
ing insurance companies to pro¬ 
vide lower rates on property, 


health, auto, and life insurance 
for non-smokers. 

Supporters said non-smokers 
should be rewarded because they 
are better risks and they should 
pay lower rates, rather than sub¬ 
sidizing the smoker. Opponents 
said some companies already of¬ 
fer reduced rates, but argued 
companies should not be forced 
by law to do so. Some said it is im¬ 
possible to prove that a person is 
a non-smoker. 

A “Yea” vote is for recon¬ 
sidering defeat of the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is for leaving the bill 
defeated. 

Kraus voted yes. 

GUNS (H 5754): House re¬ 
jected 117-31, a bill allowing the 
town of Brookline to regulate the 
distribution, sale, and possession 
of handguns.

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Local Company Monitors Effects Of Demolition 
Of Madison Hotel On MBTA Structures 


If you have ridden on the MBTA 
Green Line or Orange Line since Sunday, 
you can thank a local consulting firm for 
making sure the ride was safe. 

Geotechnical Engineers Inc., 1107 
Main st. was responsible for monitoring 
the effects of the spectacular demolition 
of the Madison Hotel on nearby MBTA 
structures. 

When the signal was give Sunday and 
everyone else watched the dramatic fall 
of the Madison. GEI engineers were bent 
over their instruments observing the 
effects of the demolition on the elevated 
section of the Green Line on Causeway 
st. and the Orange Line tunnel beneath 
North Station. 

Working with Andcrson-Nichols & 
Co.. Inc. of Boston. GEI installed gauges 
to measure the amount of movement and 
stress sustained by the MBTA struc¬ 
tures during the blast. 

Of particular interest was the effect 
on the 80-year-old steel structure which 


carries the Green Line above Causeway 
st.. just 30 feet from the old Madison 
Hotel 

Several "bents" or structural support 
sections were monitored with strain 
guages and velocity transducers. The 
strain gauges were to determine if the 
steel structure was stressed beyond 
allowable limits. The gauges were 
capable of measuring stress applied for 
a duration of less than one thousandth of 
a second. The velocity transducers 
permitted determination of the amount 
of movement experienced by the 
structure. These instruments could 
determine movements on the order of 
one hundredth of .an inch. 

Over 9.000 feet of wire led to the GEI 
instruments which were located in the 
lobby of 130 Causeway st.. 600 feet from 
the Madison Hotel. The blast was so well 
executed, demolishing the building away 
from the MBTA structures and with so 
little effect on them, that the T was 


operational just 30 minutes after the dust 
had settled. 

GEI has monitored vibrations caused 
by construction activities, large

Most writers have to wait years 
before their first book is published, but 
not in Winchester. 

As McCall students have done for the 
past seven years, 150 young writers 
spent one month this spring conceiving, 
writing, binding, printing, illustrating, 
and then reading to elementary school 
kids their own children’s books. 

The program has been going on long 
enough now that some of the students 
writing books this year can remember 
back to the days when the older kids read 
to them. 

‘‘I remember when 1 was a kid and 
they read to us and I said, T can’t wait to 
do it. said Laura Colella of Kendall st.. 
a seventh grader at McCall. 

Colella's class wasn't working on the 
project this year, but she wanted to write 
a book so badly that she arranged to do 
the work in her own time, without credit. 

In the early years, the junior high 
students trooped over to nearby Lincoln 
Elementary School to read their literary 
works; now, this year, 550 to 600 kin- 
dergartners and first, second, and third 
graders from all six Winchester 
elementary schools rotated through 
“reading stations’’ in the McCall library 
on four different days. 

At those "reading stations" last 
week, tables in the library were shifted 
around to make space on the floor and 
semi-circles of kindergartners and first 
graders from Lynch and Lincoln 
Elementary Schools were scattered 
about the room. 

In front of each group sat seventh and 
eighth graders reading their stories out 
loud and carefully displaying the 
illustrations. 

Some of the young authors seemed to 
have more success than others. A few 
are old pros, having read to younger 
siblings or babysitting charges many 
times before. But for others this is a new, 
and somewhat nerve-wracking ex¬ 
perience — one that they have looked 
forward to with dread. 

"1 get nervous. I know I'm going to 
mess up like get all the words wrong 
or something." said Cary Williams, a 
students in Barbara Nixon’s class. 

But Misty Schwartzman who has been 
running the program begun by Nixon, 
doesn't worry about the reading too 
much. "A lot of the kids who say they 
don’t want to read find they have an 
amazing ability to read to the younger 
kids." she said, adding. "It’s a great role 
model for parenting." 

Jay Gosselin. an eighth grader who 
also participated in the program last 
year, was noisily displaying the ad¬ 
vantage of a little practice. Although his 
story was written and illustrated entirely 
in biack bail-point pen < he said he'd done 
it that morning) his story-telling antics 
delighted his audience, the members of 
which giggled, exclaimed, and called out 
answers to questions Gosselin had built 
into the book. 

Jeannie Keilly, a Lincoln second 
grader, looked over at Ben Coonley. a 
first grader from the same school, and 
pointed her finger at her head, moving it 
around in a circle motioning "crazy" 
and giggling as Gosselin described a 
monster consisting of six different 
animals put together — all of them 
chosen by the audience 

"What a weird monster." exclaimed 
Coonley. 

"1 had a dragon as a main character 
and 1 said I had to sell the dragon to pay 
for the book. 1 had them all name their 
favorite animals and I put them 


together." said Gosselin after the 
reading. 

Audience participation was a big 
reward for the authors, especially as 
they often had to put up with a lot of 
squirming and inattention before they 
got it. 

It often comes as a big surprise to the 
students reading to find that the little 
kids aren't automatically attentive, says 
Nixon. She and Schwartzman explained 
laughingly about the indignant kids who 
come to them after the readings. 

"I was reading my book and they 
weren’t paying attention." said Sch¬ 
wartzman. imitating an outraged 
student. "Suddenly they're on the other 
side." she added, smiling and shaking 
her head. 

The afternoon before, many students 
were still frantically trying to finish their 
books before the next day's readings. 
Never mind that the project had been 
going on for four weeks. 

"I didn't go to sleep at all last night." 
said Alyssa Parker, a student in Nixon's 
class, as she pul the finishing touches on 
her book. "Sally the Skating Squash." 

"Every time I'd go to sleep my 
mother would wake me up I just kept 
eating coffee icecream to keep me 
awake; I don't like coffee.” she said. 

Parker was working extra hard in the 
hopes of winning one of the "Mc- 
Caldicott" awards, handed out by Nixon 
•a month after the books have been 
turned in. 

Winning works are selected on the 
basis of creative endeavor, general 
appearance, and mechanics: the same 
criteria by which the books are graded. 

"Both my brothers and my sister got 
the awards when they were in this class" 
said Parker. She wants to continue the 
legacy. 

Schwartzman has been a main force 
behind the children's book unit for eight 
years. 

She retired as Title I director last 
spring, but volunteered to take on the 
project in her own time this year, 
working with McCall teachers Nixon and 
Ilolladay Handlin. 

The children’s book unit stresses 
fictional, creative writing and gives 
students a chance to experience some of 
the steps involved in the publishing 
process, say the teachers in charge of the 
project. 

The assignment to write a children's 
book is given as a long-term project, 
lasting at least a month, and requires 
background reading of 2() children's 
books, as well as extensive class 
discussion and examination of writing 
techniques and aims. 

The actual writing of the books allows 
the students to put to use their newly 
gained understanding of children's 
literature, said Schwartzman. 

"They put together all the skills 
they've learned....The kids have a big 
wealth of material to draw from." said 
Schwartzman. 

The teachers say it's often eye¬ 
opening for the students to realize the 
complexity of children's writing. 

"We discuss the content and the 
sophistication of sentence patterns 
There are some things in children's 
books that you never realize are there 
You're not just talking about Dick and 
Jane when you're talking about 
children's books." said Schwartzman 

Cary Williams of Pinest . a student in 
Nixon’s class, had a lot on her mind when 
she wrote her book.

Morse published numerous 
papers on theoretical physics, several ol 
which were in collaboration with the late 
Or. Karl T. Compton Morse was co¬ 
author with Dr. E. U. Condon of a text on 
quantum theory.

Morse joined the MIT faculty in 1931 
as an assistant professor of physics lie 
was appointed associate professor in 
193-t and professor in 1938. lie also served 
as director of MIT's Compulation Center 
(1955-67) and director of the Operations 
Research Center < 1958-70 1 . lie was 
chairman of the faculty 0958 (in 1 and 
became professor emeritus in 1968 

From 1941) to 1942. Morse directed

Resident’s Pioneering Work Led To CAT Scanner System 

Nobel Prize Was Only First Of 
Honors To Come To Cormack 


By PAUL VAN OSDOL 

Being a Nobel Laureate is not 
all it’s cracked up to be, accor¬ 
ding to Harrison st. resident Alan 
Cormack. 

“It’s interfered with my 
work,” says Cormack, who won 
one of the world’s most coveted 
prizes in 1979 for work that led to 
the development of the CAT scan¬ 
ning system, a computerized 



system that gives doctors a more 
detailed picture of organs and 
tissues than is possible through 
any other nonsurgical technique. 
CAT is an acronym for Comput¬ 
erized Axial Tomography. 

Since he won the prize, Cor¬ 
mack has had to deal with such 
bothersome trifles as running off 
to academic conferences in 
Europe, Japan and Africa, and 
serving on the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences 
and the National Academy of 
Sciences. He was elected to the 
latter board last month. 

However, paying his dues for 
winning the $96,000 reward has 
not been a total hardship for the 
modest 59-year-old native of 
South Africa. 

‘‘It’s been very nice travelling 
a lot and meeting interesting peo¬ 
ple,” says the former chairman 
of Tufts University’s Physics 
Department. 

One of those “interesting peo¬ 
ple” is Pope John Paul II, whom 
Cormack met recently while lec¬ 
turing at the Vatican for the 350th 
anniversary of the publication of 
Galileo’s principal thesis, a work 
so vehemently denounced by tbe 
Roman Catholic Church that 
Galileo was forced to recant the 
book's ideas. 

Though not himself a Catholic, 
Cormack says the pope’s ideas 
about the role of science have 
caused much controversy within 
the church. 

“By celebrating the 350th an¬ 
niversary of the book’s publica¬ 
tion, the Vatican is recognizing

said another woman. “We don't seem to 
get any satisfaction I don't know what 
we can do about that.” 

Statistics seem to support the com¬ 
plaints Molea issued 240 violation 
notices and picked up and confined 154 
dogs Iasi year. These enforcement ac¬ 
tions amount to only 16.7 percent of the 
total number of complaint calls. 

In Arlington violation notices and dog 
pickups equalled 61 percent of the 
number of calls. In Lexington in 1981 
violation notices and pickups were 59 
percent of total complaints. 

But those statistics don't tell the 
whole story Molea may not give the 
most violation notices, but that's not his 
approach. Hs uses tact first, force 
second. 

A call recently came to the police 
station. "There's a dog on Bacon st ." 
The caller wouldn't give an address or 


name, merely saying she was a Win¬ 
chester resident. She couldn't identify 
the type of dog. but said it was brown. 

“is it short haired?" Molea asked. "II 
sounds like the Marinos' dog.” he said. 
"I'll give a call and ask if their dog is at 
home." 

Sure enough the dog was out Molea 
suggested. "Go down lo 108 Ridge st.. 
there's a dog in heal Check that out. If 
you get there before 1 do. I 'll let it go." 

Another time he called a dog owner to 
say. "Your dog is in a van behind the 
police station. If he happens to escape I 
won’t notice. " 

He issues violation notices with a note 
that il the dog is registered within a week 
there will he no fine "I'd rather see the 
dog licensed." he says "I collect enough 
money to cover expenses. 

Molea said his approach wins 
cooperation and appreciation. And that it 


works. "Last year we only had 11 dog 
bites." he said. "Surrounding towns hud 
hundreds.” 

But when individuals consistently 
violate the leash law Molea goes after 
them. 

Molea recalled one incident when he 
received a complaint about a stray dog. 
He left a copy of the leash law for the 
owner. A second complaint came within 
a few days, this time from another 
neighbor. Molea went to visit the owner 
at7:20a.m. 

"Do you know where your dog is?" he 
asked. The owner whistled and the dog 
came running. "You're violating the 
leash law,,' said Molea. "The next time I 
get a complaint you'll get a $22 fine." 

And he instructed the neighbor who 
had complained to call the police and not 
his answering service the next time the 
dog was out.

residents to leave a name and phone 
number so he can get back to them, lie 
cautioned that his work day ends at 4 
p m. so if a call comes after that, he will 
not receive il until the next day. 

The caller who complained that 
Molea didn't return her calls later 
acknowledged that she hadn't left her 
name so it was impossible for Molea to 
call her. Molea does maintain anonymity 
and he checks trouble spots daily. 

"If people who call would only stay on 
the phone and give me some information 
to work with I can do a lot." he said "Let 
me know who the dog belongs to and the 
time it is usually out. I'll go talk to the 
owner and show him or her a copy of the 
leash law or leave a copy if there's no one 
at home. As a rule people will comply 
with the leash law. If they know they're 
not going to get a way with it they'll 
comply."

Some people, with only a superficial knowledge of 
wine and its storage, assume that wines kept in a 
cellar must be turned periodically.

Champagne producers upended bottles to permit 
sediment to settle in the necks in preparation for 
disgorging. However this process is no longer 
necessary by the time a wine reaches the consumer.

and another amendment to keep salaries 
at their current level. 

Saraeo moved to completely 
eliminate the salaries and their ac¬ 
companying benefits, claiming that the 
reduction offered by Arcari would not 
amount to much of a savings for the town 
since the assessors would still be eligible 
for medical insurance and retirement 
pensions. 

“It's not fair for one elected board to 
receive fringe benefits when all the other 
elected officials receive nothing." he 
said. “There is not an elected board in 
the town who puts in the amount of hours 
the selectmen do and we do not get paid. 

"I'm not looking for a salary." he 
emphasized. “Bui if you’re going to pay 
the assessors then pay the selectmen and 
everybody else and you can slart when 
my term on the board expires." 

But other officials and members 
argued that it would be more unfair to 
discontinue the stipends paid to the 
assessors in the middle of their terms. 

"When you’re playing poker, you 
don't like the rules changed after the 
cards are dealt." said Selectmen 
Chairman Edward O’Connell, who 
stressed that he was speaking as a Town 
Meeting member and not as a 
representative of his board which was 
sharply divided on the issue. 

O'Connell also noted that the new full¬ 
time assessor will not he hired im¬ 
mediately so there will be a period of 
time before the workload of the 
assessors will decrease. 

"I want to make sure the assessors 
continue their level of service lo the 
town," O'Connell said. 

Then came the drama. Carlson 
strongly insinuated that his level of 
service would be decreased lo zero if his 
salary were reduced. 

"Should 1 see any of these motions 
pass, I'd seriously consider resigning this 
duly," Carlson said. "I'd consider this a 


serious injustice to the hoard. 

In defense of his $6,500 annual 
stipend. Carlson noted that Ins hoard was 
the only hoard which was elected by the 
town and governed by the stale 
Therefore, he said, the assessors must 
comply with requirements not imposed 
on other elected town officials. 

"We have to be certified by the state 
and we have to keep abreast of all the 
statutes," he said. “We have to go to 
school to do that. 

"I'd hope to table these articles until 
next year," he continued. "I've said that 
this position is a labor of love, but there 
is still only so much time one can give of 
himself to a municipality." 

In an attempt to he diplomatic, the 
Finance Committee suggested cutting 
the salaries in half rather than reducing 
them by 75or 100percent. 

"It's difficult to choose and when that 
happens, my gut reaction is to split it 
down the middle." said EinCom 
Chairman Eli Bortman. 

Town Meeting and Planning Board 
member Clarence Borggaard argued 
that although all town officials — in¬ 
cluding himself — volunteer many hours 
to the community, the stipend paid to the 
assessors is small compared to their 
workload. 

"I think it'd be a mistake to cut back 
on the assessors' salaries." Borggaard 
said "They probably averaged 10 cents 
an hour for all their work last year. 
Whatever little stipend they get. they 
deserve every penny ol it." 

Just when it looked like that 
viewpoint was making an impression on 
Town Meeting members Assessment 
Review Committee Chairman John 
France read off a list of salaries given by 
other towns. 

“The basis for our recommendation 
(to reduce the salaries by 75 percent i 
was a state survey on the salary levels of 
assessors insurrounding'towns,” France

said, lie then read a list of salaries paid 
to nearby assessors, most ot which were 
between $1,500 and $3,000. 

Then came some arguments con¬ 
cerning the legality of cutting the 
salaries of people after they are elected. 

"I think the assessors would have a 
perfect legal right to sue the town for 
breach of contract." said Town Meeting 
member Albert Mooradian. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
however, said he did not believe there 
would he any basis for a lawsuit. And 
Arcari noted that she had been assured 
by the office of the Secretary of State 
tlial the salary reduction is legal. 

The arguments were travelling back 
and forth without getting anyplace when 
Selectman Ed O'Connell decided to 
throw some humor into the debate. 

O'Connell introduced a different 
angle on the argument that the assessors 
should be treated differently because 
they are subject to state restrictions. 

“Anyone can serve on the Board of 
Selectmen." O'Connell began. "It can be 
the town drunk or the town idiot." 

When the Town Meeting erupted into 
laughter. O'Connell added. “And some 
people probably think they do. But the 
assessors must comply with state 
regulations so they should be treated 
differently." 

Before finally voting to postpone the 
subject, members made another 
suggestion to eliminate the stipends for 
future assessors. 

Saraeo promised he would make that 
possible "I will file an article in the fall 
Town Meeting to make this take place 
for the next elected assessors," he said. 
"And I'd like to point out that the term of 
the present chairman who threatened to 
resign will expire next year." 

Whether or not Carlson will resign 
before that might be determined at 
tonight's meeting. So stay tuned.

.orena rd.. died May 14 in Winchester. 

Dr. Chipman was the head of the 
metallurgy department at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
from 1946 to 1962. He had also been a 
professor of metallurgy at MIT since 
19:17. 

Kla.. the 46-year 
Winchester resident earned a bachelor of 
science degree from the University of 
the South. Sewanne, Ind.. in 1920. a 
master of science degree from the 
University of Iowa in 1922. and a Ph.l).

the pope's His own ideas seemed just as 
radical more than 2(i years ago. when he 
first devised the complex mathematical 
formulas needed to develop the CAT 
scanner. 

At the same time, Godfrey Hounsfield, 
a British engineer, was developing new X- 
ray techniques while working indepen¬ 
dently of Cormack. The two shared the 
Nobel Prize, although they had not even 
met prior to their reviving the award 
CAT scanners, however, are not Kodak 
instamatics. and their huge cost - 
$1.2-$1.4 million each led many to think 
that they weren't practical In 
Massachusetts, the state set down very 
strict guidelines governing the purchase 
ot CAT scanners, guidelines which Cor 
mack says hindered the introduction of 
scanners "for very foolish reasons. " 
"The point of the scanner is its ver¬ 
satility." he explains. "II someone has his 
head hanged up. the first thing the doctor 
wants is a scanner A lot of people died 
because of those regulations Moreover, 
the point of them was to keep the costs 
down, but they went up."

more willing to give hospitals approval to 
buy ( AT scanners, a sign of the machine's 
utility even in times when hospitals are 
scraping for dollars.

There were 25 others 
sent to hospitals on the North Shore and 
in Boston and Cambridge. 

The doctor who supervises more than 
5000 CAT scans per year at Lynn Hospital 
has no doubts about the value of the 
scanner. 

" It’s a revolutionary instrument.'' says 
Dr. Harold Weintraub. "It was first 
thought to be just another way for 
hospitals to spend more money. Now. it is 
recognized to be much more than than." 

Although he is obviously a vigorous 
supporter of the scanner. Cormack has 
never involved himself in the marketing 
of the instrument. 

“Some people go into scientific 
research with a specific product in mind." 
he says. "But I've never had much to do 
with practical applications." 

Indeed, shortly after Cormack won the 
prize, Tufts President Jean Mayer called 
him "the best example I know of the fact 
that pure research has enormous 
payoffs.” 

Cormack began working on the idea for 
the CAT scanner during the mid-1950s, 
when he was at Groote Scliuur Hospital, 
the famous heart-transplant facility in Ins

native Johannesburg. 

He continued researching the idea, as 
"a sideline," lie says, after he came to 
Winchester and Tufts in 1957. He worked 
quietly — so quietly that it took a decade 
to develop the scanner after he penned his 
ideas, and two decades for the Nobel 
Academy to recognize his contributions. 
The only public funding Cormack receiv¬ 
ed during all his years of research on the 
scanner was SiKki from the former Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Cormack's lack of a doctorate degree 

unique among Nobel Laureates did 
not stop him from winning the prize. And 
it has not prevented him from receiving 
accolades closer to home than Sweden. In 
1978, he was named a Ballou Medallist, 
Tufts' highest award. 

In 1980. Cormack was elected to the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences. 
And last month, he was elected to the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences, which serves 
as an official adviser to the federal 
government on any matter of science or 
technology. 

Of his most recent honor, Cormack is 
nonplussed, even a bit confused. He was 
not aware that he had been nominated. 

"I'm not too familiar with what the 
Naitonal Academy does," he says. "I 
haven't read a copy of its constitution. 1 
guess I II just wait and see." 

Despite his heady position as a world- 
class physicist, Cormack continues to 
teach introductory physics at Tufts. He 
believes that the principles of physics 
don't change, whether one is studying 
million-dollar medical instruments or 
E MC>. 

"There should be a very close connec¬ 
tion between research and teaching,” he 
says. “Whether there is a direct connec¬ 
tion between research and teaching is an 
open question. Research in solid state 
physics is hard to apply to a course in 
elementary mechanics. But when students 
can get stuff straight from the horse's 
mouth — that's good." 

Cormack, who is known as a tough 
teacher, says he scarcely mentions CAT 
scanners in any of his undergraduate 
classes. But, he adds, "the principle 
behind it lies behind lots of different types 
of applications." 

As for the future, Cormack has no 
special plans other than carrying on with 
his life as a quiet academic. 

“I'm just going ahead doing the things 
I’ve always done, punctuated with more 
travel," he says. And, one expects, more 
recognition.

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TM Takes Employee Raises Hostage 


Police Frustrated, Hurt 


And Angry Over Move

II took eight Town Meeting sessions 
before members realized the exent of the 
financial disaster the town was heading 
toward. And when the fact that the town 
would be more than a half-million dollars 
short next year finally hit home, they 
reacted with a desperate move. 

Town Meeting rejected the negotiated 
contracts with the police and school 
custodians Thursday night the first 
time a contract has been rejected in 
years 

The move also killed scheduled raises 
for three non-unionized groups 
technical workers, professional staff, 
and part-time employees. 

The result ol the action was to lop 
$215,430 from the personnel costs for next 
year although since Town Meeting 
expects town officials to come back with 
a new contract settlement, the total 
savings won't be that much. 

Some town officials even gave up 
raises untouched by the motion Town 
Manager Tom Groux told Town Meeting 
Monday night that since the little guys 
couldn't have their raises, the big guys 
(the town manager, the comptroller, the 
town counsel and the school ad¬ 
ministrators) would also forego raises 

The revolt against the contracts was 
led by Town Meeting member and for¬ 
mer Finance Committee Chairman 
Robert Frank, who warned TM that it 
could no longer continue to give 7 percent 
raises to employees each year and avoid 
financial disaster. 

Projections for the next two years 
show liie town spending $5 million more 
than it look in. said Frank, a shortfall 
that would wipe out the town's savings 
by (985. 

What the town needs is a plan to avoid 
that crash, Frank said, and Town 
Meeting should hold the employees 
hostage until the town's leaders could 
come up with that plan.

The members of the Winchester 
Police Dept, are furious, hurt and in¬ 
sulted about the Town Meeting refusal 
last week to ratify their contracts which 
expire June 30. 

Furious that after negotiating in good 
faith with town officials for five weeks 
and reaching an agreement for a 7 
percent salary increase, people who did 
not participate in the contract 
discussions rejected the compromise. 

Hurt that after giving the people of 
Winchester what police helieve was 
consistent, top-quality service. Town 
Meeting members did not feel the police 
deserve the same raise awarded last 
year to other town employees including 
teachers and firefighters. 

And personally insulted that Town 
Meeting members singled out their 
paychecks to hold in hostage until town 
officials can figure out a strategy to 
balance the budget — a (strategy that 
may not be prepared until the fall Town 
Meeting. 


"We're limited to a two-and a-half 
percent increase in revenues (because of 
Proposition 2.5), we have not cut ser¬ 
vices. and we’re raising salaries by 7 
percent a year when the Boston Con¬ 
sumer Price Index was 4 percent last 
year," said Frank. "It doesn’t take a 
genius to figure out that we’re going to be 
up against a wall. 

"What we really need is a package 
including moderate salary increases lied 
to the CPI. consideration of raising 
additional revenues and consideration of 
spending cuts,” said Frank "I don't see 
that plan now.

The 40-man Winchester police force is 
planning action to protest last week's 
Town Meeting action to freeze their raises 

At an emergency meeting called Tues¬ 
day, the Winchester Police Association 
members decided they “will not tolerate 
being held hostage by town politics,” ac¬ 
cording to a statement released Wednes¬ 
day by association president Sgt. Francis 
Manzie. 

“Plans are being formulated for direct 
action in protest of the irresponsibility 
demonstrated by the Town Meeting." Ex¬ 
actly what type of action police will take 
has not yet been determined, police said 
Wednesday. 

While the policemen are not planning 
any drastic action to communicate those 
feelings, officers predict the blow to their 
morale will affect the way they perform 
their jobs. 

“Indirectly or directly, it (Town 
Meeting action) will affect the quality of 
service in this town," promised one 
police officer who, like most policemen 
interviewed Tuesday, chose to remain 


show us how to put those increases into a 
budget plan." Frank concluded. 

By an overwhelming voice vote. Town 
Meeting demanded that plan after 
debating the contract, rejection for more 
than two hours. 

Town Manager Groux began working 
on that plan the day after the Town 
Meeting vote, and presented TM 
members with an outline of what the 
plan would look like on Monday. 

On Tuesday, Groux and the selectmen 
hammered out the philosophy behind the 
plan and how they would negotiate the 
police contract in executive session, while 


anonymous. "The positive, progressive 
attitude which has been known to be 
representative of the men on tiie force 
will come to a stop. We all feel no one 
appreciates our efforts now. so why 
bother?" 

“I'm certainly not going to volunteer 
for any services above and beyond what 
we are paid to do." said Detective Id. 
Joseph N. Perritano who helped coor¬ 
dinate the volunteer fingerprinting 
service offered at the EnKa Fair by the 
Winchester Police Explorers Post. 
"Other people can (volunteerservices to 
the town) if they want to. but from what 
I’ve been hearing, no one wants to." 

Winchester Police Chief John P. 
McHligh said his men feel betrayed and 
that those feelings will be difficult to 
hide. “Quite frankly, my people feel let 
down." McHugh said. "They have an 
understanding of the economic situation 
on a personal level and on a community 
level. But they are the only labor force in 
the community without a raise coming 
up. 


the School Committee did the same for the 
custodians' contract. 

"I would like to submit that plan as 
early as possible, and not wait for 
November (the next scheduled session of 
Town Meeting).” said Groux in an in¬ 
terview "In fairness to those employee 
groups who are being, in effect, held 
hostage. I want to get this done as soon 
as possible. 

"As far as the financial plan goes. I'm 
beginning to assemble the information 
now." said Groux. But it's got to lie 
reviewed by a lot of people before it will 
be ready for Town Meeting. 

"And review of the contracts has to 


"I think it's a definite possibility that 
they will not continue the level of 
volunteer work they do now." he con¬ 
tinued. “Naturally there will be a 
reaction from those human beings who 
have been let down. They are all 
thinking. ’What did I do wrong?”' 

They are also thinking that the action 
taken by Town Meeting was wrong. 
Wrong and unfair. 

Many policemen believe Town 
Meeting members were out of line when 
they did not ratify the agreement 
negotiated by town officials and mem¬ 
bers of the Police Dept. 

"It’s larceny as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned," said Perritano. “Town Meeting 
stole money from our pockets. The 
people in this town elected officials to 
negotiate a contract and they negotiated 
in good faith with representatives from 
the Police Dept. 

“Then Town Meeting listens to an 
eloquent Town Meeting member and 


take place." continued Groux. "I'll have 
to get in touch with the police 
association, and set up a meeting. 
Negotiations will be difficult, because 
although they have got to relate to the 
town’s ability to pay. we also have to pay 
a fair wage." 

But no matter what Town Meeting 
thought of the fairness of the police or 
custodians' settlement, it was the town’s 
inability to pay that drove members to 
reject the contracts. 

The proposal to reject the contracts 
came after Town Meeting had approved 
a budget for next year of nearly $24 
million, a figure $2 million higher than 


expected revenues from taxes and state 
reimbursements The $2 million deficit 
will be made up by spending money IroTu 
the town's three savings accounts the 
general surplus revenue account, the 
sale of land account and the stabilization 
fund, which now contain $4 6 million 

It was that trend ol spending the 
savings that particularly alarmed 
Frank, he said, since there would soon lie 
too little money in those accounts to 
cover the deficit 

II the town continues to spend money 
the way it has been. Frank said when 
the budget comes to Town Meeting next 
year it would contain a deficit ot $:t 
million. The savings accounts, drained to 
$2.6 million this year, would not contain 
enough money to cover that short I;i II 

One way to avoid that shortfall. 
Frank continued, is to stop giving the 7 
percent raises received in town cm 
ployees over the past few years Last 
year, the teachers, firefighters and 
clerical workers received 7 percent 
raises in their contract settlements This 
year, the two year police contract called 
for a 7 percent raise the first year and a 
(1.5 percent raise the second, while the 
custodians' contract included a li >

Assessors Sherman Josephson and 
Werner Carlson pleaded that they were 
required to go to school for their jobs, 
needed state certification, and gave up 
lucrative contracts in town to avoid 
conflict of interest.

($6,500 for Chairman Carlson) board 
members are making. 

On the second night of debate over the 
salaries, Town Meeting voted 85-40 to cut 
the assessors’ stipend since some of their 
work would now be done by a 
professional assessor. 

The amount of the chopping was 
arrived at by compromise, a split bet¬ 
ween the Board of Selectmen's Michael 
Saraco’s position that the assessors 


should receive nothing, like the other 
town boards, and the assessors' position 
they should retain their salaries 

Actually, there were all kinds of 
figures thrown around for the assessors' 
new salaries — Town Meeting member 
Noreen Acardi suggested cutting by 75 
percent, and the Assessment Review 
Committee, whose recommendation to 
hire a full-time appraiser led to the cut. 
felt that the salary reduction shouldn't 
come for a year. 

It was Finance Committee Chairman 
Eli Bortman who came up with the 
compromise. 

"Rather than gel caught in a tangle of 
parliamentary thorns, there is a simple 
solution,” said Bortman. “Cut the 
salaries in half 

"Originally there was no cut it was 
the chairman of the Board ol Selectmen 


who said that when you're playing poker, 
you don't want the rules changed in the 
middle of the game,” said Bortman. 

(Carlson and Selectmen Chairman 
Edward O'Connell had argued last week 
that since the assessors had expected a 
salary when they ran for office, they 
deserved the salary as long as they hold 
the post.) 

"As much as I dislike these 
metaphors." Bortman continued. “I 
suggest that when the game is changed, 
all bets are off." 

But Assessor Josephson argued that 
most ol the rules of the original game 
were still on. 

One of the main reasons for giving the 
assessors a salary, said Josephson. was 
to allow them to turn down jobs in town

Swanton Street Construction 
Of Condos Set For June

Some of the least expensive housing 
to be built in Winchester for years will 
start going up off Swanton st. next 
month. 

Continental Wingate of Boston ex¬ 
pects to begin building the first 20 units 
of its HO-unit condominium project in 
June, although the company must wait 
for approval from the Zoning Board of 
Appeal first. 

The condominiums, priced at $90,000 
to $120,000. would cost half the amount of 
other recently constructed projects. 

However, the project’s architect, 
Mystic Valley pkwy. resident Willy 
Sclarsic, stressed that inexpensive 
doesn’t mean cheap. 

"I think we're going to build a real 
nice project,” said Sclarsic. “What 
makes this town is its buildings, and if 
we build a monstrosity, that’s what the 
town will be. We don't want that." 

Christened “The Village" (although it 
started out as Aberjona Woods), the 
project will be built in four phases of 20 
units running along the Aberjona River 
from Swanton st. to River st. 

The first construction phase, in¬ 
cluding 15 two-bedroom units and five 
three-bedroom condos, will be built on 
the section of the property closest to 
Swanton st. going approximately 500 feet 
back along the river. 

Before that construction can start, 
however, the Board of Appeals must give 
approval to two requests from Con¬ 
tinental Wingate to extend a one-year 
zoning variance and allow the Swanton- 
to-River st. road to be constructed in four 
pieces. 

The extension is simply that 
Continental is not proposing any change 
to tlie zoning variances the Board of 
Appeal granted one year ago. 

Continental Wingate does want the 
board to change its decision on building 
the road, however. Last year the board 
said the entire roadway must be con¬ 
structed before occupancy permits for 
the first units are issued. 

The project's attorney, local lawyer 
Lawrence Murray, who owns the 
Swanton st. property, said the company 
would post a bond to ensure that the 
roadway was eventually constructed. 


but added that to build the road all at 
once would set back the project's 
timetable. 

Tlie Board of Appeals will issue a 
decision within the month 

If the Board of Appeals gives its 
approval, crews will soon be putting up 
the first cluster of condo units. 

Sclarsic explained the 20 con¬ 
dominiums would be grouped around a 
common, and the first phase will also 
have a tennis court. 

“There are going to be a lot of real 
nice features." said Sclarsic "The 
exterior will be stained wood shingles 
with white trim. Every unit gets a 
greenhouse, a fireplace, a garage or a 
carport. 

"The whole interior will be very 
nicely finished," he continued. "Each 
one will get a patio, and the way the plan 
is arranged each living room will look 
out at the river or the common area.” 

The Aberjona adjacent to each phase 
will be cleaned out and landscaped as the 
phases are built. Sclarsic noted. 

Although the first condominiums 
won't be finished until the fall, the real 
estate broker for the project said that 
she already has reservations for five of 
the units. 

"They're going quickly." said Mary 
Ann O'Callaghan of Century 21- 
Winchester. The condos were first ad¬ 
vertised in The Boston Globe on May 15. 

O'Callaghan said those interested in 
the condos are divided equally between 
young professionals who want io move in 
to Winchester and older Winchester 
residents who want to move from their 
large homes to a smaller dwelling pi«.cc. 

The Winchester residents looking at 
the condos, said O’Callaghan, "are 
people we call empty nesters" - 
residents whose children have moved out 
and don’t need the space in their large 
Winchester homes. 

"This is an affordable opportunity for 
the empty nestcr with a big. old house to 
go into a condominium and not a small 
apartment." said O'Callaghan. "They 
still have a lot of big furniture, so they 
need room — you can't go from a Vic¬ 
torian house to an apartment. And these 
have a lot of square footage for the 
price." 


The condominiums planned come in 
four sizes: the "Redfern," a 1,432- 
square-foot, two-bedroom condo; the 
“Woodbury," a 1,606-square-foot, two- 
bedroom unit witha library; the “Hoton,” 
a 1,593-square-foot three-bedroom condo; 
and the "Wildwood," a 1,610-square-foot, 
three-bedroom condo. The two-bedroom 
condominiums have carports, the three- 
bedrooms garages. All will be built as two- 
story townhouses. 

The young professionals coming to 
look at the project plans, O’Callaghan 
continued, are attracted “by the type of 
community Winchester is. and the easy 
commute to Boston." 

All those who have looked at the 
plans, said O'Callaghan, are spurred by 
the current low mortgage rates. 

"Mortgage rates are now running 
under 13 percent, and that’s stimulated 
the market," said O'Callaghan. "It has 
made more couples qualify for entry- 
level buying." 

O'Callaghan said the marketing of the 
condos will continue over the two years 
of construction, and said "a two or three 
year sell-out is not unlikely — as long as 
the market stays the way it is." 

During the two years the project is 
being built, and a year afterward, the 
development will be managed by Con¬ 
tinental Wingate's Wingate Management 
Co. State law requires the developer turn 
control of a condominium over to an 
owners' organization one year after the 
condos are occupied. 

Wingate Management employs 300 
people across the country and manages 
ft,000 units The Boston office is ad¬ 
ministered by a staff of 20 and controls 15 
buildings from Adams to Lowell, ac¬ 
cording to Continental Wingate 
spokesman Jody Lynn. 

Continental Wingate, a 15-year-old 
company, is one of the largest 
developers of multi-family housing in the 
country with executive offices in Boston 
and New York. 

The corporation controls four sub¬ 
sidiaries, including it capital corporation 
registered with the Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission, a contracting 
company, a development corporation 
and a management company.

Local Man Pleads Guilty 

Police Station Skirmish 
Leads To Prison Term

A 24-ycar-old Blossom Hill rd. man 
was pul behind prison bars Friday after 
pleading guilty to several charges 
stemming from a Thursday night arrest 
which led to a skirmish injuring the man 
and a police officer. 

Peter S. Greco was sent to the Billerica 
House of Correction Friday after 
pleading guilty to operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol, assault and battery on a police 
officer, wanton destruction of property 
and reckless driving. 

Woburn District Court Judge Francis 
Cullen sentenced Greco to seven days in 
the House of Correction for drunk 
driving. When he completes that term. 
Greco will serve three months for the 
other charges. 

After serving those sentences. Greco 
will finish a five-year term in the Con¬ 
cord state prison begun in 1979 when he 
was convicted of armed robbery. 

Police said Greco was in violation of 
his parole when he was arrested last 
week. 

After the arrest. Greco was treated at 
Winchester Hospital for cuts on his 
forehead and left ear. Police said Greco 
received those injuries after ramming 


his head through the wire mesh window 
at the booking desk at the Winchester 
Police Station. 

Police Officer Peter Hersee was 
injured on the hip when lie was struck by 
Greco while he and Officer Erie Benson 
were making the arrest. 

According to police reports filed by 
Benson and Hersee. they stopped Greco 
after they saw a ear speeding south on 
Washington si. toward Main st. 

Police said the car drove on the wrong 
side of the island at Washington and 
Main sts. and they began to chase it. 

Police cut the ear off by Symmes 
corner. When the driver displayed signs 
of intoxication, he was asked to step out 
of the vehicle, police said. 

Greco was subsequently forced from 
the vehicle and placed on the lawn at 
Main st. and South Gateway where 
police attempted to handcuff him. ac¬ 
cording to reports. 

A fight ensued and Hersee was struck 
on the hip. Greco was handcuffed and 
placed under arrest for the motor vehicle 
violations, drunk driving and for assault 
and battery on a police officer.

Dentist Office Robbery

About 100 vials of pain-killing drugs 
were stolen from a Church si. dentist’s 
office and almost $2,000 worth of stereo 
equipment and television sets were 
taken from that building when it was 
broken into Monday night. 

The downstairs medical office and the 
apartment above it were robbed when an 
intruder smashed a window and entered 
the building, according to police reports 
filed by Officer Barry Donaghey. 

Missing from the dentist’s office are 
48 vials of Lidocaine and 48 vials of 
Carboeaine. Both drugs are a form of 
novocaine.

Leash Law Prohibits 
Barking, Biting, Strays 


Winchester didn't have a leash law 
until 1972, when Vincent Carroll got it 
passed in Town Meeting after five years 
of fighting for it. 

The law prohibits barking, biting, and 
stray dogs. Violation penalties arc $20 
for the first offense. $30 for the second, 
and $40 for the third and successive 
violations. 

Stray dogs will he held at the pound 
for to days and then transferred to the 
MSPCA or another organization or in¬ 
dividual The cost of the pound is $2 a 
day. payable by (he owner if the dog is 
claimed, or by the county if the owner is 
not found. 

The law also required registration of 
all dogs at the Town Clerk's office. 
Registration began on April 1 and will 
continue through June to. Monday 
through Friday, 8:30a.m to4:3(> p.m. at 
71 Mount Vernons! 

The licensing lee for a male or spayed 
female is $4. Registration for an un¬ 
spayed female costs $7 Dog officer Nick 
Molea suggested spaying can be done 
inexpensively hv K.ll <Kitty Haven) 
Spay in Waltham. Last year Winchester 
collected $7,735 for licenses. These

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TM Passes $26 Million Budget, Debates 32 Article 


Town Meeting Wraps Up 144th Spring Session

After nine controversy-packed 
sessions, the annual spring Town 
Meeting ended Monday night During 
those sessions which were often marked 
by heated debate. Town Meeting 
members made decisions on 32 articles 
and passed a $26 million budget 

To balance the budget, Town Meeting 
members voted to withdraw $1,025,000 
from savings accounts. The $20 million 
figure does not include any salary in¬ 
creases for police officers, school 
custodians and non-union employees. 
Those affected town employees had 
negotiated contracts with town officials 
which would have drained an additional 
$234,247 from the budget. (See related 
story on page t ) 

Town Meeting voted last week to 
freeze the raises for all employees whose 
contracts expire June 30. until town 
officials come up with a plan to balance 
the budget. After that action, rumors 
that members would request recon¬ 
sideration of all articles involving money 
began spreading through town. 

Fortunately for the social schedules 
of Town Meeting members, that did not 
happen. But Thursday's action to freeze 
the salaries spurred members to request 
reconsideration of the articles to pur¬ 
chase the Woburn train loop and connect 
several roadways on the west side of 
town. 

Before adjourning Monday, members 
voted on both articles, but the previous 
decisions were unchanged. The town will 
still purchase the Woburn hoop for 
$125.00(1. And the town will still connect 
the roadways, for about $87,000 

Town Meeting also heard two reports 
on building new bicycle paths one. 
which would have cost $15.(MM), didn't 


even come to a vote, and the other, which 
the state will pay for. was heartily en¬ 
dorsed. 

TM members wrapped up the final 
articles on committee reports by 
establishing another committee to report 
on the condition of the town's athletic 
facilities and approved a request by the 
School Committee to extend any Mystic 
School lease froth one year to five. 

TM Extention 

With that, the 144th session of Town 
Meeting ended, although if Selectman 
Michael Saraco had had his way Monday 
night. Town Meeting would not have 
been dissolved until June l(i. 

Saraco moved to adjourn the Town 
Meeting until June Hi in order to give the 
selectmen the opportunity to come up 
with a plan to balance the budget as 
requested by Town Meeting last week 

"That would give us a chance to come 
up with a plan and we would not have to 
pay the expense of calling a Special 
Town Meeting during the summer to 
settle the raises," Saraco argued. 

His motion was almost unanimously 
turned down on a voice vote after Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said three 
weeks would not be enough time for him 
to prepare all the budget information 
Town Meeting members requested. 

"I don’t think I can deliver the proper 
kind of report the Town Meeting 
deserves in that time." Groux said. 

After questioning by Town Meeting 
member Marjorie Moore. Town Counsel 
Douglas Kandall noted that Town 
Meeting will have to make a decision on 
the salaries before the tax rate is set 
because of restrictions esbablishcd by 
the Proposition 2.5 tax limitation law. 



Under that tax-cutting measure, 
towns may only raise their annual 
budgets by 2.5 percent more than the 
figure of the previous year. Since the 
raises will be paid from the fiscal 1984 
budget, the tax rate for the year will be 
artificially lowered unless the budget 
includes the salary increases. If the 
budget is artificially lowered, it will limit 
the town's ability to raise the budget for 
the next year. 

The fiscal 1984 budget which goes into 
effect July I is $1.509,1(14 or 6.4 percent 
more than the money spent during the 
fiscal 1983 year which ends June 30. 

Bike Path Repair 

After Town Meeting spent about an 
hour discussing the poor financial status 
of the town and their decision to freeze 
salary increases, the next item on the 
agenda was an article about spending 
$15,000 to repair bicycle paths in town. 

The article was drafted by the Win¬ 
chester Center Beautification Com¬ 
mittee. The committee members knew it 
didn't have a prayer 

Committee Chairman Charles 
Tseckares delivered his presentation 
anyway — complete with a color slide 
show. But Tseckares concluded his 
presentation by stating that his com¬ 
mittee chose not to request funds for the 
repairs this year despite their belief that 
the work should be done. 

The article would have appropriated 
$15.(MM) from the budget to repair the 
pedestrian way on Waterfield rd. and 
along the duck pond to Mt. Vernon st.. 
connecting areas of town which will be 
improved this fall using money from a 
state grant. 

"We feel there is a danger walking 
along this route especially at night and 
I'd very much like to see it improved." 
Tseckares said. “But we are not in¬ 
sensitive to the Town Meeting priorities 
so we chose not to move the motion 
although we do feel there is a strong need 
for it.” 


New Bike Path 

Bicycle lovers should not despair, 
however, since it looks like they will gel 
a path along Horn Fond Brook. 

Town Meeting members unanimously 
shouted a loud chorus of "ayes" after a 
motion was made to direct the selectmen 
to spend an already-approved state 
grant of $22,500 to build the path. 

The selectmen have been withholding 
those funds for 18 months after a public 
hearing on the path disclosed a strong 
neighborhood opposition to the project. 

"It had never occurred to us that 
neighbors would object to a bicycle path, 
but when the time came to put out bids 
we discovered they felt the path would 
lead to an increase in drinking, van¬ 
dalism and break-ins," said Bicycle 
Path Study Committee Chairperson 
Marjorie Moore. 

When Town Meeting Members 
learned that they might lose the op¬ 
portunity to use the state funds if they 
are not spent by June 30. the motion was 
quickly and loudly approved. 


Sports Facilities 

Sports lovers received another boost 
from Town Meeting Monday when 
members voted to form a committee to 
study the condition of athletic facilities 
throughout town and pinpoint areas 
which need repair The motion, drafted 
by Selectman Alan Macdonald, was 
approved almost unanimously on a voice 
vote. 

"It’s time we stepped up to main¬ 
taining and caring for our fields." said 
Town Meeting member Mary Jean 
Weylman. endorsing Macdonald's 
motion. 

But Town Meeting was really con¬ 
vinced the committee should be formed 
alter Macdonald pointed out that its 
establishment would not cost the town 
anv money. 


Mystic Lease 

Town Meeting passed a motion to 
grant the School Committee the 
authority to lease the Mystic School to a 
tenant for any period of time up to five 
years. The School Committee had only 
been allowed to negotiate with 
prospective tenants for a one-year 
renewable lease. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Constance Papas requested the ex¬ 
tension to enable her board to negotiate 
with a wider range of prospective 
tenants. 


"We do not have any specific tenant 
in mind, but we do have some serious 
possibilities." Papas said. "We and the 
neighbors of that area are anxious that 
the school not be vacant. The prospects 
for us leasing the building for one year 
are not as advantageous to the town as 
they would be if we could lease for a 
longer period of time. 

Her request was granted after Town 
Meeting defeated an amendment 
suggested by member Pat Wells to 
reduce the maximum contract time to 
three years.

Blame Dog Owners

One group deserves the blame 
for the problem of loose dogs run¬ 
ning around Winchester — those 
inconsiderate pet owners who 
don't care that there is a leash 
law in town, and who don't care 
about what their animals do when 
loose. 

When The Star ran its front¬ 
page article last week on loose 
dogs, we certainly didn't intend to 
lay the blame on Dog Officer 
Nick Molea. 

Molea probably cares more 
about animals than anyone else in 
town. Over the years I’ve been in 
Winchester, I’ve heard scores of 
stories about how Nick got up in 
the middle of the night to rescue 
an injured pet, about the lengths 
he goes to find the owners of lost 
pets, or about the time he spends 
finding homes for abandoned 
animals. 

For writing about the way 
Molea handles the problems of 
loose dogs, however, The Star has 
been blamed for “sensational” 
journalism. 

Typical of those comments 
are the two letters below from 
irate citizens — Molea should be 
heartened that he has earned the 
affection of so many of Win¬ 
chester’s residents. 

But The Star received a third 
letter this week, as well, from a 
resident who saw two loose dogs 
tear apart a neighbor’s beloved 
pet cat. 

That letter illustrates why The 
Star felt it should write a story 
about the problem of loose 
animals in town. The dogs that 
murdered the cat weren’t wild 
strays — they were well-cared- 
for pets that had been let out by 
a careless owner. 

And in writing the article, it 
was important that we let the 
readers know how Molea handles 
the problems of loose dogs, to let 
them decide if they want a 
stricter policy on picking up loose 
dogs, another dog officer to han¬ 
dle the workload, or to leave 
things as they are. 

The article was not a head¬ 


hunting expedition for Molea. He 
knew the article was being writ¬ 
ten and was given the chance to 
answer any complaints or 
statistics. 

Moreover, the article did give 
Molea’s side. The irate citizens 
write that “The reporter did not 
even mention all the good things 
this man (Molea) does to assist 
animals when lost or injured." 
Yet the Article did contain men¬ 
tion of those deeds. 

The reporter wrote that while 
Molea does not always pick up 
every unleased dog, “that’s not 
his approach. He uses tact first, 
force second.” The article then 
goes on to illustrate Molea’s tact. 

Another paragraph revealed 
that: “Another part of Molea’s ef¬ 
forts go toward finding homes for 
dogs confined at the pound. Peo¬ 
ple stop him on the street and ask 
him to keep an eye out for a dog 
for them. Many people own dogs 
Molea rescued from the pond. He 
is involved in helping raise 
money to reopen the Winchester 
MSPCA shelter.” 

If the article was “an attack 
on our dog officer,” as the irate 
citizens believe, it was certainly 
an odd way to attack the man, by 
noting his accomplishments. 

We are in the position of the 
medieval herald who was 
beheaded for bringing bad news. 
It is not our fault that a signifi¬ 
cant number of Winchester’s pet 
owners seem to be ignoring the 
town’s leash laws. We are only 
reporting that fact. 

It may or may not be Molea’s 
fault. That is not our position to 
decide, and the article did not 
place the blame on anyone. We 
had to mention Molea — it is his 
responsibility to control the 
town’s dogs. 

But it is the residents’ respon¬ 
sibility to decide if they want him 
to control the animals by picking 
up every dog in sight or by handl¬ 
ing the situation on a one-to-one 
basis. 

Most of all. however, it is the 
pet owners’ responsibility to en¬ 
sure that dogs are leashed or kept 
at home. 


The Star Owes Molea An Apology 


EDITOR OF THESTAR: 

Wo were furious reading the article

Thoughts Of This Incomparable Time

There’s something about this 
time of year that is, to my way of 
thinking, utterly incomparable. 

Maybe I l'eel this way because 
it's really spring at last now, True 
Spring, that which we in New 
England wait so patiently for, 
during mud season, during the 
cold Lenten rains, during April 
days that hint at a coming 
warmth but then never do quite 
nudge their way above 50. While 
viewing photos of the cherry 
blossoms that adorn the 
walkways of the capital in early 
spring, we in New England are 
forced to content ourselves with 
the seed catalogues, with the 
crocus and forsythia merely, with 
the occasional hearty jonquil. 

But by this time of year, it’s 
finally billowed, spring has. The 
lawns have been mowed by now, 
twice, three times, perhaps even 
four. The smell of grass clippings 
wafts in windows newly thrown 
open to the air. 

The birds are all back by now, 
waking us each morning with 
their muttered scolding and 
quarreling. 

The insects are back too, of 


course, but none that we mind 
very much. Oh you see fat well- 
meaning flies taking a short-cut 
through the kitchen at times, and 
the bees too, drunk and disor¬ 
derly from an excess of pollen, 
flying sideways or upside-down 
around the fruit trees, blundering 
occasionally into a chance human 
obstacle. The mosquitoes, as far 
as I can tell, aren’t out yet; 
twilight can be savored thor¬ 
oughly and out-of-doors in their 
happy absence. 

The trees, unfailing miracle, 
are fully dressed at last, starchy 
green petticoats and all. Silhouet¬ 
tes of maple darken streets and 
lawns again in deep mentholated 
patches of shade, while the 
dogwood stand like scenes from 
a Japanese watercolor, arrested 
blizzards of blossom. 

Evenings are long and cool, 
with air that tastes almost 
carbonated. 

Pastel bouquets of ice cream 
sprout from every other hand on 
the common, and balloons 
tethered to countless chubby 
wrists all hut carry their small 
owners heavenward in the mild 


winds. 

Homework has begun to ease 
up lor the school kids, and even 
grownups are apt to steal an ex¬ 
tra 20 minutes or so for lunch. 

This is the season for com¬ 
memorations and events; for 
recitals and graduations; for the 
familiar sight of class beanies 
and ivy-planting exercises, and 
speeches speeched forth from a 
thousand podiums. 

It’s a prime season for falling 
in love, because at this time of 
year the outer world — with each 
day a degree more beautiful than 
the last, with each day a new 
superlative — the outer world 
answers the inner exaltation oc¬ 
curring in the spirits of the lovers. 
Those who fall in love at this 
season, be it 50 years ago, now 
see their anniversary every¬ 
where celebrated in petal and 
bloom, and feel again that old 
sense of soaring. 

Children feel the power surg¬ 
ing upward from the soil, and res¬ 
pond in their natural unself¬ 
conscious way: they doff shoes 
and peel off socks. They wiggle 
their toes in the grass and throw 


themselves full length onto the 
earth. They gambol like baby 
lambs, and are unfailingly slow, 
somehow, to come when they’re 
called. What they’re hearing, of 
course, is what most of us are 
deaf to now: an ancient thrumm¬ 
ing from deep in the earth that 
calls to their young pagan spirits 
and recommends a happy 
anarchy. 

The old magic issues forth 
from the soil, the same old pro¬ 
mise. Where dirt W’as dirt and 
nothing more, a bare patch of 
emptiness merely, there emerge 
now tendrils, vines and jungles of 
greenery. Before long we’ll 
witness the plump exuberance of 
squash, the tiny miracle of 
strawberries, the ruby necklaces 
of tomatoes festooning their 
vines. 

All this lies ahead for us, all 
this is promised in the season 
that’s upon us now: regenera¬ 
tion; yet another cool and 
flawless morning; and the earth 
made new once again.

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Study Says Town Has

The Winchester Fire Dept, has the 
manpower to protect the town adequate¬ 
ly unless some ol its firefighters are 
doubling as the ambulance crew. 

Having an ambulance service run by 
the Fire Dept, exposes Winchester to a 
'fire protection risk" each time there is 
a medical emergency, according to a 
report issued last week. 

To minimize this risk, the report said, 
the town should either expand its 
volunteer fire fighting force or hire a 
private ambulance firm. 

The report was prepared by the Fire 
Dept. Manpower Requirements Study 
Committee which had been appointed by 
selectmen to determine the department's 
staffing needs. 

Selectmen received the report last 
week, hut were cautious about accepting 
its recommendations. 

Dennis White and Robert Deering. who 
undertook the study with the help of Fire 
Chief Robert McElhinney, claimed in 
their report that because two firemen per 
shift must be allocated for ambulance du¬ 
ty. the department's ability to handle fires 
and other service is significantly 
impaired. 

The study had been ordered by select¬ 
men in January after a dispute between 
McElhinney and Town Manager Thomas 
Groux over McElhinney's request to add 
four firefighters to the 41! now on the force. 


In his request. McElhinney said that "only 
to or 11 men" are on duty at one time to 
operate five fire trucks and one 
ambulance. 

McElhinney added that the depart 
ment provides over 50 different types ol 
services to Winchester, such as rescuing 
animals, maintaining the town's fire 
alarm system, recharging fire ex 
tinguishers and securing broken plate 
glass windows during storms. 

Performing these services at present 
staff levels makes it difficult for the 
department to perform its most important 
function, McElhinney said to preserve 
life and property. 

The request was turned down by 
Groux. however, and the committee was 
form- ed instead 

After the committee was formed. 
Deering and White met with Groux and 
McElhinney to discuss the study Groux 
suggested at the meeting that the study 
focus on the number of firefighters used 
at present, their assigned duties, and now 
many men there should be in the depart 
ment Groux also recommended that the 
committee look in to whether the town's 
volunteer firefighter force should be ex¬ 
panded, and whether the town should pro¬ 
vide the ambulance service. 

At its presentation to selectmen, the 
committee reported that the ambulance 
service is called out on the average ol an 
hour a day. and that this is the amount ol 


time the Fire Dept, is undermanned. The 
committee compared the situation to an 
insurance policy which gives complete 
coverage only 23 hours a day. 

"We have only limited coverage for 
anything that happens during the 24th 
hour," the committee stated in its report. 

Deering and While said that running 
the ambulance service without hiring ad¬ 
ditional full-time staff is a "fire protection 
risk." especially in light of the Fire Dept.'s 
formidable list of responsibilities. 

As an alternative to hiring the four 
firemen requested by McElhinney, the 
committee suggested expanding the Call 
(volunteer) Firefighter Force to provide 
for ambulance duty or exploring the 
possibility of hiring a private ambulance 
firm. 

The first suggestion, the report said, 
would involve setting up a duty roster of 
call firefighters on a rotating basis so that 
two men would respond to each am¬ 
bulance call. The call firefighters would 
receive an addition to their current sti¬ 
pend of $2.U0() a year, such as $lo per am¬ 
bulance call According to the report’s 
calculations, this would save the town an 
estimated $00,000 over hiring the extra 
firefighters. 

The committee also relayed some sug¬ 
gestions by current call fighters about the 
proposed expansion. One was that the ad¬ 
ditional reimbursement be made by in¬ 
cluding call firelighters under the same

health and insurance coverage plans as 
other town employees 

Another suggestion was to have two 12- 
hour shifts of call firefighters. Under this 
arrangement, town employees from other 
departments would be on call during the 
day, and those who are self-employed or 
are employees at private businesses 
would be on call at night. This would 
reduce the likelihood of having to pay the 
additional reimbursement, and would be 
a better arrangement for persons who 
would have difficulty responding to fires 
during their business hours. 

The committee said that the key to 
their second recommendation is whether 
a private ambulance firm can do the job 
as well and as economically as the Fire 
Dept. This can be determined by soliciting 
bids from several companies and assess¬ 
ing each one’s ability according to the 
town’s needs and resources. White said 
he talked with officials in Stoneham and 
Wakefield, both of which have contracted 
ambulance services, and had received 
favorable comments. 

Selectmen Chairman Edward O'Con¬ 
nell said he is worried that a private am¬ 
bulance service might charge residents a 
higher price than they pay now. The town 
charges $60 per trip. 

White answered that the town could help 
the company absorb part of the costs of 
transporting victims to the hospital, as op¬ 
posed to having the victim pay the entire 


tab. 

The report asked the town to postpone 
its current plan to purchase a new am¬ 
bulance until it either decides to contract 
an outside service or retain it in- house. 
Town Meeting went along with that re¬ 
quest two weeks ago. when it cut the 
money for the new ambulance from next 
year's budget. 

Selectmen were at best cautious about 
the recommendations. 

Groux said that it is important to see 
who is who in the call firefighter force, 
especially, if they are town employees. 

"It's one thing if it's a custodian, 
another if it's an inspector for the health 
department." he said. "One might be less 
available than the other." 

Selectman Michael Saraco said that lit¬ 
is concerned about having to depend on a 
volunteer force. 

"I think we’re going backward to have 
a volunteer firefighting force," he said. 
"This is not to offend (lie volunteers, but 
obviously you want to have professionals 
doing the job." 

White replied that the call firefighters 
were meant as a supplement, not a 
replacement for the Fire Department. 

Saraco also was less than enthusiastic 
about the recommendation for a private 
ambulance firm. 

"I'm willing to explore the possibility, 
but it s going to take a lot of persuasion 
to get me to agree to contracting an am¬ 


bulance,*.’ iie.sqid. "1 don t like the idea 
of letting our ambulance go " 

SaraCosaid it was similar to having a 
private firm for garbage collection. 

"I don't have to tell you the problems 
that go along with that," he said. "Win¬ 
chester has done its own collecting for 
years, and for many good reasons. It's 
simply better to keep it a town operation." 

White said that the committee's recom¬ 
mendation is based on enhancing the Fire 
Department's fire protection ability, and 
that this could be accomplished through 
contracting an ambulance company if the 
selection process were thorough enough. 

"You have to have a definite statement 
of what you want when you solicit bids 
from these companies,” he said. "You 
have to look carefully at areas like back¬ 
up, response time, and availability. You 
have lo go over 1(H) percent of everything, 
and then make the best choice.” 

O'Connell asked Deering, McElhinney 
and Groux lo explore the contracting route 
i White will be going to Japan shortly, and 
will not be available to assist), warning 
that the burden of proof would fall upon 
changing the present set-up. 

'It must be obviously, absolutely clear 
that having a private ambulance company 
will benefit the town," he said. 

"We as selectmen must be reponsible, 
and lo do that we must be sure of all the 
considerations."

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Fuel Invention

Air in forced hot water heating pipes 
— the cause of that banging every time 
the heat goes on — has kept a lot of 
people up at night. 

It kept Sal Cubby Uglietto of 
Mayflower rd. up too. but not because of 
the noise. Uglietto was spending the 
midnight hours tossing and turning, 
trying to think of a way to get rid of that 
air. 

To Uglietto. one of three brothers who 
own Cubby Oil in Somerville, air in 
forced hot water pipes was a constant 
headache — the cause of banging pipes, 
gushing water, loss of heat in one or two 
rooms, and increased oil bills. 

"I've been in heating for 35 years, and 
every house we went in to that had a 
hydronic (forced hot water) heating 
system, there was this problem with 
air,” said Uglietto. "Every time we did a 
little work, the customers would com¬ 
plain 'This room’s always cold, or The 
pipes are banging all the time. - " 

“One night. 1 was lying in bed. 
thinking over I have to do something 
about this air problem." said Uglietto. 
"Then it dawned on me how to do it." 

The idea Uglietto came up with is 
amazingly simple. The Cubby Heating 
Air Purging Manifold is little more than 


an extra piece of pipe and an aii \al\e 
added where the hot water comes out ol 
the lop of the water heater. 

With the manifold, the heated water 
comes out into a pipe shaped like an 
inverted V. The air rises to the top of the 
pipe (or the bottom of the Y). where it is 
trapped and eventually released through 
the air valve. The hot water runs down 
one branch of the pipe (or one of the 
forks in the Y). and is sent on through the 
heating system. 

"It’s one heck of an invention, let me 
tell you." said Uglietto. "It was a 
necessity — you know how they say 
necessity is the mother of invention 
well this was a necessity to save us a lot 
of headaches." 

The headaches, explained Uglietto. 
have been around since forced hot water 
heating was introduced after World War 
II. The system of pumping water tnrough 
three-quarter inch pipes running along a 
baseboard replaced the older, steam hot 
water system, which used larger pipes 
and radiators. 

"When forced hot water came in. it 
was a completely different heating 
system." said Uglietto. "You had the 
water pumping through the system 
much faster, at a couple gallons per 
minute, so it was much more efficient. 


Dawned On Him One Night 


Ann since me pipes were smaller, you 
had a smaller volume of water, the 
boilers could be made smaller, and the 
system was more efficient." 

Hut when air got into the piping 
system, the forced hot water heating 
system became much less efficient. 
Uglietto said 

"When you’ve got a three-quarter of 
an inch pipe, if only a quarter of that is 
filled with air. you're losing one-third of 
your heat." said Uglietto. "If you don’t 
have some way to get that air out 
automatically, you've got to go along 
bleeding every radiator, then the bleeder 
starts leaking or gets stuck open." 

Uglietto says his manifold solves all 
those problems, and will cut down on fuel 
bills "I could give you a figure like 10 
percent, but a lot of things come into it — 
the age and condition of the boiler, for 
instance," said Uglietto. 

Now lie's working on other problems 
in his garage workshop — solar panels 
are stacked against one wall, a huge 
wheel to turn a solar-powered turbine 
dominates the room. 

"I work on anything to do with 
heating,” said Uglietto. "I strive to 
make things more efficient." 

And what’s more efficient than 
coming up with inventions in your sleep?

The Lady Is An Officer 

Sara Fotsch Graduates From West Point

Four years ago, Sara Fotsch wasn't 
sure she'd make il through West Point 

Yesterday she not only graduated, 
she took with her a long list of 
achievements. 

“I don't know how I'm going to make 
it." Fotsch told The Star in a 1979 in 
lerview just before she entered the 
United Stales Military Academy at West 
Point. N.Y. "I will he doing something 
every minute, the emotional stress will 
he hard " 

"I've been very fortunate." Fotsch 
said in a telephone interview last week 
"A lot of women here gel in a lot ol 
trouble with their male classmates 
because ol the physical aspect If you 
can’t keep up that's all important 
That's where the hostility starts to come 
up " 

Fotsch could keep up she holds 
close to a half-dozen athletic records for 
women in her class, including the highest 
score value for overall physical training, 
and. at various points in her career at 
West Point, has held an additional four 
or five athletic records. 

"I did a lot of athletics when I " as 
very young and I have a lot ol upper bods 
strength. My mother has a Pit I) in 
physical education so we learned to 
swim and ride a hike real young." she 
continued "People here feel the slan 
dards aren't as hard for women as lor 
men. but women just aren't trained that 
way in our society. 

She was also a member of the cross 
country team and. in her last year, the 


Marathon ('lull, and captured a string ol 
first places 

Sports are really what I'm known 
for." said Fotsch "I thought when I 
came from Winchester I'd be smarter 
than everyone else, but everyone here is 
valedictorian " 

Despite her athletic success. West 
Point lias not always been easy for 
Fotsch 

■ | really thought about resigning a lot 
ol times." she said She described the 
most difficult period "Beast." the first 
segment ol training, during which new 
cadets (referred to as "Plcbes"i are 
toughened up and broken in 

“A plcbc means you're less than 
human." said Fotsch "I took a lot ol 
things very personalis I'd always boon 
called Sara and here I was Fotsch I 
thought they didn't like me; il wasn't 
that they liked me or disliked me it's 
just that that's the way you're treated." 

In addition, said Fotsch, as a plebe it 
was difficult to get to know people and 
she was homesick 

The other women at West Point 
couldn't always provide her with the 
support she needed, said Fotsch. 

"We i women i are so lew and were 
spread out through the entire corps 
There are il’ different companies, so at 
tin* most there are two or three women 
per company in the same class and n or 
III ol us m all the classes combined." she 
explained 

"There have been organizations that 
have tried to get us together, with all the 
women going to lunclions together so 


that we can get together as a more 
cohesive group." she said, "bill the guys 
don't really like that 

"It’s been done and I think it's worth 
it The women here aren't as close as 
they could lie; there is some backbiting 
and there is a lot ol competition 

The problem is compounded by the 
bigli dropout rate for women 
"Originally It) percent ol our class was 
women, but the longer you're here the 
fewer women there are We started with 
PHI and we're down to Bit." said Fotsch. 
"Most ol them dropout in tin* first weeks 
and in the lirst year, it they make il 
through that il gets easier " 

Oncol the most dillieult things about 
being a lemale cadet, said Fotsch. was 
"realizing that I wasn't accepted hv a lot 
of people they didn't leel I should he 
here." 

For example, she says. "Dating 
between cadets is sort ol ostracized 
That's hard because this is the time in 
your life when you do that " Fotsch 
managed to break down part ol that 
barrier: she will lie married today to a 
fellow cadet 

"Dating has increased since I Inst 
came here . I'm not a rarity any more, 
she said 

That change, however, is only one 
step in what promises to lie a long 
struggle for women at West Point 

"It s the pi opje that you thought were 
your friends that turn out not to be 
supportive ol you that really hurts, said 
Fotsch 

Some ol that hurl carried over to 


beyond what happened at West Point "I 
think it 's been hard for my parents to see 
ithe difficulties I had) they didn't see 
that." she said quietly. "They saw the 
successful little girl, but they didn't see 
how hard il was." 

Despite (tie difficulties. Fotsch is 
pleased with the education West Point 
lias given her She has a concentration in 
education and is considering a career in 
sports physiology. or possibly 
engineering. She says she would 
recommend the academy to other 
women with some stipulations. 

"I would say that it takes a certain 
type of person." she said. "The woman

Kids 9 Corner Child Care To Start Program 
For Grades 4-6 After Sept . Move To McCall 


Kids' Corner, the after-school child 
care and enrichment program for 
children in grades K-G, will split off a 
separate program for children in grades 
4-6 when it moves to its new and ex¬ 
panded quarters at McCall Junior High 
School in September.

This year's participants have also 
indicated interest in art projects such as 
pottery making and sculpting; dramatic 
activities such as performing in plays 
and making video movies; sports ac¬ 
tivities such as howling: cooking ac¬ 
tivities such as dessert-making; and 
carpentry activities such as wood¬ 
working.

While most wines are made from a single variety 
ol grape, or a blend of two or three, port is a blend 
of about a dozen different grapes. When only white 
grapes are used, the result is a while port that is 
much drier than a red and excellent as an aperitif. 
Sweet red port is produced by fermenting the grape 
only halfway. Grape brandy is then added to raise 
the alcohol level to about 2u percent. This has the 
effect of immediately stopping the fermentation 
process, leaving roughly half the natural grape 
sugar still in the wine. All port must he aged to 
soften the hard-edged, fiery quality of its infancy.

Opponents said the money is 
needed because Gov. King spent 
the entire annual office budget in 
the first six months of fiscal 1983. 
They said without the money peo¬ 
ple will not get paid. 

A “Yea" vote is for cutting out 
the $288,000. A “Nay" vote is for 
retaining the $288,000. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

AUTO INSURANCE (II 
6262): House gave initial ap¬ 
proval 111-25, to a bill increasing 
compulsory limits for bodily in¬ 
jury on automobile insurance. 
The present compulsory 
coverage for bodily injury to 
others and bodily injury caused 
by an uninsured or underinsured 
auto is $10,000 per person and 
$20,000 per accident. The bill 
would raise the mandatory 
coverage to $20,000 per person 
and $40,000 per accident. 

Supporters argued 10/20 is in¬ 
adequate in light of today’s 
medical costs and claimed the 
bill is imperative. They noted on¬ 
ly 28 percent of drivers don’t have 
the 20/40 coverage, and most of 
them are in the under 25 male

Opponents said the bill will in¬ 
crease insurance costs for many 
people who cannot afford it. They 
noted any of these drivers can in¬ 
crease their coverage voluntari¬ 
ly but should not be forced to do 
so.

DOCTORS (II 2919): House 
approved 95-55, a bill calling for 
a study by the Board of Registra¬ 
tion in Medicine of reciprocity 
among the 50 states in licensing 
doctors and dentists. The study 
would include the proposal of 
notifying other states when a doc¬ 
tor is convicted of a felony 
relating to moral terpitude. 

Supporters argued other 
states and prospective employers 
should be informed when a doctor 
is convicted of a felony in another 
state and pointed to the case of a 
doctor who was convicted of a 
rape and got a job in another 
state. 

Some opponents said the state 
should not single out doctors and 
should not get involved to this ex¬ 
tent. Many noted prosepctive 


employers can already ask job 
applicants if they have been con¬ 
victed of a felony. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay" vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. 

LIVING WILL ( 3713): House 
barely gave initial approval 77-75, 
to a bill allowing adults of sound 
mind to draft “living wills." The 
wills would instruct doctors, if a 
person is terminally ill and 
unable to participate in the deci¬ 
sion, to withdraw or withhold life- 
sustaining procedures which ar¬ 
tificially prolong the moment of 
death. 

Supporters, noting many 
states allow these wills, argued 
competent adults should have the 
right to make this important deci¬ 
sion and said it is an extension of 
patient rights. 

Opponents said the bill 
disregards the importance of 
human life and claimed a lot of 
improvements and ad¬ 
vancements are made in the 
medical field which could help 
patients who under the bill would 
be allowed to die. Many said the 
measure was the first step 
toward mercy killings.

Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O'Connoll fought Frank's proposal by 
claiming it was unfair to suddenly reject 
the contract after it had been negotiated 
in good faith 

"I had not had adequate notice of this 


bombshell." said O'Connell I wonder 
in fairness to the people affected if they 
received adequate notice " 

Town Meeting Mary Pronski. the wife 
of police officer Anthony Pronski. also 
said the town was being unfair to police 
officers who had often settled for raises 
below the cost-of-living increase to help 
the town. 

"In 1975, the Winchester Police 
Department took a zero percent increase 
— 1 don't think any bargaining unit ever 
took zero percent," she said "I don't 
think the town of Winchester has lived up 
to its responsibility to be decent to the 
police.” 

Town Meeting member Wade Welch 
said that if the Town Meeting needed to 
cut the budget, it should have made the 
cuts while the budget was being con¬ 
sidered. 

"If I'd known this would come up 
when we began. 1 might have acted

they completely turn their heads 
around." Perritano continued "It's a 
personal affront against the people who 
negotiated the contracts in good faith 
Its an insult to the members of the 
Police Dept, and the town fathers." 

“Should we start negotiating with 
Town Meeting for our contracts?" asked 
one officer. 

Manzie said association members were 
"shocked and outraged" by the action 
taken by Town Meeting. "It is unfair," 
Manzie recalled one member saying Tues¬ 
day night. "We have families and 
obligations." 

Last February, negotiations began for 
the Police Association's contract which 
expires June 30. Five sessions were held 
with a committee of town officials and 
association representatives before agree¬ 
ment was reached two weeks ago. 

"The contract represented a com¬ 
promise by both the town and the associa¬ 
tion," Manzie said. “The association 
entered into negotiations sensitive to the 
impact of Proposition 2.5 (tax limitation 
law) on the town. The terms of the propos¬ 
ed contract which was signed by the 
town's committee reflected this attitude. 

"This represents the first time in 
memory when a negotiated contract has 
not been honored by Town Meeting," he 
added. 

Town Meeting member Kobert 
Frank, who offered the motion to post¬ 
pone the contract ratification, argued 
last week that salaries have to be cut at 
some point and said it would be good to 
start with contracts which expire this 
year. "The police may say it is unfair to 


do it this year, after the firemen got 7 
percent last year, but if you wait until 
next year the firemen will say the police 
got 7 percent this year." 

That logic makes no sense to the men 
whose salaries will be cut. 

"We are the only major department 
affected by the freeze,” complained one 
police officer. “If you want to start 
somewhere and cut salaries, start at the 
beginning — not at the end. We just 
wonder. ‘Why did they pick us?"’ 

Some police officers claimed it would 
make more sense to grant them the 7 
percent raise until the contracts expire 
for all town employees and then freeze 
all contracts simultaneously. 

"If they did it properly, they would 
have waited until a later date and then 
put the freeze on everyone." said one 
officer. “Instead, they just singled out 
the Police Dept.” 

Members of the Police Dept, claim 
the 7 percent increase is in line with the 
salaries surrounding communities’ 
policemen earn. It's a reasonable raise, 
they claim, considering the risks they 
encounter each day 

“I don't think the amount we asked 
for was too much compared with the way 
things are for us," said one member of 
the department. “We have break-ins all 
the time, we had a man shot at last 
month — our line of work is very 
dangerous. If the people want an ef¬ 
ficient, up-to-date police force, they will 
have to fund it." 

"We didn't get any fantastic set¬ 
tlement," said another police officer who 
was involved in the contract 


differently," said Welch. “I don't think 
there was adequate notice. 

"1 did not know this would come up 
when we decided to continue funding the 
ambulance. I did not know this would 
come up when the large library budget 
came up," said Welch. "I did not know 
this question would come up when the 
town counsel's office budget increased. I 
did not know when the school budget was 
discussed that this motion would be 
presented." 

Hut Town Meeting member Clarence 
Horggaard said fairness had nothing to 
do with the debate. 

"It isn’t a question of fairness, it’s a 
question of fact — where is the money 
going to come from?" said Borggaard. 

Finance Committee Chairman Eli 
Bortman said there was no question of 
the fact that the town would run out of 
money next year.

negotiations. "It’s not anywhere the top 
amount and we weren't trying to get the 
top amount. It’s just a fair amount. 

The policemen claim fairness was not 
one of the ingredients involved in the 
decision to freeze the salaries until the 
town officials can come up with a 
scheme to reduce the town deficit. 

“It was a self-serving decision." one 
police officer commented. “It was 
totally unfair and it undermined the good 
faith that was involved in the 
negotiations." 

The 40-member Winchester Police 
Association was established in 1977 to 
enter into collective bargaining 
agreements with the town. Since its incep- 
t ion, successful negot iations were conclud¬ 
ed twice. 

Manzie said the income level of the 
Winchester policeman ranks twelfth out 
of 16 comparable communities, according 
to a comparison done by his association. 
Manzie also said the town police officers 
receive lower salaries than any other town 
employee groups. 

The members of the association will be 
meeting during the next few days to come 
up with a plan for action, 
vote on their contracts, the department 
is in a state of financial limbo. Officers 
only hope their record will be enough to 
convince Town Meeting to grant them 
the raise they believe they deserve. 

"It's my hope the town will recognize 
their services on behalf of the citizens 
over the years and make an adjustment so 
they’re compensated appropriately.” 
McHugh said. "But no one knows which 
way the wind will blow.”
